Getting Started is Easy

Let's be honest here. At one time 
or another while watching High 
Plains Drifter, The Shoot-out 
at the O.K. Corral, or your 100 th episode 
of Gunsmoke, the thought ran through 
your mind that it would be, well, kind of 
neat to be the mysterious stranger, Wyatt 
Earp, or Marshall Dillon, now wouldn't 
it? Revolvers blazing. Round after round 
cycling through that old reliable lever- 
action. A shotgun blast - BLAM! - in a 
back alley that takes down another 
evil villain. 

Exciting, eh? Well, you didn't have to 
live in the mid- 1800s in order to experience 
first-hand the thrill of the quick draw, the 
smell of burnt powder and the dust of

the Old West, thanks to the Single Action 
Shooting Society (SASS). But what you 
may not know at this point is how you get 
started along that dusty trail that is cowboy 
action shooting (CAS) and the CAS 
lifestyle. Who can be involved? Where 
do I get my guns? What guns do I need? 
Do I need to be a terrific shot in order to 
compete? Can my wife and family come 
along? Great questions, and thanks in large 
part to a fine, upstand'n gentleman named 
Johnny Colt, we're going to show you just 
how you - and your family, of course - can 
get started in one of the fastest-growing 
shooting sports in the United States and 
around the world. 

When he's not wearing spurs and his 
six-shooters, Johnny Colt goes by the 
name of John Semm. Today, he and his 
ladyfriend, Susan - a.k.a. Kitty Colt - live 
in northwestern Oregon, where he's 
owned and operated his Shooter's Service 
Center for the past 15 years. In addition 
to supplying exceptional gunsmithing 
services to the local shooting public, 
Semm also - surprise! - runs SASS 
Mercantile #76, at which he provides 
period clothing and accessories, as well 
as a long line of firearms and ammunition 
to the Pacific Northwest's ever-growing 
contingent of cowboy action shooters. 




A tall man who looks every bit the 
respected sheriff or "Only shoot 'em if 
they need shoot'n" gunfighter, Semm 
- henceforth known as Johnny Colt, or 
simply, Colt - is certainly no slouch in 
terms of his own shooting accomplishments 
since becoming a SASS member back in 
the early 1990s. 

"I've been the two-time Northwest 
regional champion, and have been the 
Oregon state champion. I've been Summer 
Range champion, and won in excess of 150 
major matches in my career. I'm one of the 
top shooters here in the Pacific Northwest, 
and usually finish high in the Winter 
Range and End of Trail matches, the End 
of Trail being the world championship," 
said Colt, who also serves as the territorial 
governor, or liaison between SASS and the 
local organization, for his home club, the 
Oregon Cowboys. 

His lady counterpart, Kitty, more 
than holds her own when it comes to the 
competitive shooting portion of the Wild 
West experience, with more than one 
Northwest Regional Ladies Championships 
to her credit. With shooting skills like that, 
it's not surprising that Johnny Colt came 
a'courting! 

But back to getting started. If all this 
shooting and dressing the part has got you 
interested in cowboy action shooting, the 
first thing Colt suggests you do is to check 
out the SASS Web site at www.sassnet.com. 
Prospective new members can complete 
and submit their application online, or you 
can simply do it the old-fashioned way by 
calling 1-877-41 1-SASS, and asking the 
kind individual on the other end to send 
you the necessary paperwork via the United 
States Postal Service. 

When you send your membership 
information into the SASS directors, you're 
going to be asked to supply an alias. Yes, I 
said an alias, or by definition, an assumed 
name. This will be your SASS name, the 
handle by which you will forever be known 
among your cowboy action shooting 
brothers and sisters. Your alias can be 
a fictional western character like Desert 
Slim or Tequila Rose. Or it can relate to an 
old-time profession such as Barkeep Billy 
or Dance Hall Doris. Firearms, too, lend 
themselves to aliases like my good friend's 
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moniker, Lefty Winchester, or even Semm's 
Johnny Colt. 

Regardless of its origin, your alias is 
unique to you. It describes you and the 
western image you hope to portray in but a 
word or two. So give your new handle some 
thought. 

But why an alias? Why not just go by 
your given name? 

"The alias allows you to live part of the 
persona of the Old West," says Colt. "Many 
of the people who came to the West did 
so from the East. Some were bank robbers 
and the like, and many didn't want to bring 
their backgrounds West, thus the reason 
behind many of the aliases that were used 
back then. With SASS, we're just trying 
to relive the Old West and trying to get 
that flavor. Everyone has an alias in the 
organization." 

Still, there's another reason why each 
SASS member participates under an alias. 
"An alias," says Colt, "puts everyone on 
the same level. This is fantasy. It's make- 
believe, but the emphasis is always, always 
on safety. You could have some famous 
person, maybe some actor, and they'd have 
a persona or an alias, and if you look down 
the roster of names at any event, you'd 
never know that this was some celebrity. 
It puts everyone at ease and helps folks on 
a level playing field, so to speak. We're all 
friends. We're all shooting companions. 
And it puts everyone on the same level." 
This level playing field, Colt stresses, 
certainly does include the ladies. "Thirty- 
five percent of the members are women," 
he claims. "It's the largest percentage of 
female participants in any of the shooting 
sports that I know of. A lot of women, even 
if they're not shooters, participate. 

All right. So you've decided on an alias, 
submitted your paperwork, and in return, 
received all of your information from SASS 
headquarters. Congratulations, pardner! 
You're a full-fledged member! But wait. 
Isn't there the little issue of firearms? And 
what if you're not of the same caliber - no 
pun intended - as a Matt Dillon or Annie 
Oakley when it comes to marksmanship 
and gun smarts? Too, there's the 
competition. Second-guessing yourself now 
as to how you'll hold up in the shooting 
contests? Well, hold on there. 



"What's really nice about this sport is 
this," assures Colt. "If you're a competitive 
person, that competition is there for you. If 
you want to come out and dress up and live 
the Old West, that's there. If you just have 
some friends and you want to compete 
amongst yourselves, that's there, too. We 
don't discourage participation in any 
form. We want you to come out and enjoy 
yourself. 

"But it also is a shooting sport and a 
shooting competition. We give out prizes 
and awards and ribbons. One of the things 
that's done at some of the major matches 
is that the awards are given out according 
to place, but the prizes are given out by 
a drawing. Rather, someone may win a

Sharps rifle worth $2,000, and they may 
have come in dead last. This encourages 
people, no matter what their shooting skill, 
and provides something for everyone." 

So there's the competition aspect, but 
what about the educational elements? Well, 
Colt addresses that point using his home 
club, Portland's Tri-County Gun Club, as a 
first-rate example. 

"We (Tri-County Gun Club) start with 
a safety orientation class," says Colt. "You 
go through the orientation class to become 
a shooter, if you've decided to become a 
shooter. If you haven't decided, then we 
encourage you to come out and watch some 
of our matches. We'll introduce you to 
the match director, and we'll put you with 
someone who can explain what's going on. 
Or you can wander from stage to stage and 
ask questions. If you go up to anyone at a 
Cowboy Match and ask a question, I can 
guarantee that these folks will go out of 
their way to answer that to the best of their 



ability. They'll make you feel comfortable 
there, too." 

Getting Started - 
The Equipment 

With your membership, you'll receive 
a current copy of the SASS Shooters 
Handbook. Here, you're going to find 
information pertaining to the various 
shooting events, as well as the rules and 
regulations that keep these events safe, 
enjoyable, and aligned with the western 
theme that is cowboy action shooting. 

Within the pages of the Handbook, 
you'll find the specifics dealing with 
the various types of firearms which are 
and aren't permitted by SASS rules. 
Details such as calibers, barrel lengths, 
modifications, sights, accessories, and other 
things are discussed for each of the firearms 
used in competition - rifles, pistols, and 
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shotguns. Understandably, these rules 
are in place in order to ensure Colt's 
aforementioned level playing field, and 
to make certain that no shooter holds an 
unfair advantage over another based solely 
on equipment alone. 

firearms 

"You're going to need a handgun, a 
pistol-caliber rifle, and a shotgun," says 
Colt. "You can share equipment. In 
fact, we have several couples who share 
equipment. So if you had those firearms, 
we'd place you in the posse - the group of 
shooters - so that you could comfortably 
and easily share those firearms." 

The SASS Handbook discusses the 
following firearms: 

Handguns - Single-action revolvers of 
.32 caliber or larger. Various categories 
recognize handgun variations to include 
blackpowder, blackpowder cartridge, and 
conversion guns. Pistol ammunition must 
have a muzzle velocity less than 1 ,000 feet 
per second (fps). Examples include the 
Colt New Frontier, the Ruger Blackhawk, 
and the Ruger Single Six. 

Rifles - Lever-or slide- (pump) action 
rifles or carbines manufactured between 
1860 and 1899 - or a period reproduction 
thereof - with a tubular magazine and 
exposed hammer. Rifle must be a centerfire 
firearm of a pistol caliber, .25-20 or larger. 
Sights to include iron (open) sights or 
tang-mounted peep sights, and barrels to 
be a minimum of 16 inches. Popular rifles 
include Marlins, Winchester Models '92 
and '94, and Henrys. Muzzle velocity for 
rifle ammunition is limited to 1,400 fps. 

Shotguns - Side-by-side or single-shots, 
with or without exposed hammers, are 
permitted, as are tube-fed pump or lever- 
action (exposed hammers only) shotguns 
in 20- to 10-gauge. Shotguns must be 
typical of the period from approximately 
1860 through 1899. The tried-and-true 
Winchester Model '97 is perhaps the most 
commonly seen; however, doubles such as 
the Stoeger Coach Gun are also popular. 
Shotgun ammunition is limited to standard- 
velocity rounds shooting #4 lead - no steel 
or coated - shot only. 

Understandably, one of the questions 
you newcomers are going to have regarding 



firearms concerns the prices, not only 
of one firearm but of three or perhaps 
even four. Fortunately, there are ways to 
make these firearm purchases much less 
traumatic. One, as Colt suggests, is to share 
firearms with members of your posse as 
you yourself purchase your own guns one 
by one, thus spreading the expenditure out 
over a period of time. Secondly, and while 
new is certainly nice, it isn't the only option 
available to you, the gun buyer. 

"You can shop at gun shows," says Colt, 
"and you can look for used firearms. You 
should be able to find something like a 
used Ruger Blackhawk in the $250 area. 
You would need two of those. You can get 
yourself, say, a Marlin lever-action rifle, and 
you can get something like that in the $250

to $300 range. If you went up to $375, that 
would get you a brand new rifle. As for the 
double barrel shotguns, something like the 
Stoeger Coach Guns, you can get those 
brand new for right around $300." 

"So if you budget and shop wisely," he 
continues, "it's not too expensive. There is 
a cost there, of course. You can also come 
out to the matches. There's always someone 
upgrading, and there's always used 
equipment coming on the market." 



Dressing The Pari 

For many SASS members, the attraction 
is as much in the 'dressing up' as it is in 
the shooting events. At matches from the 
East Coast to the Pacific Northwest, you'll 
see it all in terms of clothing - dusters, 
sombreros, vests, chaps, suspenders, spurs, 
lassos, bullwhips, corsets, petticoats, and 
bloomers. There are sunbonnets on the 
ladies, and big brass belt buckles on guys 
and gals alike. Bandoleers, holsters - you 
name it, and it's bound to be on display 
at any cowboy action shooting outing. 
And while to some all this "getting gussied 
up" might seem a bit extreme, it is, as Colt 
mentions, all a very important part 
of creating the western aura - that born- 
again persona - that lies at the heart of the 
SASS lifestyle. 

But like firearms, the need for all 
this new-old finery might at first seem 
intimidating, particularly to the newcomer. 
Even the SASS Handbook, what with its 
ruling - "All shooters must be in costume, 
and we encourage invited guests and family 
also to be costumed" - may come across 
a bit hard-handed; however, rest assured, 
you with the Levis and the Molly Hatchet 
t-shirt. As Colt explains, there are some 
reasonably easy ways to outfit yourself in 
Old West garb without, that is, robbing 
the bank. 
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"Chances are," says Colt, "that you can 
go through your closet and find something 
to get started with, clothing-wise. If you 
had a round brimmed hat. If you had a 
denim shirt. We'd let you slide with a pair 
of Levis. Most people get some sort of 
lace- up boot. . .a logger- type boot. We have 
people that wear these things." 

He goes on. "When you start attending 
the larger matches, that's when you start 
acquiring your outfit. There are always 
people there selling clothes. At our club, 
for instance, once or twice a year, we'll have 
a swap meet where people will bring out 
their used clothes - clothing that's still very 
serviceable. It may not fit or whatever, so 
this type of gear is always cycling around. 
You can pick up a shirt for $5 or $10. 

In our newsletter, we have a section for 
people who are looking to sell equipment 

- holsters and guns and clothing, stuff 
like that. Usually at a reduced price. More 
economical. People will usually bring stuff 
out to a match, too, and you can get good 
prices there." 

Fun For The Family 

Throughout the whole of Colt's explanation 
concerning the "how to get started" basics 
of cowboy action shooting, two common 
denominators constantly shine through 

- the organization's emphasis on safety, and 
their strong desire to promote and maintain 
SASS as a strongly family-oriented group of 
firearms and outdoor enthusiasts. 

"Our main emphasis is safety," says 
Colt. "That's the main reason why I started 
this safety orientation part in our Tri- 
County Gun Club. I wanted to make sure 
that the people understand the rules and 
regulations of cowboy action shooting, and 
that they were going to be safe with their 
firearms." 

"We've had people come out to our 
club," he continues, "who have never fired 
their gun before. They've just taken it out 
of the box for the very first time. We really 
have to help these people along. We want 
to get them started the safe way. And the 
right way." 

And as for the family involvement? Colt 
puts it very simply, yet very direcdy. 

"The family atmosphere is really 
pushed at SASS events," says Colt. "We 



try to push that all of the events involve 
the family. There's no exclusion. We 
encourage families to bring the kids out. 
We provide safety equipment so that the 
kids may participate. Now, the kids have to 
be over 12 to shoot and they have to be a 
SASS member, but we want them to come 
out. We encourage them to bring their 
friends. A lot of people bring their relatives 
because it's like a big celebration. There are 
food vendors, clothing ventures. There's 
something for everyone, and I think these 
events help to pull the family together." 

list of required items: 

• Two single- action revolvers, 
.32 caliber or larger. 

• One period-specific shotgun, 20-, 
12- or 10-gauge. Double barrel 
shotguns may not have automatic 
ejectors. 

• One period-specific rifle. The rifle 
must be made in a pistol caliber of 
.25-20 or larger and must be either 
a lever-action or a slide-action with 
an exposed hammer. 

Revolvers must be carried in 
holsters and competitors must 
be dressed in appropriate 
period-style dress.

Dressing 
the Part

So you've got a great alias and a new 
gun cart full of treasures - you're 
ready to attend your first SASS 
shoot, right? Almost, pardner! One of the 
unique aspects of cowboy action shooting is 
the fun requirement that all participants be 
in costume, not only on the firing line, but 
also for all match events, award ceremonies, 
dinners, and dances. This encourages the 
Old West atmosphere that SASS is keeping 
alive. 

Don't let the costuming aspect of this 
sport keep you awake at night. Depending 
on your interest level, planning your 
outfit can be an instant or all-consuming 
affair. We have found that many shooters 
just getting into this sport prefer to dress 
"off the rack" for their first few events, 
as they start to develop their own style 
and persona. Feel free to explore several 
different looks - after all, you probably 
don't wear the exact same thing every day 
in real life, do you? What you wear on the 
firing line will need to withstand the wear

and tear of the job, while the outfit you 
select for the banquet will more likely be 
your "Sunday best." 

It's not required that you spend many 
hours and dollars preparing just the 
right look. We admire the folks who go 
so far as to be sure that the underwear 
they are wearing is historically correct, 
and even their pocket change - they give 
us all something to work towards, but 
the majority of shooters spend far more 
attention and money on their guns than on 
their clothes! 

Starting simply is never wrong. There 
are scores of companies that offer great, 
historically correct or just historically- 
inspired clothing and accessories. A scan 
through the Cowboy Chronicle or other 
western publications will give you lots of 
options. At main shoots across the country, 
you will find dozens of eager-to-help 
vendors with rack upon rack of ready-made 
clothing. There are also quite a few who 
will build you a one-of-a-kind piece to help 
you create that unique outfit that others 
will envy. Modern western-wear stores can 
help with some pieces and parts, but you 
will need to be selective and keep in mind 
a few pointers. For example, jeans with 
zippers and belt loops hadn't been invented 
yet in the 1800s. However, if you are trying 
to build a costume reminiscent of the B- 
Western movie era, you can get away with 
such things. Thrift stores can supply great 
basics, such as second-hand prom dresses 




that can be transformed into elegant 
Victorian ball gowns or flashy dance hall 
girl outfits. A general rule of thumb: The 
more historically accurate you want your 
outfit to be, the more likely you'll have to 
have it custom-made, to ensure the use 
of correct materials, proper fit, and the 
implementation of historic construction 
techniques. The joy of SASS is that there 
is room for all in this sport, both the 
"costume" participant, and the "museum- 
quality" re-enactor. 

When planning your Old West outfit, 
you may find it helpful to study people who 
lived in that time and place. As westward 
expansion took place, there developed 
many new and different archetypes, born 
out of necessity and a need for freedom 
and individuality. All of these types had 
a unique way of expressing themselves 
through the clothing they wore. They were 
the people of the West, and they knew how 
to dress the part. 

In the following paragraphs, several 
archetypes will be discussed, starting with 
the American Old West, and moving into 
the Silver Screen, "B- Western" genre. 
These are just a few brief descriptions of 
the many different characters that lived 
in this exciting time, and are based on 
research from books, museums, diaries, 
and portraits of the era. Entire books can 
and have been written on these archetypes, 
and we encourage you to delve in and take 
advantage of the many resources available 
in libraries and online when researching 
your attire. We will attempt to give "in 
general" advice, always staying aware that 
there were as many different styles of dress 
as there were individuals. 



Historical Old 
West Archetypes 

Native American Man - Native 
Americans were as diverse in dress as 
Europeans, but in general, the men wore 
buckskin leggings with a breechclout, low 
moccasins (sometimes with a leg wrap), and 
a fringed buckskin shirt. They did not wear 
pants until much later. If you are interested 
in the dress of a specific tribe, check your 
library or go online where you can find a 
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wealth of information. We do make one 
strong suggestion - to better imitate the 
natural brain-tanned leather that the Native 
Americans would have used, be sure that 
the leather you choose is suede or rough- 
side out. 

Native American Woman - While there 
were many variations in this category, 
Native American women often wore either 
a two- or three-skin fringed deerskin dress 
made of brain-tanned leather, decorated 
with their own tribe's particular style and 
color of beadwork. Sometimes the dress 
was belted, and worn with high lace-up 
moccasins, or low moccasins and leggings. 
Their hair was typically worn long, either 
loose or braided. 

Vaquero - The Vaqueros were dashing 
horsemen descended from the knights 
of Spain, and were the first American 
cowboys. Their distinctive style would have 
included a short-waisted (often leather) 
jacket decorated with fancy stitching, 
scallops and silver conchos, and long fitted 
pants that buttoned fully up the outside of 
the leg. Important accessories would be a 
finger-woven sash, frilly white shirt, long 
white silk drawers, and a smart Vaquero- 
style hat. 

Spanish Lady - A charming daytime 
outfit worn by Spanish ladies was made 
up of a calf-length skirt with a short- 
sleeved, scoop-necked white blouse. She 
could complete her look with black low- 
heeled slippers or moccasins, a tack belt 
or finger-woven sash, and a rebozo, the 
long, rectangular shawl, which she wore 
around her shoulders and with which she 
sometimes covered her head. However, if 
she had the means, she might also dress in 
the latest styles from back East. 

Mountain Man - Much of our cowboy 
clothing influence can be credited to 
the Mountain Man. His attire was often 
a combination of European styles and 
adaptations of the clothing of the Native 
Americans with whom he interacted. 
Fringed buckskin shirts, coats and pants, 
wide leather or beaded belts, loose-fitted 
cloth shirts, moccasins and a wide-brimmed 
hat or wool cap complemented his attire. 
Animal fur hats would typically be worn 
only in winter for warmth. Again, please 
use rough-side-out leather.

Military - There are many types of 
military styles that would be appropriate 
for SASS events. We will not attempt 
to cover this category, as there is an 
abundance of resources at libraries, 
museums, and online to cover this diverse 
category. If this is your passion, you will 
enjoy doing your homework on this topic. 

Scout - A scout was usually an 
independent sort of man, often of Native 
American heritage or a former trapper who 
knew the land and its people well. As such, 
he would have the luxury of combining 
many styles of clothing influenced by his 
own background and history. For example, 
he might combine Native American 
leggings and breech clout or buckskin 
pants with a cloth shirt and military vest. 
Some of his accoutrements might include 
beaded leather pouches and medicine 
bags along with his cavalry binoculars and 
holster. Create a one-of-a-kind look if this 
character is someone you wish to represent. 

Cowboy/Farmer/Ranch hand - When 
a fellow worked 
for a living on the 
tough prairies of the 
West, his garb would 
show it. Cloth pants 
with buttons for 
suspenders (called 
braces), a collarless 
shirt, work vest, and 
neckerchief are the 
basics you shouldn't 
be without, and 
pick your hat with 
special care. The 
modern cowboy hat 
with curled edges 
just wasn't around 
yet. Invest in a good 
quality fur felt hat 
that won't melt in the 
rain (plastic covers 
weren't needed!), and 
shape it to your own 
style, after studying 
the originals. Your 
hat could tell a lot

about you back then - your profession and 
where you lived, for example. 

Pioneer/Rancher's wife - This can be 
a nice, simple starting point for ladies just 
getting into SASS. A basic calico dress or 
long skirt with high-necked blouse will give 
you an easy, comfortable outfit. When you 
are ready to get more authentic, pay closer 
attention to the fabrics and fit, use buttons 
instead of zippers, and add the correct 
accessories such as an apron, petticoats, 
sun bonnet, low-heeled lace- up boots and 
of course, a back-supporting, comfortable 
corset! 

Historical Saloon Girl - Remember 
that not every girl working in the saloon 
and wearing feathers also worked upstairs! 
Some of these ladies served drinks, danced 
for pay, sang or played piano, and never 
supplemented their income with other 
entertainments. Of course they wore 
corsets, but they usually covered them up 



with a fitted jacket or sleeveless bodice, and 
often a shorter skirt. Add some feathers and 
fluff, gloves and fun stockings, and top it off 
with some pretty jewelry and a pretty smile! 

Ranch Owner/Townsman/Lawman/ 
Dandy - You will find many nice selections 
of clothing for this category from the 
vendors at SASS events. We would 
encourage you, however, to avoid the 
"cookie-cutter" look. Not every man wore 
a black frock coat - there were grays, 
browns, plaids, and stripes, as well. Look at 
the black and white old photos, and select 
a unique shirt, pants, and vest. Get a good 
quality hat, and have it suit your character. 
Don't forget accessories such as gloves, 
spats, pocket watch, walking stick and 
necktie, too! 

Townswoman - The banker's wife, the 
milliner, the seamstress, the parson's wife 
- almost every woman would benefit from 
developing at least one "town" outfit. 
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There is a flattering silhouette for every 
figure in the Victorian era. A high-necked, 
long-sleeved blouse paired with a nicely- 
fitted jacket and long skirt will give you 
a good look that you can accessorize to 
your heart's desire. Add a stylish hat, lace 
jabot at the neck, brooch and jewelry, and 
don't forget your gloves, reticule (Victorian 
purse), and parasol, of course! The options 
are endless, and this ensemble outfit can 
be very versatile to give you more than one 
look from your purchase. 

Wild West Shows - There were many 
touring shows in the late 1800s and early 
1900s, and the costumes worn had their 
own creative style. For men, this often 
meant a fancy fringed, beaded buckskin 
coat, cloth or buckskin pants, high boots, 
beaded gauntlet gloves, and a large- 
brimmed hat. For the ladies, take a leather 
or sturdy fabric calf-length skirt or split 
riding skirt, add fringe, beads, or studs, top 
with a fitted jacket for late 1800s or wide- 
sleeved blouse with bolero vest for turn- 
of-the-century, and you have the makings 
of a distinctive look. Ladies' accessories 
could include a wide-brimmed hat, large 
neckerchief, gaundets or cuffs, wide 
leather cowgirl belt, and gaiters to cover 
your boots. The attire of these performers 
influenced a "buckskin revival" in fashion at 
this time, and if you ever have the privilege 
of studying original pieces in museums, you 
will indeed have found a treasure! 

B-Western/Silver Screen 

This is a great category, with lots of 
the old movies available now on DVD for 
home research. Pop the corn, make some 
sketches, and get creative! 

Hero - Pick your favorite, and then 
do your best to be true to the character. 
Shane, The Lone Ranger, Roy Rogers, Gene 
Autry, a sheriff - these all make wonderful 
role models for kids and grownups alike. 
Pay attention to the low-slung holsters, 
striped pants and shirts, piping, lots of 
fringe, and lace-up fronts. Belt loops and 
zippers are welcome here! 

Sidekick - Study what it is that set apart 
your character, from headwear to footwear, 
and don't forget to rehearse their accent 
and way of speaking. Goofy and hokey is 
OK for this role. 



Bad Guy - Black shirt or vest, day-old 
stubble, mean scowl, and attitude are what 
will set this look apart! 

B-Western Cowgirl - Dale Evans, here 
we come! Get out your fringe, little hats, 
and short skirts if you like, or go with the 
more practical style of split riding skirt 
with matching piped blouse. Another 
look would be the plaid shirt, round-toed 
cowboy boots, and old-style jeans that 
have high-water, big cuffs on the bottom. 
And don't forget the Hollywood Annie 
Oakley look with pigtails and fringe 
everywhere! 

B-Western Homesteader - Short sleeves 
and zippers are fine here, and forget the 
corset! Take a gingham or calico long

prairie dress, add bias-tape trim, a torpedo 
bra, and wear your hair down or pulled 
up on the sides into 1940s rolls with a few 
ribbons. Attention to detail is what will 
make or break this outfit - you must make 
it tackily distinctive from a true attempt at a 
Victorian day dress. 

B-Western Saloon Girl - This is a fun 
category where some SASS ladies "let it 
(almost) all hang out!" You can create your 
own Hollywood look easily by shortening 
a second-hand prom gown and hooking 
up the side, and adding gloves, boa, hair 
feathers, and garters. Sequins and makeup 
are quite acceptable with this look, and be 
sure to complete your getup with the right 
sassy attitude! 

B-Western Indian Princess - What 
comes to mind? Of course, either a stark- 
white, elaborately fringed and beaded 



buckskin dress, or else that little mini- 
skirted look, for the all-too-willing and of 
course beautiful young thing of an Indian 
maiden. Forget the history books - add 
a headband and feather, high-laceup 
moccasins, and don't worry about the 
smooth side of the leather showing. Even 
fake leather with fat fringe will do for this 
category. Paint your face and have fun! 

Once you have selected your character, 
remember that a little research goes a 
long way. However, keep in mind that 
Hollywood is Hollywood, and is rarely 
historically correct, and sculptors and 
painters of the past sometimes took "artistic 
license" with their representations, too. 
Photographs and diaries can often provide 
marvelous information when building 
an outfit. Try to find what it is about the 
person in the photograph you are studying 
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that "makes" their look. Accessories? The 
hang of their clothes? The style of their hat 
can be a very important clue. How about 
the way they wear their hair? These details 
are very often neglected, but all fun things 
to consider when dressing your part. 

The level of authenticity you wish to 
attain will play a large part in developing 
your costume. An average cowboy or 
B- Western outfit will probably take less 
effort to build than say, a beaded, brain- 
tanned Native American getup or an 1876 
Military uniform. And hand-in-hand, the 
size of your budget is usually a factor in 
how authentic you can be. Some folks 
out there can create their own costumes 
from scratch, but many have to rely on 
the availability and skill of others. Most 
importantly, the idea is to have a good 
time with this aspect of SASS, and not to 
get caught up in a cut-throat competitive 
attitude. We all have to start somewhere, 
so put on your duds, whatever they are, 
and just continue to enhance or add to 



your outfit as your knowledge, desire, and 
budget allow.

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Let's Talk 

Leather

A revolver without a holster is - 
well, it's like a hotdog 
without a bun. Translation? 
Well, that revolver without a holster is just 
plain out of place. Out of its place might 
be more like it. Guns belong in holsters. 
There's no better place to put them. 

The holsters that carried the guns of the 
famous - and the infamous - were often 
themselves as well known as the men and 
women who wielded the weapons. Initials, 
insignia, and brands all adorned these 
stitched pieces of cowhide. Silver studs and 
buckles for those with a little bit of folding 
money, and sand-worn leather for those 
without. Regardless of your status, however, 
the facts - then and now - remained the 
same - if you had a six-shooter, you had a 
holster. 

Dan Brown is a man who understands 
the value and importance of a holster. 
Together with his wife and partner, Shelley, 
Brown owns and operates Ted Blocker 




This gunbelt is ready for action. The revolver here is actually the shooter's 
second gun, his first is hidden behind the cartridge pouch on the left. This 
simple rig is all that you need, but you might want more. 
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Notice how high the 
cartridges ride in these 
loops. That makes 
reloading just a bit faster. 
It's little touches like 
these that help SASS 
cowboys compete. Real 
cowboys would have 
pushed those rounds 
down deep to insure they 
never fell out by accident. 



Holsters, Inc., in Tigard, Oregon, a 
company he purchased back in '99. 

Brown began working with leather, and 
holsters in particular, in 1980 when he 
started as an employee of then 103-year-old 
George Lawrence Company in Portland. 
Eventually, said Brown, the company sold 
and moved out of state. Not wanting to 
change directions all too radically, this 
leatherman started his own company, where 
he created custom leather items, including 
holsters and belts. One day, Ted Blocker 
came a'calling, and Brown found himself 
an employee of the well-established Pacific 
Northwest holster maker. "Then in 1999," 
said Brown, "I got an offer that I just 
couldn't refuse, and ended up buying the 
company from Ted." 

Today, and together with Shelley, who 
sets up and organizes the company's 
presence at a number of sportsman's shows 
along the West Coast, Brown designs and 
builds holsters, belts, and accessories for 
cops and cowboys alike. "Shelley and I 
really enjoy the cowboy action shooting," 
said Brown, with an obvious note of 
enthusiasm in his voice. 

So it was with this background, both 
with leather and in the Cowboy Way, in 
mind that we at The Gun Digest Book of 
Cowboy Action Shooting took Brown away 



from his stitching, molding, and, yes, his 
Colt replicas and Model '97s, and asked 
him to sit a spell and talk about one of the 
things that he knows best - holsters. 

Digest: Dan, explain the basic reason 
behind the existence of a holster. 

Brown: A holster's purpose is to 
facilitate safe carry and accessibility of 
the gun. Other than that, you can't say 
a whole lot about it. Function and how 
they work is a whole 'nother ballgame, 
but the basic purpose of a holster is to 
carry your gun in a safe and accessible 
manner. 

Digest: Where does a prospective 
cowboy shooter start in his or her 
researching a holster choice? 

Brown: When you talk cowboy action 
shooting, you're talking period 
holsters. This would be Slim Jims, 
Double Loops, or variations of that. 
Or the B-movie style holsters. The old 
gunfighter styles. But there are people 
who like the B-movie style holsters, and 
that's fine, but those aren't great holsters 
for the competitive cowboy action 
shooter. And then you have to break 
that down, too. There's the competitive 
shooter, and then there's the fun shooter 
who's competitive. Which one do you 
want to be? 

Digest: Is there a first step in the actual 
selection of a holster? 

Brown: The first thing I tell people is to 
think long and hard about how much 
money they want to spend. I've seen it 
happen over and over. People will rush 
out and buy two holsters and a belt, just 
so they can start shooting. Our bottom 
line model is an Elmer Keith style, 
single-thick, for $62. Then you can buy a 
single-thick belt for $75. 

What we do as holster people is try to 
explain to folks the options, and explain 
to them that they have to decide what 
(shooting) level they want to go in at. 
And the look that they want. In holsters, 
we have basic packages, but when it 
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comes right down to it, your holster is 
only limited, as my son always said, by 
your imagination and your wallet. You 
just need to make sure that your holsters 
are well-made and going to hold up to 
the amount that you're doing. When 
you go out on the weekend and run 100 
rounds through your revolvers, you're 
doing a lot of drawing and holstering. 
You need a good, stout product. 

Digest: For the new buyer, is there one 
primary variable or characteristic he or 
she needs to be aware of? 

Brown: The main thing you want to 
look for in a cowboy shooting holster 
is that the top lip is rolled out so your 
cylinder doesn't hang up. Depending 
on the style you're going to shoot - 
Gunfighter, Duelist, or Traditional - and 
then you have to decide whether you're 
going to shoot strong side or cross-draw. 

Digest: That said, which particular 
models do you use, and why? 



Brown: I use a combination of holsters 
myself. I use our Judgment Day and the 
Vindicator. I use the Judgment Day on 
the right side just because I like the style 
better. The Vindicator has the trigger 
guard area removed, so you can grab 
the frame and the front of the trigger 
guard with your left hand and place it 
in your right hand to shoot Traditional 
without having to change your grip. 

Digest: What about the ladies, Dan? 
Does there exist a "ladies" holster and 
belt rig? 

Brown: We make the Heartbreaker for 
the ladies. It's more lady-specific. My 
wife and Lusty Lill probably get the 
credit for that. What we found is that 
by dropping the holsters just a little bit, 
and putting in a metal shank, we're able 
to bend the (gun) grip out away from 
their body. This changes the angle of the 
draw a little bit. Given ladies' hips and 
their anatomy, this angle can be an asset. 
It makes it much easier to draw. 



Wide and strong is the 
order of the day for a 
good double gun rig. 
A wimpy belt will fail 
quickly. Buy the best 
leather you can afford. 
Your guns deserve it. 
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All the trappings. This 
pile of gear is complete 
right down to the Old 
West spectacles. When 
it comes to good leather, 
you can never have 
stuff that's too good or 
too tough. 



Digest: A holster without a belt is like a 
six-gun without a holster. What are folks 
looking for in a gun belt? 

Brown: Our belts are contoured, and we 
find that works real well for ladies and 
for guys. What that does is, if you have 
any hip at all, it eliminates the gap in the 
back of the belt. The belt then lays flatter 
on you. We have a tension device on our 
holsters where we actually run screws in 
underneath the belt, so once the holster 
is in position, we can cinch it down. It 
won't slide around on you. If you have 
your belt positioned right, your gun's 
going to come out smooth and the 
holster won't follow it. 

Digest: Are holsters and belts a mix- 
and-match proposition; that is, should 
you buy a holster here and a belt there? 

Brown: I've seen folks buy their holster 
here and their belt there, but for me, 
that's not the best way to go. I think 
they ought to be matched. But that's 
personal preference. If the belt fits and 
the belt loop's tight on the holster and 
they don't flop around on you, well. . . 

Digest: Is there a mistake you see 
commonly made by folks shopping for 
their first leather rig? 




Brown: One of the mistakes that people 
make when they're buying a rig is they 
buy it as if they were going to wear 
it down on their hips. Like you see in 
the westerns. But in cowboy action 
shooting, and in reality, you're wearing 
your holster a little bit higher. I'm a little 
short-bodied, and wearing a holster 
down on my hips - what that does 
is force me to draw clear up into my 
armpit to get my gun out of the holster. 
By making a notch out of the front of 
the holster and dropping the holster two 
inches, I can just about draw the gun 
without breaking my elbow. Just using 
my wrist. 

Digest: There are so many different 
makes and models of holsters and belts, 
even in terms of those made with the 
cowboy action shooter in mind. How 
can a buyer expose himself or herself to 
the biggest selection? 

Brown: Find a state or regional match, 
or go to the convention if you're a SASS 
member. Or go to End of Trail. Any 
of the big shoots will have a number 
of holster makers there. Talk to the 
competitors. Ask them what they're 
using. You can walk around to the 
various makers and touch and feel, and 
actually see what the other shooters are 
wearing. I recommend that to everyone. 

I went through three different sets 
of holsters before I came up with a 
combination I liked. I'm fortunate 'cause 
I have the luxury of being able to do 
that, but that's over a six-year period. 
But I've had a lot of people come to 
me at shows and say 'this is what we 
bought 'cause we had to have a holster 
right now.' And they're finding out that 
that holster just isn't doing the job. 

Digest: Does the type of leather used to 
make the holster and belt really make a 
difference? 

Brown: We use all oak-tanned leather. 
We buy all ours from the United States. 
And that's something that you want to 
look at when you're buying a holster. 
You don't want something that doesn't 
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have any body to it. I call it body or 
temper. We have a process when we're 
molding our leather that actually 
hardens the leather a little bit, and that's 
what I'm talking about. If you get a 
real soft holster and you lean against 
something while you're shooting - a 
wall or a hay bale or a rail - and you 
mash that holster down, it's just harder 
to holster your gun. Those are seconds 
lost. You want a good, firm leather with 
a little temper to it. 

Digest: In terms of hardware - buckles, 
studs, rivets, silver hearts, and such. Do 
they have a purpose? 

Brown: Ninety-nine percent of the 
hardware is personal preference. It's 
whatever works, and helps the shooters 
be whomever they're trying to portray. 
For the most part, you can use any kind 
of buckle as long as it's not stamped 
out. You don't want it falling apart. I 
think we carry 10 or 12 different buckles 
that people can select from. If you're 
going for authenticity, you might want 
a clip-corner buckle like on the Ranahan 
or the 1875. 

As for the spots -The silver studs 
often seen on holsters - there's not 
much to do with function. It's more 
ornamentation than anything else. It 
used to be that some of the hardware 
was functional, but for the most part, 
it's just strictly there for looks. 

Digest: In many of the Spaghetti 
Westerns, the actors often made a big 
show of tying their holsters down. 
Are holster tie-downs a common thing 
among the cowboy shooters? 

Brown: We include them with most 
of our holsters - a leg tie-down and 
hammer thong. We - my wife and I 
- don't use them when we're cowboy 
shooting. If the holster fits the gun right, 
it's usually not a problem. We always 
put them on the holsters, though. 

As for hammer thongs and straps, 
we make both. The Duke has a simple 
thong, but the Model 1920 has the safety 
strap; however, the strap isn't acceptable 



in cowboy action shooting. Snaps and 
straps are out. It's a Period issue. They 
(SASS) just don't want 'em visible. 

Digest: Bullet loops or ammo pouches 
on the belt? Both, or neither? 

Brown: Bullet loops aren't a necessity, 
and again, a lot of it's for show. We're 
getting more and more people who 
don't really care if they have 'em

(loops) or not. For cowboy shooting, 
there's not a lot of (pistol) reloading, 
and a lot of people will reload out of 
a pouch on their belt. Of those that do 
have the loops, about half of 'em will 
turn the belt around backwards so the 
loops are in the front. They'll put the 
holsters on the opposite way, with the 
buckle to the rear. 

As for the shotshell slide loops, 
we've changed those to where you 
can put it over your buckle between 
your holsters in front and wear it that 
way. A lot of people wear the shotgun 
belt, either with the single loops or the 
double pouches. A lot of the people 
who shoot the side-by-sides like the 
double pouches 'cause it's easier to grab 
two rounds that way. I always wear 
a shotgun belt, but I just leave spaces 
in mine. If I'm shooting my Model '97 
and have a scenario where I know how 
many rounds I'm going to shoot, I'll put 
up to three rounds together and then 
skip three. It's all practice and technique. 



I don't do a lot of either, but I still have a 
lot of fun when I go out to shoot. 

Digest: What about maintenance? 

Brown: With good leather, you 
shouldn't have to do a lot to it. But you 
definitely want to keep it clean. The 
worst things on leather are moisture and 
extreme heat. 

Basically, I tell people to wipe their 
holsters down. If you have a little saddle 
soap, you can use that. Don't get it wet 
to do it; just use a damp cloth, and then 
wipe it off. Over the years, you might 
have to add a little light coat of neatsfoot 
oil. But good leather, if you're reasonably 
mindful of not getting it sopping wet 
or throwing it in the sun, you shouldn't 
have a lot of trouble with it. 

The spots, they're nickel, and they 
shouldn't need a lot of maintenance. 
Again, you don't want to leave your rig 
sopping wet if you're out shooting in 
the snow or the rain. 
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Rules and regulations 
pertaining to holsters 
and belts 

As with any equipment-oriented aspect 
of cowboy action shooting, you should 
consult the current issue of the SASS 
Shooters Handbook for complete details. 
And if in doubt, don't hesitate to pick up 
the telephone and call SASS headquarters. 
What follows, however, are the basic rules 
and regulations as they pertain to holsters, 
belts, and associated gear - 

• All handguns must be carried in 
a safe holster capable of retaining 
the firearm throughout a normal 
range of motion. 

• Main-match holsters must be 
located one on each side of the 
belly button and separated by at 
least the width of two fists. 

• Holsters may not depart from 
the vertical by more than 30 
degrees when worn. 

• Ammunition required for reloads 
during the course of any stage 
must be carried on the shooter's 
person in a bandoleer, belt, 
pouch, or pocket. Rifle and 
pistol ammunition may not be 
carried in a shotgun loop. No 
ammunition may be carried in 
the mouth, ears, nose, cleavage, 
or any other bodily orifice. 

• Bandoleers, cartridge belts, and 
pouches must be of traditional 
design, e.g. bandoleers must 
be loose and not secured in 
any way to prevent movement. 
Modern drop pouches, combat- 
style shotgun loops, wrist or 
forearm bandoleers, and such 
are not allowed. Pouches shall 
have a flap and must carry 
their contents loose, with no 
special provisions to organize 
the contents for rapid retrieval. 
Leather belt slide ammo loops 
are acceptable. 

• Cartridge loops must not have a 
metal or plastic liner. 



Shotgun ammo loops may not 
accommodate more than two 
rounds per loop, and rifle/pistol 
ammo loops shall accommodate 
only one round per loop. 

Ammo belts must be worn 
around the waist, and at or 
below the belly button. 

Shotgun ammo loops must 
conform to the shooter's contour, 
i.e. not tilt out from the belt. 

Cartridge loops mounted 
on a firearm's stock or 
forearm are not allowed.

Sky's the Limit

Okay, admit it. Regardless 
of whether your handle is 
Calamity June or Carpetbagg'n 
Slim, you find it next to impossible to leave 
well enough alone. What I'm talking about 
is this - Anytime you buy something, the 
first thing you do when you get it home is 
start changing it. No, it doesn't matter if 
the thing - whatever it was - was perfectly 
fine to begin with. It's just in your genes, 
this feeling that you just have to make 
some type of modification. You have to do 
something to make that new-found object 
yours, be it a pickup truck, motorcycle, 
chainsaw. . .or firearm. 

That's right. Firearms are some of the 
most often modified and customized things 




While you can't really go crazy with custom work, little things like 
polished cylinders will really improve your performance. 
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(top) Custom grips must 
fall within the SASS rules. 
They can be stippled, but 
things like skateboard 
tape are definitely out. 
Also, anything that 
might be considered a 
"target style" grip will be 
escorted from the range, 
(bottom) Leather wraps 
are fine on leverguns, 
but make sure the action 
still works when you 
close it up. 



we shooting enthusiasts own. From adding 
a simple sling to a full-blown radical make- 
over involving dozens of parts, milling 
machines, chrome, steel, welders, and 
even a hammer or two, transforming our 
firearms from an ordinary, off-the-shelf 
piece to something that not only performs 
more efficiently, but virtually shouts out 
This Is Me! well, that's the way it is. 

Perhaps not surprisingly, cowboy action 
shooters are not immune to this need for 
firearms change. Certainly, many of the 
modifications and customizations that will 
be discussed here are done so for a purely 
functional purpose. After all, and while 
the emphasis of the events are indeed 
camaraderie, enjoyment, and relaxation, 
it does feel quite good to walk away from 
a match with your handle gracing the 
number one position in the results listings, 




doesn't it? Still, there are a goodly number 
of changes you can make to your firearm, 
be it rifle, six-shooter, or scattergun, that 
do serve to fancy up that particular piece. 
In other words, a little bit of engraving and 
a little bit of color can go a long way to 
turning that Plain Jane into a Fancy Dan, 
and in short order, I might add. 

Whoa there, pardner! Before you go to 
changing that old Model '97 pump-gun 
into something that looks better suited 
for Buck Rogers than it does a sanctioned 
cowboy action shooting event, there are 
some rules and regulations as to what 
can and cannot be done to any firearm 
in way of modifications. Your SASS 
Shooters Handbook contains a list of 
guidelines, and additional information can 
be obtained by contacting the folks back 
at SASS headquarters; however, here's an 
abbreviated list meant to get you started - 

• Firearms of all approved types 
should be maintained in as original 
exterior condition as possible. The 
firearm must look as though it was 
manufactured in the late 1800s. 

• No visible external modifications 
other than non-rubber grips, 
recoil pads on shotguns, and 
leather wrappings (rifle levers) are 
allowed. 

• Contemporary rubber grips, 
modern target grips, and 
grip tapes are not allowed. 
Replacement grips of wood, ivory, 
pearl, stag horn, bone, and the like 
are acceptable so long as they are 
not so severely customized as to 
constitute a target grip. That is, 
they must be of an original shape 
and scale. 

• Minor exterior modifications and 
cosmetic engravings are acceptable 
so long as the overall outward 
appearance of the firearm is not 
altered. Cosmetic embellishment 
such as engraving is permitted 

to the extent it does not create a 
competitive advantage. 
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• Modifying the stock length to 
fit you or changing a barrel to a 
different legal length is acceptable. 

• Colored sights and sight inserts 
are not allowed. Sight outlines 
or inserts must be blackened or 
removed. 

• Trigger shoes, compensating ports, 
counterweights, bull barrels, and 
all other such modifications are 
prohibited. 

And the reasons behind the firearms 
restrictions, if you hadn't guessed already, 
are actually two-fold. First, SASS feels 
it's extremely important that everyone, 
regardless of skill level, talent, and ability, 
be on the same playing field in terms of 
the equipment they can or cannot use. 
Secondly, and just as important to the 
whole of the cowboy action shooting 
atmosphere is the notion that everybody 
and everything, firearms included, look and 
give the impression of being period; that 
is, might have been seen, worn, used, or 
displayed during the late 1800s. After all, 
that's what it's all about, isn't it? 

But despite the list of firearms 
restrictions, there's still quite a bit an 
hombre can do either to speed up or spruce 
up - or both - his or her favorite shooting 
iron. Some, engraving your alias on the 
back strap olikef your Ruger Blackhawk, 
cost a little. Others - engraving the entire 
gun and having it gold-plated - will cost 
a lot. But whether your budget is tight or 
wide-open, there are things that can be 
done when it comes time to customize your 
shooting rigs. 



Revolvers 

We'll begin our discussion of custom 
rigs for cowboy action shooting with 
revolvers, but it's important to remember 
one common thread as we go through 
this chapter. It's elemental, but a common 
denominator nonetheless, and it's this 
- The extent to which you customize your 
firearm, be it revolver, rifle, or shotgun, 
depends entirely upon a combination 
of personal taste, functionality, and 
pocketbook. That is, what you perceive

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to look good, what works best for you in 
terms of those modifications, and, finally, 
what you can afford. It's that simple. 

With that then, revolvers, according to 
Johnny Colt, a.k.a. Johnny Semm, whom 
you met in an earlier chapter, the two 
most popular pistol cartridges are the .38 
Special/357, and the .45 Colt. In most 
instances and for simplicity's sake, shooters 
will often carry both revolvers and rifles in 
the same caliber. And that just makes sense. 
There's no trading ammunition back and 
forth, and there's no chance of having .38 
Special rounds when what you really need 
is .45 Colt ammunition, and vice versa. 
That said, SASS does recognize and permit 
pistols of the aforementioned .32 caliber 
and larger, so it then really boils down to 
- what do you want to shoot? 

But back to customization and 
modification. Here, Johnny Colt was kind 
enough to answer a handful of some of 
the more commonly heard-tell questions 
concerning the changes often seen made to 
a cowboy's six-shooter. 

M.D.: In a nutshell, Johnny, what can be 
done to a six-shooter? 

Colt: You can do anything you want to 
the inside of the firearm, and that might 
be a trigger job or an action job. You can 
also do some minor sight alterations. 
You can change the grips as long as 
they're a natural (non-manmade) 
material. There are some grips that 
look like bone or ivory, and they're 
acceptable as long as they look real. You 
can change the finish on the firearm. You 
can reblue it, you can nickel-plate it, or 
you can even gold-plate it. 

M.D.: Engraving seems to be a popular 
change with the cowboy six-shooters. 
What about engraving? 

Colt: There are things you can and 
can't do. For instance, you can't go in 
and simply checker or stipple (Stipples 
are small pockmarks or indentations 
in the metal which serve to improve 
or enhance grip) the back strap of the 
grip frame. If the stippling is in the 
background of an engraving, however, 



that's something else. I'd say that 
around 40 percent of the shooters do 
something like this. Usually what folks 
will do is have their alias engraved 
down the back strap of the grip frame. 
As for cost, engraving that back strap 
will run $25 to $50, depending on who 
does the work. 

M.D.: For the shooter on a budget but 
still looking for some function-related 
modifications for his, say, Ruger Single 
Six. What's available? 

Colt: An action job where we polish, 
smooth, adjust, and change, if necessary, 
the internal workings of the firearm will 
run around $85. There are some sight 
alterations. We can serrate the front 
of the front sight, or alter the angle of 
the front sight. We can also widen and 
deepen the rear sight. Both of these 
modifications contribute to better and 
faster target acquisition. 

Roughly with handguns and 
customization, you can figure on the 
initial price of the gun, plus a third. 
That's the basic rule of thumb for 
modifications. 

M.D.: If, then, money is no object, how 
can these modifications change and 
become more enhanced? 

Colt: Certainly you can get into exotic 
grips. If you want real ivory or stag 
grips, you can pay as much as $250 to 
$500 for the grips alone. 

You can opt for an in-depth action 
job. We'd go in and re-time the gun, 
meaning that the gun locks up tight and 
the cylinder is aligned perfectly with the 
barrel every time it rotates. We can re- 
cut the headspace between the cylinder 
and the barrel. We can re-cut the forcing 
cone. All of this can cost upwards 
of $850, and that's not including the 
engraving, finishing, or new grips. 

It's just like building that dream 
car or reworking that old Corvette 
that's sitting in the garage. You just 
keep adding chrome and competition 
equipment to it. Basically, though, after 
an action job, everything else is just glitz. 
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M.D.: So far, Johnny, we've talked about 
customizing the guns themselves. What 
about handloading, or customizing your 
ammunition? Is this permitted? 

Colt: Yes, handloading is allowed. 
There's no set minimum velocity factor 
- NOTE: There are maximum allowed 
velocities - but it's recommended that 
your ammunition velocity be over 650 
feet-per-second to ensure that your 
ammunition is capable of knocking over 
the steel plate targets. 

Since this sport involves shooting as 
quickly and as accurately as possible, 
most of us shoot reduced loads in order 
to take advantage of the reduced recoil. 



Rifles 

Like the revolvers, the rifles used 
by today's cowboy action shooters 
are also commonly modified. Some, 
understandably, are simply for aesthetics; 
however, other customizations such as 
action jobs, chroming, and lever wraps do 
serve a functional purpose. 

M.D.: Johnny, what are the most 
common rifles you're seeing in the 
matches today? 



Colt: The Marlin Cowboy is the most 
popular. The next two would be the 
Yellow Boy, or the Winchester 1866 and 
the Model 1873. Going down from there, 
you'd have the Winchester Model 1892s, 
and finally, the Model 1894s. 

M.D.: What are most shooters doing in 
terms of customizing their rifles? 

Colt: The most common thing to do is 
an action job. This involves polishing, 
smoothing, adjusting, the internal 
workings and changing the internal 
springs in the firearm. The action jobs I 
do will run around $125. All the bearing 
surfaces are polished to a high gloss. (This 
polishing reduces friction, and friction is 
the hated enemy of anyone trying to get 
something metallic to work or cycle really, 
really fast.) 

The action is really the main thing, 
and really that's all that needs to be done 
to the gun. There are some other things 
that can be done to make the firearm 
more user-friendly, but it all goes back to 
the custom car example. It's all the little 
things designed to make that car go faster. 

At this point, Colt shows me a 
Marlin Cowboy that has had some 
obvious, though perfectly acceptable 
modifications. He explains - 



A simple buttplate, some 
checkering and minor 
engraving won't violate 
the rules or the Spirit of 
the Game. These rifles 
are good to go. 
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To customize your 
shotgun, all you really 
might need to do is make 
sure the stock is the right 
length. . . 



Colt: The length of this particular rifle 
barrel has been cut from 24 inches to 
18-1/2 inches. Underneath, which you 
can't see, the gun has been lightened. 
That is, underneath the magazine tube, 
this gun has been cut. What this does, 
as is the case with this firearm, is it 
balances the gun. It's perfectly balanced. 

The more weight you have in a gun, 
it's harder to get it started swinging, 
and then it takes more energy to stop 
it. By having a lighter gun, it's faster to 
move and easier to stop. Also, we often 
shoot in and out of windows, doorways, 
and stuff like that, and a shorter gun 
is just easier to get in and out of those 
obstacles. 

Too, shortening the barrel when using 
these types of pistol cartridges actually 
gives you higher velocities. This pistol 
caliber ammunition has fast-burning 
powder, and it only takes about 12 
inches of barrel to achieve its maximum 
velocity. 

M.D.: Let's stay with this Marlin 
Cowboy. It has what looks like a nickel 
finish. Explain that. 

Colt: This particular Marlin has an 
industrial brushed hard-chrome finish. 
It falls within the rules because they 
did have nickel-plated firearms back in 
those days, and they did have nickel- 
plated rifles. This, then, looks like nickel, 
but it's actually brushed hard-chrome. 

Chrome also aids in the life 
expectancy of the firearm. A lot of these 
guns, especially the originals, but even 
the replicas, were never meant to be 




fired as often as we fire them in these 
matches. With chroming, all the internal 
parts of this particular rifle have been 
polished, chromed, and polished again. 
This inside of the barrel isn't chrome, 
but the inside of the magazine tube 
is. The magazine tubes in lever-action 
rifles can be a real problem because 
powder residue and gases can work 
their way down the tube, and create an 
environment where rust can form on 
the inside of the tube. This hard chrome 
helps to eliminate that. 

M.D.: And sights, Johnny. Anything 
folks are doing with their rifle sights, 
and yet still staying within the SASS 
guidelines? 

Colt: You have to use all natural 
materials for the front sight blades, or 
you can use an ivory or brass bead. 
As for the rear sights, these are your 
standard rear sights. You can have the 
barrel-mounted iron sights, or you can 
have a tang-mounted peep sight. And 
there are quite a few shooters who are 
using the peep sights. 



Shotguns 

Surprisingly, and while it might not seem 
as such, there are quite a few modifications 
that the cowboy action shooters can make 
to their competition scatterguns. Visually? 
Well, there's not a whole lot you can do 
to pretty up a homely old side-by-side; 
however, there's plenty that can be done to 
smooth up the operation and re-arming of 
that blunderbuss. 

M.D.: What are you seeing, Johnny, in 
the way of shotguns? 

Colt: The pumps and side-by-sides are 
your two basic types. You're starting to 
see some lever actions now, but not too 
many just yet. The Winchester Model 97 
clones from China are popular. As for 
the side-by-sides, the Coach Guns from 
Stoeger with the 20-inch barrels. . .and 
maybe Grandfather's old shotgun, the 
Stevens that's had the barrels cut down 
to 20 inches or so. 
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M.D.: And gauge? I'm assuming the 12- 
gauge rules the roost. 

Colt: It does, but the 16-gauge is 
becoming more popular. The Model 
97 was made in 12 and 16-gauge only, 
and most of the 12s have been bought 
up as a result of the cowboy action 
shooting. So there are more 16-gauge 
guns becoming available, and folks are 
starting to use them. 

It is a smaller diameter shell, and that 
size difference between the 12 and the 
16 can help folks with smaller hands. 
When you're pulling out and trying 
to handle two or three or four shells 
at a time, it can be tough. But with the 
smaller diameter shotgun shells, it just 
means the more shells you can hold 
comfortably. 

M.D.: Revolvers and rifles might be 
easier for some to understand in terms 
of customizing and modifications, but 
shotguns? 

Colt: I do an action job on the shotguns 
so they're easier to open and close. I 
polish the chambers so that the spent 
shells come out faster, and I can also 
alter the forcing cones so that the pattern 
is improved and recoil is reduced. I'll 
install recoil pads (Recoil pads made of 
natural period materials are permitted) 
and can shorten stocks, if necessary. 

I'll also funnel the opening (chamber 
throats) of the shotgun so it's faster to 
load. I'll bevel the top, say, half or two- 
thirds of the breech, and this just makes 
the gun faster to load. Rather, you can 
slip the shells in faster and easier. After 
I've polished the chambers, all you have 
to do is shake the gun, and the empty 
hulls just pop out. 

M.D.: Most of the period shotguns came 
from the manufacturer with a late 1800s 
version of modified and full chokes built 
right into the barrels. That is, an integral 
part of the barrel. Has anything changed 
today? 

Colt: Normally in the type of shooting 
we do, chokes really aren't necessary; 
however, some people do put in screw- 



in chokes. But remember, no external 
modifications. The screw-in chokes can't 
be seen. My Model 97 has an internal 
(screw-in) choke, but you can't see it 
unless you look right down the barrel. 

Usually, I'll take a full, a modified, 
and an improved cylinder choke with 
me to the matches. Most of the time, 
I shoot an improved cylinder. We're 
shooting close range stationary targets, 
and if you have an aerial target, it's 
usually coming up pretty quick. You 
don't have a lot of distance or time, so 
that wider pattern is better. 

•••*•••••• 

The long and short of customized 
guns in the cowboy action game is that 
there are limits to what you can do. The 
real goal is to maintain the spirit of the 
game, which is to attempt to capture the 
history and lore of the Old West. In those 
days, firearms were viewed simply as tools. 
The gun had a job to do and had to be 
tough enough to complete the task without 
fail. Life on the frontier was difficult. There 
was precious little money left over in a 
cowboy's budget for things like firearms 
engraving and modifications. To that end, 
cowboy action shooters must maintain the 
outward appearances, even if they spend 
the money to "slick up" the 
internal workings. 

Simple engraving here and there can 
add a touch of class, but by and large, 
a cowboy gun is built for work jr 

and the rules of SASS will keep * t fMf 
it that way. ^P

Honestly, now where would a 
cowboy be without a knife? 
I mean, we're talking Annie 
Oakley without her rifle, or George Patton 
without his signature ivory-handled Colt 
Single Action, aren't we? 

Since the first Neanderthal hunter- 
gatherer skinned a wooly mammoth with 
a stone blade, knives have played an 
almost indispensable role in the Great 
Outdoors. Today, many outdoorsmen and 
women wouldn't think of heading afield 
without some type of cutting implement, 
be it a favorite pocketknife, Grandpa's 
old Buck skinner, or a modern, high-tech 
collection of strange steels and synthetic 
handle materials. 

Not surprising, given the knife's history 
and reputation throughout the late 1800s,

many of the cowboy action shooters of 
today would feel, well, naked without a 
blade at their side. Or in their boot. Or in 
their pocket. Or, perhaps hanging around 
their neck on a leather tie. Regardless, 
though, of where it's carried, knives are to 
many of the SASS shooters as much a part 
of the image that is the Old West as is their 
western garb or their Yellow Boy rifles. 

"At the shooting events, the knives are 
part of the ambiance. They're part of the 
Period," said knife-maker Peter Bromley. 
Heralding from Spokane, Washington, 
Bromley, 61, has been making knives now 
for more than three decades, and has, for 
the past several years, catered to countless 
members of SASS looking to round out 
their portrayal of the rough-and-tumble 
time that was the Old West. 

A carpet and vinyl layer by trade, 
Bromley's love affair with edged steel began 
many, many winters ago. 

"I've loved knives since I was a little 
bitty tyke," he said. "And I've always had a 
project. I've always been fixing something 
or building something. I was watching a 
guy at a county fair; he was forging dinner 
gongs and ornamental stuff. You know, 
beating hot steel. And I just thought that 
was neat. So I got a forge and an anvil and 
I started doing that. . .but there wasn't any 
money in that. I was kind of looking for a 
paying hobby. 

"Well, I had this old file that I was 
going to throw away," he continued, "and 
I thought I'd make a knife out of it. When 
I was finished with it, I looked at it and 
thought - "Peter, you can do better than 
that." It was pretty rough. Well, that was 
the beginning. I just kept on going. There 
really wasn't anyone around that I could 
ask questions. There weren't that many 
knife-makers, and very few books on the 
subject. So there for a long time, I was 
pretty much self-taught. Now, there's an 
abundance of books." 

Building a Knife 

Look at any custom-made knife and 
it doesn't take long before you realize 
that each piece is a work of art in and of 
itself. For knife-makers like Bromley, these 
projects are not only time-consuming, but 
each is a labor of love - each one, a little 



bit better, a little more polished, and a little 
bit more eye-catching than the one before. 
Hours, even days, are spent shaping and 
grinding, forming and polishing, until all of 
the pieces form a single masterpiece. 

That said, where do these artisans 
begin? For Bromley, it all starts with the 
steel. 

"I buy my steel here at the local spring 
shop," he said. "They build springs and 
so forth. It's primarily 5160 in terms of 
alloy, but it's a spring steel. I use 1084, also. 
The properties in those steels make them 
very tough. Those numbers - 5160, 1084, 
1095 - are a type of steel. All steels have a 
designator. They use numbers instead of a 
name. It's the composition of the steel." 

He continued. "I work strictly with 
hard carbon steel. I don't work with 
stainless steel. I don't have anything bad 
to say about it, but, first, it wouldn't be 
from the period. (Period meaning that the 
object, knife or otherwise, could have been 
found during the late 1800s, the historical 
timeframe of the cowboy action shooters.) 

"High carbon steels, you can heat treat 
them yourself. The recipe for heat treating 
them is pretty simple. When you get into 
stainless steels, it gets very involved. Most 
knife-makers who build stainless knives 
send them off to a heat treater to have them 
properly heat treated. The recipe for heat 
treating stainless is kind of exotic." 

For many, to view a knife is to view a 
blade; however, knife-makers will tell you 
in no uncertain terms that there's a hell of 
a lot more to a knife than just a sharpened 
piece of high-carbon steel. In fact, one of 
the most decorative elements of any knife 
is that part easiest to get a grip on - the 
handle. 

"I enjoy working with any of the natural 
materials," said Bromley. "Any of the 
hardwoods, like ebony or rosewood. Both 
are very period. Ivory and bone, too. We 
use a lot of ivory and bone, as well as antler 
or stag. I've found that when you're making 
period knives, if you're using plastic or 
some other phony stuff on the handles, they 
don't sell. Guys want it to look authentic." 

All of this work - blade, handle, 
engraving, ornamentation, accessorizing 
- understandably takes time. Anything, as 
any knifemaker worth his or her salt will 
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tell you, worth doing is worth doing right. 
And doing it right, they'll continue, doesn't 
necessarily mean doing it quickly. 

"For a fancy bowie, I can do one in 
about three days," said Bromley. "I've spent 
as much as 40 hours on a knife, but a simple 
hunting knife - a 3-1/2 inch drop point or 
something like that - 1 can make in one 
day. Start to finish, one day. But something 
you want to consider is the fact that I've 
been doing this a long time. There aren't 
a lot of wasted moves. And over the years, 
I've built up my machine shop to where I 
can go from machine to machine and do 
the different steps. I don't have to break a 
machine down in order to switch it over." 

As is the case with many, perhaps the 
majority, of the gear-related items that a 
cowboy action shooter may take or wear 
to a match, knives can run the gamut, 
price-wise, from reasonably inexpensive 
to Catch-Your- Breath spendy. The sticker, 
says Bromley, depends on what you want to 



spend and if you want to have a fancy knife 
to hang on your belt or stick in your boot. 

"I have some simple hunting knives for 
around $135, but then when you get up 
into the Damascus bowie knives - the real 
fancy knives - you're looking at $900," he 
said. "I do a lot of custom work, but a lot 
of the knives that I make, well, they just 
make me happy. I do a lot of replicas. I do 
combinations, too. Take this theme from 
this knife and that theme from that knife, 
and kind of marry them and put them 
together. 

"If the handles on one knife are 
mammoth ivory, that's going to be spendy, 
of course," Bromley explained. "If there's 
fancy file work on the back of the blade 
and around the handle, that adds labor. If 
the guard isn't just an oval guard, but is a 
fancy shape with some file work. Well, it 
basically gets down to labor - and how long 
it takes to build the knife. Some Bowies, 
they're involved." 



Knives come in all 
shapes, sizes and price 
ranges.

Just like these Old West gunfighters 
have their Single Action Shooting Society, 
so, too, do the knife-makers have their 
organizations. And again, like SASS, 
these knife-making groups provide their 
members an opportunity to put their talents 
and their love of the hobby on display. 
One such organization is the American 
Bladesmithing Society, or ABS. A vested 
member of the ABS, Bromley explains that 
the society's final exam, for lack of a better 
phrase, is nothing short of impressive. And 
difficult, too. 

"The first thing you have to do is cut a 
1-inch diameter, free-hanging hemp rope. 
Just swing the rope over a tree, and then 
cut it in half with one cut," said Bromley. 
"Then, you chop two 2x4s in half. Then, 
you have to be able to shave the hair on 
your arm with it. And you're not allowed to 
sharpen the blade during the test." 

"After you've chopped the 2x4s and 
shaved your arm, then you lock the blade 
in a vise and you bend it 90 degrees. That's 
the performance part. You send five knives, 
including that bent knife, to the judges. 
There's seven judges. They look at the 
work, and either say 'yes' or 'no.' I did this 
two or three years ago." 

Impressive? Yes, but not surprisingly 
qualifications for a tool that for many a 




cowpoke meant the difference between life 
and death. 



The Cadillac of Knives 
- The Bowie 

Some might ask - Why knives for an 
organization that focuses on shooting and 
the shooting skills applicable to the Old 
West? And why, particularly, this famous - 
and infamous - Bowie knife? According to 
Bromley, there's a ton of history behind the 
legendary Bowie, and it's in large part this 
history that makes the Bowie so appealing 
to the cowboy action shooters of today. 

"In 1827," relates Bromley, "Bowie was 
involved in a duel on a sandbar outside of 
Naches, Mississippi. And he killed a guy 
with a big knife. So the American press 
picked up on this and it made a big splash 
in all the Eastern newspapers. This duel, 
and how Mister Jim Bowie had killed this 
guy with this big knife. After that, 
everyone referred to the big knives, 
then, as Bowie knives." 

But there's a reason, says Bromley, that 
Jim Bowie might have had this knife on his 
belt on the fateful day in 1827. 

"When Jim Bowie was in this duel, this 
was at a period in time when guns were 
one-shot pistols, and you prayed to God 
the sumbitch went off," Bromley says with 
a laugh. "But once you fired your bullet, 
what were you gonna do? So the fighters 
might have several pistols, but your back- 
up, of course, was a knife. Everyone carried 
a knife. Not just out in the rural areas, 
but everyone. As guns got better, though, 
knives got smaller and scarcer." 

Other than the fact that this particular 
large, edged weapon was owned and 
wielded by a fellow of the name Bowie, 
what then makes a Bowie knife a Bowie 
knife? Often, and in some cases 
incorrectly, folks have taken to calling any 
large knife a Bowie; however, says Bromley, 
there's surprisingly more than meets the 
eye when searching for such a definition. 
Or rather, less. 

"Bowie knives are fighting knives," he 
said. "The guard on a Bowie knife is not 
just below the handle; it's above AND 
below the handle. That classifies it as a 
fighting knife. The guard helps protect 
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your hand. Hunting knives, on the other 
hand, will have just a tang that comes down 
below to protect your finger." 

He continued. "Generally, I would 
say that the blade length is going to be 
6- to 6-1/2 inches. And that's another 
misconception. Everyone thinks that a 
Bowie knife is a big, huge, beastie thing, 
and that's just not true. They really weren't. 
If you go back and look at all the pictures, 
the majority of the Bowie knives had a 7- to 
8-inch blade. You get a 10-inch blade, and 
you're talking about a lot of weight to be 
carrying around. . .and those guys carried 
them on a daily basis." 

But, as you might suspect, all Bowie 
knives aren't created equal. There are 
large Bowies and small Bowies, the smaller 
models often seen carried, handle outward 
and on display, in an action shooter's 
boot. "All part of the costume," said 
Bromley. Too, identically-sized Bowies 
can, as Bromley explained, be of different 
styles. There are Bowies whose blades 
have clips, or somewhat dropped points. 
There are spear point Bowies - sans clip 
- which are often referred to as California 
Bowies. These, said Bromley, were very 
distinctive in appearance, and were made 
beginning back in the Gold Rush days of 
the late 1840s until the turn of the century. 
Perhaps uncharacteristically when one 
thinks of the huge hunk of steel carried by 
Sylvester Stallone in the Ratnbo series, these 
California Bowies sported blades of about 
6 inches. 

"These knives were extremely high 
quality," said Bromley. "And if you can get 
a hold of one of these knives today, you're 
talking several thousand dollars." 

Looking Good 

It's raining at the End of Trail, a half- 
day steady fall that drives the dust into 
the ground and turns Main Street into an 
ankle-deep quagmire. Still, the matches 
go on. As the sun drops into the Pacific, 
the streets return to normal. The skies 
brighten, and quiet reigns. And the 
shooters? They've retired to a lamp-lit 
canvas hootch to clean six-guns and hang 
clothing to dry. Still encased in their damp 
cowhide scabbards, their Bowies are laid in 



the corner to be retrieved and worn in 
the morning. 

Sound right? Wrong! It makes no 
sense, pardner, to spend $500 on a work- 
of-art blade, only to mistreat the piece by 
opening the door to, among other nasties, 
old Mister Rust. As with any tool or piece 
of equipment, knives too need care and 
attention, regardless of whether they've 
been put through a thunderstorm or simply 
have seen a lot of miles. 

"Being that it's high carbon steel, you 
don't want to put it away wet. You want to 
dry it off. A little bit of oil every now and 
then. But the main thing is to keep it dry 
'cause it will rust," said Bromley. 

And what about that shave-with-it razor 
edge? Sooner or later, your knife is going to 
dull, and then what? 

"I'd suggest using a sharpening stone," 
said Bromley. "Or what's popular with a lot 
of folks are the Lansky Sharpeners, where 
you can lock in the sharpening angle." 

But knife care doesn't end with a drying 
towel and the programmed stones of a 
Lansky Sharpening System. 

"Maintenance on the handle depends 
on the material," said Bromley. "With 
ivory, you want to maintain about an 8 
percent moisture content. So with ivories, 
you need to put a little oil on 'em and rub 
it in real well about three times a year. By 
oil, don't use a petroleum-based oil. Olive 
oil works well. But ivories, if they get dry, 
can crack. Sudden temperature changes, 
too. You can't take an ivory-handled knife, 
throw it up on the dashboard of your truck, 
and then take it into a cool room. That's 
really hard on ivory. With the exotic woods 
- ebony and rosewood - you want to use 
the oils, too. There's that moisture content 
you want to maintain." 

Storage, said Bromley, depends largely 
on who you listen to. 

"A lot of knife makers recommend 
not storing the blade in the scabbard," 
he warns. "They claim that the acids used 
in tanning the leather (scabbard) are 
detrimental to the metal; however, I'm not 
saying that's wrong, but I've had knives in 
scabbards for a long time, and 
I don't see any pitting or *^ 

anything like that. Still, that's "^tiP" 

what is recommended." ^^

All of the sixguns, leverguns, 
and shotguns used for cowboy 
action shooting under SASS 
(Single Action Shooting Society) rules 
must be authentic 19th-century firearms 
or replicas thereof. Most of us grew up 
watching our heroes handle these firearms 
with unbelievable and impossible skill in 
the movies and on television. We cannot 
duplicate their exploits, however, we can 
thoroughly enjoy the greatest firearms ever 



to come from the mind of man. These 
firearms were built originally for black 
powder use in the latter third of the 1800s, 
but many of them saw more black powder 
blanks than real cartridges as dozens of our 
B western heroes fired thousands of non- 
recoiling, smoke-producing rounds as they 
cleaned up the mythical Old West. 

One of the great attributes of CAS is 
the encouragement of our imaginations 
as we become the heroes we came close

to worshiping when we were kids. 
Imagination is, in fact, a great part of CAS 
when it comes to choosing aliases, firearms, 
leather, and costuming. There are many 
decisions to be made and most of us make 
several choices as to which firearms to use 
before we comfortably settle in to cowboy 
action shooting. Not only do we have 
all of these choices, we also have several 
shooting categories to choose from and 
also to decide just how authentic we wish 
to be. That authenticity extends to our 
choice of firearms as well as to whether we 
will shoot black powder, including black 
powder substitutes, or smokeless powder 
cartridges. Even this choice can become 
complicated as we can choose to shoot 
black powder cartridges in replicas of 
black powder firearms, smokeless powder 
cartridges in modern firearms, or any 
combination thereof. It is certainly not 
unusual to see competitors using black 
powder cartridges in thoroughly modern 
Ruger Vaqueros, which are not a replica of 
any 19 th century sixgun. Under SASS rules, 
Rugers, complete with transfer bar safety 



and often constructed of stainless steel, 
both of which are 100 years removed from 
the second half of the 19th-century, are 
wisely allowed in cowboy action shooting. 
As this is written, SASS has established 
seven categories for shooters to choose 
from most of which are based upon the 
sixguns being used and/or how they are 
being shot. Modern was set up to allow 
the use of adjustable-sighted sixguns, 
such as the immensely popular Ruger 
Blackhawk, while Traditional is for fixed- 
sighted sixguns such as the Colt Single 
Action and the Ruger Vaquero. Both of 
these categories may be shot one-handed 
or using two hands. Frontier Cartridge 
may be shot only with traditional firearms 
and only with black powder or black 
powder substitute loads. Both Duelist 
and Gunfighter are strictly one-handed 
propositions with the former being shot 
using one sixgun at a time while the latter 
requires both sixguns to be drawn and shot 
alternately. Frontiersman allows only the 
use of percussion revolvers, which must be 
shot duelist style. 
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Finally we come to the newest category, 
Classic, or as it is usually referred to, 
Classic Cowboy, which requires Traditional 
sixguns shot duelist style, double barrel 
shotguns with external hammers, and 
leverguns, whether real or replicas, dating 
no later than 1873. Normally this would 
require using replicas of the 1860 Henry, 
1866 Yellow Boy, and the 1873 Winchester. 
Only two categories, Frontier Cartridge 
and Frontiersman require black powder 
loads. However there are no rules to 
prevent the use of black powder in all other 
categories. Many Traditionalists, Duelists, 
Gunfighters, and Classic Cowboys use 
black powder loads, but it is rare to find 
anyone using black powder in the Modern 
category. So what'll it be Pilgrim? Black 
powder or smokeless? Or both? We will 
look at several things to consider. 

Choosing Firearms: Fortunately, in my 
vocation as a gun writer, I am able to test 
just about every conceivable firearm in 
general and especially those applicable to 
cowboy action shooting. Fve been able to 
shoot all replicas currently available both 
as to sixguns and leverguns, and most 
shotguns. I have not found any problems 
using smokeless powder loads. Earlier Colt- 
style replicas often had front sights that 
were too low, causing the sixguns to often 
shoot very high. This has all been taken 
care of and now most replicas, as well as the 
Ruger Vaquero, provide enough front sight 
height to allow filing in to hit point of aim. 

Any of the Colt, Remington, and 
Smith & Wesson replicas work well with 
smokeless powder loads. However, when 
we switch to black powder, we find a vast 
difference in how they operate. One only 




has to look at the military tests of the 
1870s to see this. The Colt Single Action 
Army was fired for 200 rounds without 
cleaning, the barrel was swabbed out, 
and the tests continued. Both the original 
Remington and Smith & Wesson revolvers 
were obviously smokeless powder sixguns 
built in a black powder age, as their 
tolerances were tight enough they were 
quickly affected by black powder fouling, 
especially the rotation of the cylinder. The 
same is true today of current replicas; 
Colt replicas will continue to operate, 
while the Remington and Smith & Wesson 
sixguns will often bind before a cylinder 
full has been fired. Whether one is going 
to use black powder or smokeless powder 
should be considered when choosing the 
sixguns for cowboy action shooting. The 
Remingtons and Smith & Wessons can be 
used successfully, however they require 
some special treatment which will be 
covered shortly. I have not run into any

operational problems using black powder 
with any leverguns or shotguns. 

Factory Loaded Cartridges: In the early 
days of CAS, one had to be a reloader in 
order to provide the cartridges needed for 
competition under SASS rules, which state 
loads must use lead alloy bullets with a 
muzzle velocity under 1 ,000 fps in a sixgun 
with 1 ,400 fps being the upper boundary 
for leverguns. Even into the 1990s about 
the only choice available was a few loads 
for the .38 Special, .44 Special, and .45 
Colt. Black powder loads were virtually 
non-existent. 

All of this has changed considerably. 
Today's CAS shooter can choose from a 
myriad of properly loaded rounds using 
lead alloy bullets with flat noses for safe 
use in leverguns and also meeting the 
requirements as to muzzle velocity. Many 
cartridges, which disappeared long before 
World War II, have also been resurrected 
and chambered in single-action sixguns and 
leverguns or both. Black Hills Ammunition, 



Ten-X, Ultramax, PMC, MagTech, 
Winchester, CCI-Speer, and Hornady all 
offer cowboy action shooting loads, with 
the first two companies offering virtually 
every possible cartridge. Loads are 
available for .45 Colt, .45 Schofield, 
.44-40, .44 Colt, .44 Russian, .44 Special, 
.38-40, .38 Long Colt, .38 Special, and even 
.357 Magnum and .44 Magnum. 

In addition to all of these above- 
mentioned smokeless powder loads, 
both black powder and black powder 
substitute loads are also available. Black 
Dawge and Wind River Trading Co. offer 
authentic black powder loads in .45 Colt, 
.45 Schofield, .44-40, .38-40, .44 Russian, 
and .38 Special, while Ten-X and Cor-Bon 
offer black powder substitute loads. So even 
if one does not reload, there should be no 
problem when it comes to choosing whether 
to use smokeless or black powder loads. 

Reloading For Cowboy Action 
Shooting: Whether one chooses black 
powder or smokeless powder loads has a 
great bearing on the equipment, technique, 
and bullets to be used. This is covered in 
greater detail in the article reloading for 
cowboy action shooting, however herein 
a few things are highlighted. Smokeless 
powder loads can be easily assembled with 
RNFP (round-nosed flat-point) bullets such 
as those offered by Oregon Trail Bullet Co. 
Cartridges may be loaded on a single-stage 
press with powder dispensed by a regular 
powder measure or on a progressive press 
the same as cartridges designed for any 
other purposes. 

All this changes, however when we 
switch to black powder. The dispensing of 
black powder requires a special powder 
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measure, an anti-static measure to prevent a 
spark that could ignite the black powder. 
Powder, Primer, And Bullet Selection: 

CAS rules require loads that are normally 
assembled with the faster-burning 
smokeless powders. These include Alliant's 
Bullseye, Red Dot, and Unique; Accurate 
Arms Nitro 100, #2, and #5; Hodgdon's 
Clays, TiteGroup, HP38, and Universal; 
and Winchester's 23 1. Most of these will 
be relatively clean-burning and require 
relatively small amounts of powder in 
large-capacity cases. Black Powder choices 
include FFg and FFFg grade granulations 
(the more "F's", the faster-burning) from 
Goex, Elephant Brand, Kik, Swiss, and 
Wano. The choice may be limited to what 
is locally available for each shooter. Add to 
this the black powder substitutes such as 
Clean Shot, which is used in most factory- 
loaded black powder cartridges; and 
Goex's Clear Shot and Hodgdon's Pyrodex, 
Select, and Triple 7. Most of these are also 
offered in either FFg or FFFg. Looking 
at these powders alone reveals smokeless 
powder shooters have 1 1 choices, while 




the black powder shooter has at least a 
dozen and a half offerings to pick from. 
Any of these smokeless powders will 
work well with any firearm chosen, 
however it will require some experimenting 
to find the best black powder or black 
powder substitute, especially if one 
chooses to shoot Remington or Smith 
& Wesson sixguns. 

Primers are also a factor, with standard 
primers being normally used with 
smokeless powder loads, however magnum 
primers will be the best choice for reliable 
ignition with black powder loads. Any 
of the RNFP bullets from such suppliers 
as Oregon Trail Bullet Co., AA Ltd., or 
Meister work well with smokeless powder 
loads, however, the picture changes with 
the use of black powder or black powder 
substitutes. Most machine- cast bullets are 
harder than necessary or desired for black 
powder loads and they also use a lubricant 
that is too hard. One can make it through a 
match with black powder loads using these 
bullets, but some extra care is needed, 
which will be discussed shortly. Meister

offers their bullets lubed with SPG, a softer 
lube to help prevent black powder fouling, 
while Black Dawge offers the best way to 
go as far as bullets for black powder loads 
by providing both a softer alloy as well as a 
soft lube to help prevent fouling. 

Shooting A Match: Shooting smokeless 
powder loads in a cowboy action 
shooting match requires quality firearms 
and quality loads. The same is true for 
black powder shooting however more 
equipment is needed. When shooting 
black powder loads, my shooting cart 
and vehicle contain several more items 
including patches, solvent, cleaning 
rods, a Lyman #3 10 tool, a gallon jug of 
soapy water, and three everyday items 
found in the grocery store, a roll of paper 
towels, Windex, and Q-Tips. Windex is 




indispensable when it comes to keeping 
black powder firearms operating. 

Most Colt-style replicas and leverguns 
using black powder loads will keep 
operating and shooting through an entire 
five- or six-stage match. However, even 
they will benefit with some special care 
between stages. Remingtons and Smith 
& Wessons, at least in my experience, 
will not continue operating through an 
entire match without special care. That 
special care is Windex. Between stages I 
soak patches in Windex and then swab 
out the bores of both sixguns and 
leverguns. This may not be necessary 
when using soft alloy bullets with soft lube 
in Colt sixguns and leverguns; however, it 
certainly does not hurt. 

With Remingtons and Smith & 
Wessons, even when using the best 
possible bullet and the cleanest-burning 
black powder or black powder substitute, 
I have found no way to avoid special 
attention in between stages. It is not only 
necessary to swab out the bores, it is also 
required that the cylinders be attended to. 
That large spray bottle of Windex is used 
to apply liberal amounts of the magic 
elixir to both the front and back of the 
cylinder to remove the black powder 
fouling that restricts smooth rotation. 
Windex is cheap and may be used liberally. 
Several squirts are applied all over and a 
paper towel used to wipe off the excess, 
and the sixguns are then, hopefully, ready 
to operate through the next stage. 

After The Match: After shooting 
smokeless powder loads, my firearms 
can be wiped down with Hoppe's #9 
and placed back in the safe to be cleaned 
sometime in the future whenever I wish 
to do so. Life is not so simple with 
firearms used with black powder. When 
the match is over, I remove the cylinder 
from any sixguns, spray the chambers 
with Windex, run another patch down the 
barrel, spray the entire sixgun as well and 
then wipe down with a paper towel. 
Barrels of both levergun and shotgun are 
soaked liberally with Windex. Leaving 
a fired case in the chamber will prevent 
the Windex/black powder fouling liquid 
from flowing back into the action. When 
I arrive home all the firearms used for 
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black powder shooting are then thoroughly 
cleaned with special black powder cleaners 
such as Black Dawge's Dawge Whizz. 
A Q-Tip soaked in solvent is used in 
the hard-to-reach places in the cylinder 
window, the cylinder ratchet, the bolt 
notches, around firing pins, the hammer 
recess, in fact anyplace I can reach with a 
Q-Tip. After every third match, firearms 
are completely dismantled and all parts 
thoroughly cleaned. We can be lazy when 
it comes to cleaning smokeless powder 
firearms. However black powder guns 
allow us no such latitude and MUST be 
cleaned after every use. Generally speaking, 
black powder substitutes will produce less 
fouling and less corrosive action on barrels 
and cylinders, however it is still required 
that all firearms, whether loaded with black 
powder or black powder substitutes, be 
cleaned after a match. 

We are not finished yet! Fired cartridge 
cases, whether used with black powder 
or black powder substitutes, also require 
special attention. Before leaving the 
range I use a Lyman #310 nutcracker- 
style hand tool for de-priming black 
powder cartridges and then place the fired 
cartridges in the gallon jug of soapy water. 
The ride home sloshes the empty cases 
around, beginning the cleaning process. 
At home, the dirty water and cartridge 
cases are dumped in the kitchen sink, 
sprayed with the hose attachment on the 
sink, and allowed to drain. The cases are 
then removed from the sink and placed 
on newsprint to dry, and a Q-Tip is used 
to remove the black crud from the primer 
pockets. Cases are then placed in a large 
Dillon Vibratory Case Cleaner along with 
any cases used with smokeless powder that 
may also need to be cleaned. When the 
cleaning is accomplished, I know which are 
black powder cases by the fact they have 
already had the primer removed. 

Whether to use smokeless powder or 
black powder loads is a difficult decision. 
The smokeless powder loads are certainly 
more convenient; however, black powder 
loads are more authentic. An extra-added 
bonus with the use of black powder is 
the spiritual connection to the past every 
time the hammer falls, the primer ignites 
the powder, and I feel and experience 



the resulting Boom! and cloud of smoke. 
Because the choice is so difficult, it is one 
I choose not to make. I have found the 
simple solution. In our local club we can 
shoot through twice. Sometimes I shoot 
smokeless in both categories; other times 
I go with black. However, I have found 
that by shooting black powder loads first 
in Duelist category followed by smokeless 
powder loads in Classic Cowboy category 
in the same stage, I do not have to make 
the decision, I reap the benefits of both, 
and following the black powder loads 
with smokeless powder loads helps to 
reduce fouling. 

The question may arise as to whether 
black powder and smokeless powder 
loads will shoot to the same point of aim? 
I have not found this to be a problem. 
In fact my most- used loads with 
smokeless and black powder both are 
in the same muzzle velocity range. For 
example, by using 8.0 grains of Unique 
with 180-, 200-, or 250-grain bullets in the 
.38-40, .44-40, and .45 Colt respectively for 
my smokeless powder loads and 
33.0-35.0 grains of black powder or a black 
powder substitute with the same bullets 
and calibers, my point of impact remains 
the same or nearly so it makes ^ 

no difference in a cowboy action s^tih 
shooting match. ^v 5

The firearms typically used in 
cowboy action shooting must 
have been in existence prior 
to 1899. SASS (Single Action Shooting 
Society), the largest and oldest cowboy 
action shooting organization, allows for 
the use of original single-action sixguns, 
leverguns, and shotguns or replicas thereof. 

Cartridges, on the other hand are a 
different story. The pre-1899 cartridges 
available today include .45 Colt, .45 
Schofield, .44-40, .44 Russian, .44 Colt, 
.38-40, .38 Long Colt, and .32-20. The 
.41 Long Colt also belongs in this group, 
however new brass is just now becoming 
available and we have yet to see any replicas 
chambered in .41LC. This situation should

have changed by the time you read this. 
Other cartridges are allowed if they are 
loaded to SASS specifications even though 
they did not arrive on the scene until 
after 1898. These include the .38 Special 
(1899), .44 Special (1907), .357 Magnum 
(1935), .44 Magnum (1955), .41 Magnum 
(1964), and the .32 Magnum (1984). All 
cartridges used in CAS under SASS rules, 
whether they were developed before or 
after, must adhere to certain specifications. 
Those specifications state bullets must be 
of a lead alloy. They may have no jackets, 
half jackets, plating, or gas checks; and 
whatever the cartridge chosen, muzzle 
velocities must be under 1,000 fps when 
fired from a revolver and less than 1,400 fps 
when used in a levergun. 

Original cartridge-firing firearms now 
available in replica form include the 
Colt Single Action Army, Bisley Model, 
Cartridge Conversion, Colt 1871-72 
Open-Top; Remington Models 1875 and 
1890; and Smith & Wesson's Schofield 
Model and Model #3 Russian. Replica 
leverguns offered today are the early 
Winchesters, Models 1860 Henry, 1866 
Yellow Boy, 1873, and 1892. Originally 
the 1894 Winchester was not chambered 
in the sixgun cartridges required under 
SASS rules, however today it can be 
found chambered in .45 Colt, .44-40, .44 
Magnum, and .357 Magnum. 

Other firearms are given special 
dispensation even though they are not 
replicas. These include the currently 
manufactured Marlin 1894s which has been

produced in .45 Colt, .44-40, .44 Magnum, 
.357 Magnum, .38 Special, .32-20, .25-20, 
and just introduced as this is written, the 
.32 Magnum. On the sixgun side relatively 
"modern" single actions with transfer bar 
safeties, such as the Ruger Vaquero, EAA 
Bounty Hunter, Colt Cowboy, and the 
Freedom Arms Model 97 are also allowed. 
A special Modern competition category 
allows the use of sixguns with adjustable 
sights. This mainly accommodates those 
shooters with Ruger Blackhawks, however 
it also covers the Colt New Frontier, the 
Freedom Arms Model 97, the Uberti 
Buckhorn, and replicas of the Colt and 
Bisley Flat-Top Target revolvers. 

Black powder was the propellant used in 
all of the mentioned cartridges introduced 
prior to 1899, however both the .38 Special 
and the .44 Special were also originally 
loaded with black powder even though 
they were developed after 1898. The 
original 19 th century cartridge cases did 
not have the solid bases found on today's 
cartridges but were of the balloon-head 
style with an unsupported primer pocket 
extending above the rather thin interior 
base. Today's cartridge cases are definitely 
stronger, however the original cases had 
more capacity. I have been able to locate 
a sufficient number of old-style balloon- 
head brass cases for several of the original 
cartridges in order to duplicate the original 
loads using today's components. 

With FFg Goex black powder the .45 
Colt, .44-40, and .38-40 were all loaded 
with the original 40-grain load and bullets 
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of 255, 200, and 180 grains respectively. 
The results were quite surprising. Using 
Magnum Pistol Primers, and 7-1/2-inch 
barreled sixguns, all three loads were over 
1,000 fps muzzle velocities. Even with 
the components used in the 1870s these 
must have indeed been serious loads. In 
fact so much so, the Army dropped the 
.45 Colt load back to 30 grains of powder 
for military use, while the civilian load 
was leveled off at 35 grains. This tells me 
for those who are truly concerned about 
shooting authentic loads in these three 
calibers, the muzzle velocities should be at 
least 800 fps. Duplicating the original loads

in the .45 Schofield (880 fps), and the .44 
Russian (800) fps, also tells us today's loads 
should at least be in the 700-750 fps range. 

For those who do not reload, Black Hills 
Ammunition has led the way in offering 
cowboy action shooting loads using Starline 
Brass. Reloaders have also reaped the 
benefits as we now have exceptional 
quality brass in virtually every caliber/ 
cartridge originally offered in the pre- 1899 
time period covered by cowboy action 
shooting. This includes .45 Colt, .45 S&W, 
.44-40, .44 Russian, .44 Colt, .38-40, .38 
Long Colt, .32-20, and just now, the .41 
Long Colt. 

Most of my loads for cowboy action 
shooting are assembled with RCBS's Pro 
2000 Progressive Press. I have been using 
it for several years and for several reasons. 
I especially like the primer feeding system, 
as instead of a vertical tube holding 100 
primers stacked on top of each other, the 
Pro 2000 utilizes plastic strips holding 25 
primers that are fed horizontally. The strips 
can be purchased already loaded with CCI 
primers and can then be reloaded with any 
manufacturer's primers using the special

tool provided by RCBS. It took awhile 
to become accustomed to using this tool, 
however I have now become proficient 
enough at this task so that after spending 
several hours reloading the plastic strips 
I can then spend days loading ammunition 
without ever having to stop and fill 
primer tubes. 

My three primary cartridges for cowboy 
action shooting are the .45 Colt, .44-40, 
and .38-40, all of which can be loaded with 
the same powder charge. This is especially 
convenient using the RCBS Pro 2000 
because the powder measure is not part 
of the die plate, but rather stays with the 
press as dies are changed. The die plate 
takes about 10 seconds to change, so I keep 
separate die plates handy already set up 
for all cartridges I load on the Pro 2000. 
Most of my loading on the Pro 2000 is for 
cartridges using large primers. However, if 
I wish to switch to such small primer cases 
as the .38 Special, .38 Long Colt, or .32- 

20, the primer 
seating punch 
is easily 
changed by 
loosening and 
tightening one 
nut. The Pro 
2000 is also 
quite versatile 
in the fact that 
the same shell 
plate handles 
the .45 Colt, 
.44-40, .38- 
40, and .45 
Schofield, 
while a second 
shell plate can 



be used for the .44 Russian, .44 Colt, .44 
Special, and even the .44 Magnum. 

Even the .44-40, .38-40, and .32-20, all 
being tapered or bottlenecked cartridges, 
can be loaded on the Pro 2000 even 
though they are not sized with carbide dies 
reserved for straight-walled cartridges. It 
is only necessary to add a preliminary step 
to properly lube the cartridge cases before 
sizing. I simply place about 100 cleaned 
cases in a shallow cardboard tray, lightly 
apply a spray-on lube, shake and spray 
again, and they are ready for loading on 
the progressive. Most of these lubes dry 
very well enough on their own that with 
the pressures involved in CAS loads, I do 
not find it necessary to wipe the cases down 
before shooting. 

I mentioned the use of the same powder 
charge with the .45 Colt, .44-40, and 
.38-40. An example of this is 8.0 grains 
of Unique using bullet weights of 250 
grains, 200 or 225 grains, and 180 grains 
respectively. I have found all of these to be 
loads that are very close in muzzle velocity 
to the original black powder loads of these 
three cartridges. All three provide enough 
recoil to let the shooter know the sixgun 
in hand is a big-bore revolver while at 
the same time not producing punishing 
recoil. Even someone as hard of hearing as 
I am (comes from too many early years of 
shooting without ear protection), can hear 
the "Clang" when the bullets from these 
loads hit steel. 

Excellent powders for cowboy action 
shooting loads include, but are not limited 
to, Alliant's Unique, Bullseye, and Red 
Dot; Accurate Arms Nitro 100; Hodgdon's, 
Universal, TiteGroup, and HP-38; and 
Winchester's WW231. 
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Not only do we have access to excellent 
brass and a great selection of powder for 
assembling CAS loads, thanks to such 
companies as Oregon Trail Bullet Co., 
we also have a large selection of RNFP 
bullets to choose from. RNFP stands for 
round-nosed flat-point, which is the style 
of bullet used in most CAS loads for one 
important reason. Safety. The same loads 
used in sixguns are normally also used in 
the magazine tubes of leverguns. As the 
levergun loads are stacked one on top of 
the other, the nose of each bullet contacts 
the primer of the cartridge ahead of it. 
If the nose shape were to be round or 
pointed, there is a distinct possibility of a 
cartridge being fired in the magazine tube, 
which could be disastrous. Safety requires 
loading only flat-nosed bullets if the 
cartridge is to be used in a levergun. 

Oregon Trail Bullet Co. produces RNFP 
bullets in .38, .38-40 (which is actually 
.40 caliber), .44, and .45. Since there is 
quite a bit of variation in the chamber 
mouths of .44 and .45 caliber sixguns, 
Oregon Trail offers both .452" and .454" 
diameter .45 bullets as well as .427", .429", 
and .430" diameters in their .44 caliber 
selection. Normally the largest diameter 
that will easily chamber will produce the 
best accuracy. Most recent Colts and Colt 
replicas chambered in .45 Colt seem to 
prefer .454" bullets while .452" is usually 
the best choice for Rugers. 

There is so much variation in .44 
caliber sixgun chambers that those 
seeking maximum accuracy will need to 
experiment. I have found examples from 
the same manufacturer that would accept 
nothing larger than .427 " bullets while 
others easily chambered loads assembled 
with .430" diameter bullets. Whatever 



works in the sixgun normally also works 
well enough in the levergun at the distances 
shot in cowboy action shooting. I have yet 
to encounter a levergun that would not 
chamber .45 Colt loads using .454" bullets 
nor a .44 levergun that would not handle 
.430" bullets. Although, loads tailor-made 
for a particular sixgun with RNFP bullets 
usually pick up 200-300 fps muzzle velocity 
when used in a longer barreled levergun, 
some of the milder loads may only gain 
around 100 fps. Any loads assembled for 
sixguns under 1,000 fps muzzle velocity can 
be expected to stay well under 1,400 fps in 
a levergun. 

There are six cartridge-shooting 
categories currently in existence in cowboy 
action shooting under SASS rules. Shooters 
may use smokeless powder or black 
powder cartridges in any of the following 
categories: Modern, Traditional, Duelist, 
Gunfighter, or Classic Cowboy. Black 
powder is required to shoot in Frontier 
Cartridge. Black powder not only includes

With a little

traditional back powder but black powder 
substitutes as well. 

I first started loading smokeless powder 
cartridges in 1957. It was not long after that 
I began loading black powder cartridges 
thinking it was simpler. It wasn't and 
isn't. Yes it is possible to pack in all the 
black powder a case will hold, squeeze a 
bullet on top, and the result will probably 
be a cartridge that will fire, however the 
accuracy may be a lot less than desired or 
expected. For many years my black powder 
cartridges were re-sized, de-capped, belled, 
and re-primed, using a single stage press, 
the cartridges were then placed in a loading 
block and charged using an adjustable 
hand measure or flask, and then it was back 
to the single-stage press for bullet seating 
and crimping. Reloading black powder 
cartridges is much simpler today. 

The same Pro 2000 and dies are used 
for black powder as for smokeless powder, 
however in a much different way. Just as 
with smokeless powder loads, the Pro 



2000 is used for re-sizing, de-capping, 
priming, and expanding the case mouth. 
The bullet seating die and RCBS powder 
measure are backed out as these two 
steps are bypassed. I normally run several 
hundred cases at a time, and after the four 
mentioned operations are accomplished, I 
move to another part of my loading room 
where Lyman's Black Powder Measure 
is mounted. This powder dispenser is 
designed to prevent the possibility of a 
spark igniting the black powder in the 
hopper. Powder measures designed for 
smokeless MUST NEVER be used with 
black powder, or black powder substitutes, 
because of the danger of electric sparking. 

Once my cases, which are placed in a 
loading block, are charged using the 
Lyman Black Powder Measure, I then 
place a wad over the powder charge in 
each cartridge and then move to the single- 
stage press for bullet seating and crimping. 
Lately I have been using Walter's Wads, 
which are cut from a vegetable fiber sheet, 
between powder and bullet, as it provides 
two functions: it helps protect the base 
of the bullet and it also helps to minimize 
barrel fouling. 

Smokeless powder loads are assembled 
with relatively fast-burning powders, 
powders that do not even come close to 
filling up the space below the bullet. These 
powders are designed to give desired results 
with small amounts of powder and without 
using all the case capacity. This is not true of 
black powder or black powder substitutes. 
Enough black powder must be used so it 
is slightly compressed by the wad and the 
bullet. At no time should there be any air 
space left in black powder cartridges. 
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Light Loads For Cowboy Action Shooting? 






■ basically been shooting "Cowboy" most of my life. 
As a teenager, in 1957, 1 purchased a 1 SI Generation 4 3/4- 
inch Colt Single Action Army in .38-40 and it was soon 
followed by a brand-new 2 nd Generation 7 1/2 -inch Colt 
Single Action Army chambered in .45 Colt. The first loads 
through these guns were standard factory loads whose 
price tag soon made me realize I needed to reload. I have 
been reloading the .45 Colt ever since, always using loads 
that were to the original black powder levels in several Colt 
Single Actions. I never dreamed of loading the .45 Colt to 
anything below standard levels. 

When I first started participating in organized cowboy 
action shooting, the .45 Colt using standard level loads was 
king. To my mind these loads were an important part of our 
connection to the historical past, as well as being in what 
SASS has long labeled "The Spirit Of The Game." Then 
things started to change. A small group of shooters forgot 
the fun and enjoyment aspect of cowboy action shooting 
and instead concentrated on what they had to do to win. 
Everyone knows all things being equal, most of us can shoot 
much better with loads with little recoil than we can with 
full-house .45s. 

Shooters began looking for lighter recoiling loads in 
the .45 Colt. To my mind this was a mistake and remains 
a mistake for two reasons. First, we lose all thought of 
authenticity when we shoot light loads. I want to hear that 
sixgun Boom ! I want to feel the gentle but authoritative 
recoil in my hand, and I want to hear a resounding Clang! 
when the bullet hits the metal target. This, of course, is 
stricdy feeling on my part. There is, however a second and 
more important reason. I know of three .45 Colt sixguns 
that have blown apart and the common element in all three 
was a lighter than standard bullet coupled with a lighter 
than standard powder charge. Most of us know to never go 
above maximum listed loads in reloading manuals. At the 
other end of the spectrum, the recommended starting charge 
should also be adhered to. There are experts who will tell 
us it is impossible to blow a sixgun such as the .45 Colt by 
using a lightweight bullet and a lighter than normal powder 
charge. That would be the end of the argument except for 
the fact that just as many experts will tell us it is definitely 
possible. Personally, I won't take the chance. My sixguns, my 
hands, and my eyes are too valuable. 

A growing number of cowboy action shooters have now 
taken it to the second level and are shooting .38 Specials. 
Not just standard .38 Specials using 158-grain bullets at 850 
fps, as my wife, even after double carpal tunnel surgery and 
double thumb surgery does in her Rugers, but .38s loaded 
with 90- to 125-grain bullets traveling at 400 fps or less. The 
result is loads that allow one to shoot very quickly with little 
or no recoil. Very effective, but in no way authentic, and in 
my mind way off the mark determined by "The Spirit Of 
The Game." 

Some shooters are also using a veritable pinch of powder 
with added fillers in the loads, which to me is an accident 
waiting to happen. At no time will I use or ever recommend 
any type of filler to be used with smokeless powder loads. 




I'll carry it even further. The only filler that should be used 
with black powder or black powder substitute loads is a 
wad or grease cookie between powder and bullet. I've even 
encountered "black powder" shooters who are using just 
enough powder with added filler to get the bullet out of the 
barrel and to the target. What chance does a black powder 
shooter using authentic 1870s style loads in a .45 Colt have 
competing against someone using such .38 Special loads that 
not only do not recoil they barely produce any smoke? 

One match found me chuckling to myself as I watched 
a lovely cowgirl in her 70s shoot black powder, real black 
powder, loads in a pair of 7 1/2-inch .45 Colt sixguns, while 
what appeared to be a perfectly healthy fellow in his 40s was 
shooting ,32-caliber sixguns. She appeared to be having a 
great deal of fun; he was so serious about winning he was 
absolutely not pleasant to be around. Somehow I felt he was 
missing something really important about cowboy action 
shooting and I also wondered what it was he expected to 
win since no prizes are awarded. CAS should be fun as we 
let our imagination transport us back in time. 

At one time SASS considered placing a minimum 
muzzle velocity of 650 fps on all loads. Unfortunately, they 
backed off which gives us the current situation. If recoil is 
a problem, the answer is not trying to load down a big-bore 
cartridge. If the standard loads in the .45 Colt are too much, 
the next step down is the .45 Schofield or .44-40 or .38-40 
or .44 Colt or .44 Russian. The .38 Long Colt, .32-20, and 
the currendy popular .38 Special and .32 Magnum should be 
reserved for younger kids and anyone who truthfully finds 
it physically difficult to handle larger chamberings. Cowboy 
action shooting should adhere as much as possible to three 
basic ideas, authenticity, honesty, and safety. My mom and 
dad never had to lay down many rules; I knew what they 
expected from me. The same should be true of cowboy 
action shooters. The Spirit of the Game should cover just 
about everything. 




Ruger Blackhawks are the #1 choice for shooting in 
the Modern category while the Vaqueros take a big 
share of the Traditional category.

All black powder loads are by volume not by actual weight. 

For an in-depth look at reloading smokeless and black powder cartridges, the reader is 
referred to my book Action Shooting Cowboy Style published by Krause Publications. This 
book contains a large amount of both smokeless and black powder loads for all cartridges 
applicable for shooting both sixguns and leverguns. 



Reloading for Cowboy Act ion Shooting 




The same bullets used for loading 
smokeless powder cartridges will also 
work for black powder cartridges loaded 
for cowboy action shooting. They will not 
necessarily give the best accuracy, and it 
will probably be necessary to swab out 
the barrel in between stages to keep the 
firearm on target. Fouling around the front 
of the cylinder will also probably be a 
factor to be reckoned with. The reason for 
this is that the machine-cast RNFP bullets 
normally used with smokeless powder are 
too hard, have too little lube, and a lube 
that is also too hard for the best results 
with black powder. When shooting black 
powder loads assembled with commercial 
RNFP bullets, I keep a spray bottle of 
Windex, cleaning rods, and patches handy. 
In between stages Windex-soaked patches 
are run down the barrel and Windex is also 
sprayed liberally around the front and back 
to the cylinder. It's cheap, it works, and 
it keeps sixguns and leverguns operating 
through an entire match. 

Black powder works best with a 
relatively soft bullet, and lots of soft lube. 
This has normally meant bullets had to be 
cast, sized, and lubricated personally rather 
than purchased. This has all now changed 
thanks to Stewart Dawge & Associates. 
This relatively new company, under the 
Black Dawge label, offers a complete line 
of black powder cartridges, black powder 
bullets, and an excellent black powder 
cleaner known as Dawge Whizz. Their 
bullets, properly alloyed and lubed with 
SPG black powder lube, are currently 
available in a 145-grain .38, 180-grain .38- 
40, 205-grain .44-40, and a 235-grain .45 



Colt. All bullets are of the flat-nosed style 
for safe use in leverguns. 

Reloading black powder cartridges 
requires extra steps in the loading process, 
often requires special attention to keep our 
firearms functioning during a match, and 
definitely requires we pay strict attention 
to cleaning all firearms and fired brass after 
every session. Is it worth it? Cowboy action 
shooting takes us back to a better time, 
at least our imagination tells us so. Using 
frontier-style clothing, leather, and firearms 
transports us back more than 100 years. 
Using smokeless powder loads does not 
detract from this time travel, however 
black powder loads seem to not only fuel 
our imagination, but also to spiritually 
connect us with the past. With smokeless 
powder or black powder, whatever the 
choice may be, the reloader gains special 
satisfaction knowing the match 
was shot with personally 
assembled ammunition.

The First Shoot: 

A Kew Club 

Takes Shape

It was in June 1999 that One Shot 
and I decided we should hold 
cowboy action shooting matches 
at our local gun club. Having shot at 
several other clubs, we figured that hosting 
matches was a possibility. The Liberty 
Prairie Regulators finished their inaugural 
shooting season in September 2000. This 
article will tell you how we did that and 
may give you a few ideas if you are of the 
same mind. 

First off, you are going to need a core 
group of enthusiastic supporters. It takes 
a lot of work to set up and run a match 
and the more volunteers you have, the 
better. When we started shooting CAS 
we came back to our local gun club

and told everybody about it. We shot 
our cowboy pistols at the indoor range 
and people took notice and soon were 
interested in finding out more. Luckily, 
two of our most interested converts were 
the president and secretary of the gun club 
and they helped to form our core group of 
Cowboy boosters. 

You will also need time and money. It 
takes a while to build up the supplies and 
publicity for a local cowboy action shoot. 

After we decided to look into hosting 
our own matches, we began with the 
facility. Our local gun club has been in 
existence since 1924 and has active sporting 
clays and trap leagues. There is a rifle range 
but other than the shotgun sports, there 
has been no regular organized shooting 
events. The far end of the range has an 
"L"-shaped hill (courtesy of the last glacier) 
that is perfect as a backdrop for shooting. 
One arm of the hill is 100 yards long and 
the other is 75 yards. Since we have no side 
berms, our major concern was (and still is) 
safety and splatter. After due consideration 
and comparison to other clubs, we felt 



we could safely do up to five stages if we 
angled the end stages away from the 
others and limited downrange movement 
to the first stage only. However, since we 
are in the middle of the rifle range, we 
cannot leave any props, targets or stages 
up between matches so everything has to 
be portable. 

After we had decided that the facility 
was appropriate, we began selling our 
idea to the club. We brought in pictures 
from other clubs and hung them up in 
the clubhouse. We brought up the idea at 
a club meeting and the club officers and 
members were supportive and we got the 
go ahead to start. I sent away for the SASS 
Club handbook and we began working 
with the help of the suggestions and tips 
contained in it. Other clubs were consulted 
and Prowler and Sierra Jack Cassidy, as 
well as others, were very supportive and 
helpful. We were also fortunate that SASS 
was at nearby Oshkosh, WI for the DU 
Great Outdoors Festival in August of 
1999 and Hipshot and a great group from 
Memphis were there not only to give advice 
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but to serve as wonderful advertisers for 
cowboy action shooting. 

The next step was getting the "stuff." 
Again, the key is to get as many people 
involved as possible. One of the gun 
club members is an excellent welder so 
we convinced him to spend much of the 
Wisconsin winter building stands for us. 
Several members went on scrap hunts 
for steel plate and another member had a 
friend with a flame cutter who would work 
for little more than cost. We ended up 
with 30 regular targets, as well as a number 
of shotgun swingers and 4 tombstones 
with clay bird flippers. Our welder made 
22 individual stands and two five-target 
trees. We made sure to design the stands 
so that the targets were tilted forward as 
SASS recommends to minimize splatter 
and we used rolled steel instead of rebar 
so there were fewer surfaces for lead to 
splatter from. The targets and stands were 
our biggest expense as good, thick steel 
plate and bars are hard to come by for free. 
Our other big expense over the winter was 
buying five timers. 

Next we needed to build props and 
loading/unloading tables. We decided that 
we would put up three stages for our first 
shoot and have two scenarios at each stage. 
That meant we needed six tables. Our 
original tables were made out of sawhorses 
and plywood but as the summer progressed 
we replaced them with custom tables, 
antique card tables, and plastic round 
tables from the local builder's supply. 
The largest prop we made was a jail front 
using three 4-foot by 10-foot take-down 
sections and assembling them with clamps 
and screws each time. Other props such as 
an outhouse, table, fences and fort pieces 
(made from prefab 4- by 6-foot stockade 
fence sections) soon followed. 

As spring neared and things began to 
come together, we began to advertise. After 
consultation with the other state clubs, we 
set every third Saturday of the month as 
our match date and decided to run from 
April through September. Flyers were made 
and sent to area sporting good stores. We 
also took flyers to other state CAS matches 
as well as gun shows and Primitive swap 
meets (a fair number of our cowboys came 
over from the muzzleloading re-enactors). 



Our secretary, Chicken Wing, took over the 
modern telegraph part and affiliated the 
Regulators with SASS. That got us listed in 
the Chronicle and on the Web site. There 
are also other links on the Web where clubs 
and contacts can be listed. 

As the third Saturday in April neared, 
things stepped into high gear. The SASS 
computer scoring program was tested and 
we set up the range and did a practice 
shoot. We printed release forms and 
scoring sheets and made a full-size John 
Wayne cut-out into a roadside sign. I wrote 
stages as I continued to do all summer. 
Some I made up, others were given to me 
(Thanks, Piney Woods!), and our members 
shared some of their favorite scenarios from 
other places. Things went well and we set 
up the course on Friday night in 70-degree, 
sunny conditions. The next morning 
22 brave souls showed up in 40-degree, 
windy, and cloudy conditions. (Gotta love 
that Wisconsin weather!) Sign-up was 
at 8:30 and a fairly prolonged shooter's 
meeting followed at 9:00. The key to the 
first shoot going smoothly (aside from the 
preparation) was the experienced shooters 
who showed up from other clubs. As is 
the norm in SASS, they took the rookie 
cowfolk under their wings and helped 
keep the posses moving along in a safe and 
smooth manner. Although none of us had 
had a chance to take the Range Officer

course, we had downloaded the course 
and followed it and the SASS rules closely. 
The experienced shooters helped with 
suggestions and directions (and lent guns 
and equipment!) whenever they felt they 
were needed. 

As spring turned into summer and more 
shooters came, we decided to expand to 5 
stages to keep the posse size manageable. 
We had to be a little more creative in using 
targets since we didn't have enough to 
put a whole bunch at each station. More 
tables and props were also necessary and 
we added those as we could (you do not

necessarily need a lot of fancy props-a 
bottle, plate, rope, apron, etc. can go a 
long way with a little imagination). We 
also had to be careful in protecting the 
180-degree shooting line in set-up, and 
splatter is always a problem without 
individual shooting bays. Proper stand 
placement and target angles can 
minimize it, but you can't eliminate 
it. A bucket of eye and ear protection 
was available for visitors and cowboys 
and cowgirls were quick to make sure 
spectators were protected. 

By the end of the season, we had 40 
to 45 shooters at each match. We were 
usually done by 12:30 or 1 p.m. and we 
retired to the clubhouse to await the 
computer results. We also set up a long- 
range target for those who wanted to 
shoot. We did not offer any formal side 
matches but gave everybody who so 
desired a chance to shoot at 250 yards. 

The total out-of-pocket cost for our 
first year was a little over $2500. The 
club paid for almost half of the cost and a 
couple of our members bought the rest of 
the necessary supplies and were paid back 
over the summer as money from the match 
fees came in. We charged $12 per shooter 
and sold hot dogs, beans, and beverages 
after the match. By the end of the year we 
had pretty well broke even. 

A lot remains to be done for next year 
and there is a lot of room for improvement. 
More publicity should be done - there are 
lots of small local newspapers as well as TV 
stations that should be contacted. There 
are lots of gun shows and local events (our 
float with Saloon gals in the local parade 
was a big hit! ) that we should attend in 
full cowboy outfits. Our members would 
like to see a newsletter with match results 
each month. There has GOT to be a way 
to get more people to help set-up and take 
down the stages. The club has ordered 200 
railroad ties to build individual shooting 
bays that will give us a little more flexibility 
and safety in stage design. (I'm still not sure 
just WHO is gonna lift the ties to the top of 
the wall...) 

All in all, we had a lot of fun » 

and I would encourage you to do *^Sh 
the same. ^v^

GRADING SYSTEM 

In the opinion of the editor, all grading systems are subjective. It is our task to offer the collector and dealer a measurement that most closely reflects a 
general consensus on condition. The system we present seems to come closest to describing a firearm in universal terms. We strongly recommend that 
the reader acquaint himself with this grading system before attempting to determine the correct price for a particular firearm's condition. Remember, 
in most cases condition determines price. 



NIB— NEW IN BOX 

This category can sometimes be misleading. It means that the firearm is 
in its original factory carton with all of the appropriate papers. It also 
means the firearm is new: that it has not been fired and has no wear. 
This classification brings a substantial premium for both the collector 
and shooter. 

EXCELLENT 

Collector quality firearms in this condition are highly desirable. The 
firearm must be in at least 98 percent condition with respect to blue 
wear, stock or grip finish, and bore. The firearm must also be in 100 
percent original factory condition without refinishing, repair, altera- 
tions or additions of any kind. Sights must be factory original as well. 
This grading classification includes both modern and antique (manu- 
factured prior to 1898) firearms. 

VERY GOOD 

Firearms in this category are also sought after both by the collector 
and shooter. Modern firearms must be in working order and retain ap- 
proximately 92 percent original metal and wood finish. It must be 100 
percent factory original, but may have some small repairs, alterations, 
or non-factory additions. No refinishing is permitted in this category. 
Antique firearms must have 80 percent original finish with no repairs. 

GOOD 

Modern firearms in this category may not be considered to be as col- 
lectable as the previous grades, but antique firearms are considered 
desirable. Modern firearms must retain at least 80 percent metal and 
wood finish, but may display evidence of old refinishing. Small repairs, 
alterations, or non-factory additions are sometimes encountered in this 



class. Factory replacement parts are permitted. The overall working 
condition of the firearm must be good as well as safe. The bore may 
exhibit wear or some corrosion, especially in antique arms. Antique 
firearms may be included in this category if their metal and wood finish 
is at least 50 percent original factory finish. 

FAIR 

Firearms in this category should be in satisfactory working order and 
safe to shoot. The overall metal and wood finish on the modern firearm 
must be at least 30 percent and antique firearms must have at least 
some original finish or old re-finish remaining. Repairs, alterations, 
nonfactory additions, and recent refinishing would all place a firearm 
in this classification. However, the modern firearm must be in working 
condition, while the antique firearm may not function. In either case 
the firearm must be considered safe to fire if in a working state. 

POOR 

Neither collectors nor shooters are likely to exhibit much interest in 
firearms in this condition. Modern firearms are likely to retain little 
metal or wood finish. Pitting and rust will be seen in firearms in this 
category. Modern firearms may not be in working order and may not 
be safe to shoot. Repairs and refinishing would be necessary to restore 
the firearm to safe working order. Antique firearms will have no finish 
and will not function. In the case of modern firearms their principal 
value lies in spare parts. On the other hand, antique firearms in this 
condition may be used as "wall hangers" or as an example of an ex- 
tremely rare variation or have some kind of historical significance.

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PRICING 

The prices given in this book are RETAIL prices 

Unfortunately for shooters and collectors, there is no central 
clearinghouse for firearms prices. The prices given in this book are 
designed as a guide, not as a quote. This is an important distinction 
because prices for firearms vary with the time of the year and 
geographical location. For example, interest in firearms is at its lowest 
point in the summer. People are not as interested in shooting and 
collecting at this time of the year as they are in playing golf or taking a 
vacation. Therefore, prices are depressed slightly and guns that may sell 
quickly during the hunting season or the winter months may not sell 
well at all during this time of year. Geographical location also plays an 
important part in pricing. Political pundits are often heard to say that all 
politics is local. Well, the same can be said, in many ways, for the price of 
firearms. For instance, a Winchester Model 70 in a .264 caliber will bring 
a higher price in the Western states than along the Eastern seaboard. 
Smaller gauges and calibers seem to be more popular along both coasts 
and mid-sections of the United States than in the more open western 
sections of the country. 

It is not practical to list prices in this book with regard to time of 
year or location. What is given is a reasonable price based on sales at 
gun shows, auction houses. Gun List prices, and information obtained 
from knowledgeable collectors and dealers. The firearms prices listed in 
this book are RETAIL PRICES and may bring more or less depending 
on the variables discussed previously. If you choose to sell your gun to a 
dealer you will not receive the retail price but a wholesale price based on 
the markup that particular dealer needs to operate. Also, in certain cases 
there will be no price indicated under a particular condition but rather 
the notation "N/A" or the symbol " — ." This indicates that there is no 
known price available for that gun in that condition or the sales for that 
particular model are so few that a reliable price cannot be given. This will 
usually be encountered only with very rare guns, with newly introduced 
firearms, or more likely with antique firearms in those conditions most 
likely to be encountered. Most antique firearms will be seen in the good, 
fair and poor categories. 

One final note. The prices listed here come from a variety of sources: 
retail stores, gun shows, individual collectors, and auction houses. Due 
to the nature of business, one will usually pay higher prices at a retail 
store than at a gun show. In some cases, auctions will produce excellent 
buys or extravagant prices, depending on any given situation. Collectors 
will sometimes pay higher prices for a firearm that they need to fill out 
their collection when in other circumstances they will not be willing to 
pay market price if they don't have to have the gun. The point here is 
that prices paid for firearms is an ever-changing affair based on a large 
number of variables. The prices in this book are a GENERAL GUIDE 
as to what a willing buyer and willing seller might agree on. You may find 
the item for less, and then you may have to pay more depending on the 
variables of your particular situation. 

Sometimes we lose sight of our collecting or shooting goals and focus 
only on price. Two thoughts come to mind. First, one long time collector 
told me once that, "you can never pay too much for a good gun." Second, 
Benjamin Franklin once said, "the bitterness of poor quality lingers long 
after the sweetness of a low price." 

In the final analysis, the prices listed here are given to assist the 
shooter and collector in pursuing their hobby with a better understanding 
of what is going on in the marketplace. If this book can expand one's 
knowledge, then it will have fulfilled its purpose.

ALLEN, ETHAN 

Grafton, Massachusetts 

The company was founded by Ethan Allen in the early 1800s. It be- 
came a prolific gun-making firm that evolved from Ethan Allen to 
Allen & Thurber, as well as the Allen & Wheelock Company. It was 
located in Norwich, Connecticut, and Worchester, Massachusetts, as 
well as Grafton. It eventually became the Forehand & Wadsworth 
Company in 1871 after the death of Ethan Allen. There were many and 
varied firearms produced under all of the headings described above. 
If one desires to collect Ethan Allen firearms, it would be advisable to 
educate oneself, as there are a number of fine publications available on 
the subject. 

Side Hammer Navy Revolver 

This was a large-frame, military-type revolver that was similar to the 
Side Hammer Belt Model, chambered for .36 caliber percussion. It 
features an octagon, 5.5" to 8" barrel with a 6-shot, engraved cylinder. 
There was an early-production type with a friction catch on the trigger 
guard. There were approximately 100 manufactured between 1858 and 
1861.

Made from drop forged parts, 
Baker single and double barrel shotguns quickly gained a reputation 
for strength and reliability among shooters of the period. Offered in 
a wide variety of grades, from plain utilitarian to heavily embellished 



models, Baker shotguns have in recent years become highly collectable. 
The company was sold on December 24, 1919, to H. & D. Folsom 
Arms Company of Norwich, Connecticut. The Folsom Company had 
for almost 20 years been the Baker Company's sole New York City 
agent and had marketed at least one Baker model that was only made 
for them. From 1919 to approximately 1923. Folsom continued to as- 
semble and make Baker shotguns. Late model Bakers were made by 
the Crescent Firearms Company and have serial numbers with an "F" 
suffix. 

The Baker Gun & Forging Company was the first American arms 
manufacturer to: 

1 . Make a single barrel trap shotgun. 

2. Make a single barrel trap shotgun with a ventilated rib. 

3. Make arms with an intercepting firing pin block safety. 

4. Make a double barrel shotgun with hammers directly behind 
the firing pins. 

5. Use a long swinging sear that once adjusted gave consistent trigger 
pull throughout the working life of an arm. 

Those Baker shotguns manufactured between 1913 and 1923 that 
were engraved by Rudolph J. Kornbrath command substantial price 
premiums over the values listed. Prospective purchasers of Kornbrath 
decorated Bakers are advised to secure a qualified appraisal prior to 
acquisition.

In addition, it is thought that Baker made rifles for 
the State of North Carolina with lockplates stamped M.A. BAKER/ 
FAYETTEV1LLE/N.C. These rifles resembled the U.S. Model 1841

BALLARD PATENT ARMS 

(until 1873; after 1875, see MARLIN) 

On Nov. 5, 1861, C.H. Ballard of Worcester, Massachusetts, received 
a patent for a breechloading mechanism that would remain in produc- 
tion for nearly thirty years. Ballard patented a breechblock that tilted 
down at its front to expose the breech by activating the lever/trigger- 
guard. During the twelve years that followed, Ballard rifles, carbines, 
and shotguns were produced by five interrelated companies. Four 
of these were successive: Ball & Williams, R. Ball & Co. (both of 
Worcester, Massachusetts), Merrimack Arms & Manufacturing Co. 
and Brown Manufacturing Company (both of Newburyport, Massa- 
chusetts). These four companies produced Ballard arms in a successive 
serial range ( 1 through approximately 22,000), all marked upon the top 
of the frame and the top of the barrel where it joins the frame. In 1863, 
another company, Dwight, Chapin & Company of Bridgeport, Con- 
necticut, also produced Ballard rifles and carbines in a larger frame 
size, but in a different serial range (1 through about 1,900). usually 
marked on the left side of the frame below the agents' mark. The large 
frame carbines and rifles were produced to fulfill a U.S. War Depart- 
ment contract initially for 10,000 of each, subsequently reduced to 
1 ,000 of each, issued to Merwin & Bray, the sole agents for the Ballard 
patent arms between 1862 and 1866. Most of the production during 
this period concentrated on military contracts, either for the U.S. War 
Department or the state of Kentucky, although the state of New York 
also purchased 500 for its state militia. 

Ballard (Ball & Williams) sporting rifles, second type (Serial numbers 200- 
1600, and 1600-14,000, interspersed with martial production)

Often mistaken as early Ballard production from a fictitious Fall 
River, Massachusetts factory, these carbines and their complementing 
rifles were in fact not placed into production until 1863, as evident by 
the split, two-piece breechblocks. Both carbines and rifles originated 
from a contract entered into between the U.S. War Department and 
Merwin & Bray in October 1862 for 10,000 of each arm, subsequently 
reduced to 1.000 of each by the Commission on Ordnance and Ord- 
nance Stores. Because Ball & Williams facilities were tied up with 
Kentucky contracts, Merwin & Bray turned to the small parts maker 
of Dwight, Chapin & Co. in Bridgeport, Connecticut. Although they 
tooled for production, they fell short of scheduled delivery dates, and

A leading maker 
of sporting, military, and civilian firearms, this firm has been in exis- 
tence for almost 500 years. Founded by Bartolomeo Beretta. a master 
gunbarrel maker, in 1526. His son Giovannino followed his father's 
footsteps and subsequent generations have developed this firm into 
a worldwide success. Beretta manufactured its first pistol, the Model 
1915. in 1915 as a wartime project. 

Spread over 500.000 square feet and employing 2,200 employees this 
old world firm captured the United States military contract in 1985 for 
its standard issue sidearm, the Model 92F. These pistols are currently 
manufactured at Beretta U.S.A.'s plant in Maryland. Besides the af- 
filiate in the United States, Beretta has three others located in France, 
Greece, and Rome. 

The American affiliate was formed in 1977 to handle U.S. demand. 
A year later it began to manufacture some firearms, namely the Model 
92F. At the present time Beretta has delivered more than 250,000 
Model 92F pistols to the U.S. military. Beretta continues to produce 
sidearms for the U.S. military and law enforcement agencies through- 
out the U.S. 

NOTE: In 1994 Beretta changed its model designations with a new 
nomenclature system that brings back some of the old product names 
and the addition of new names instead of numbered models.

BRITISH DOUBLES 

By Douglas Tate 

British double barrel shotguns have never been more popular. Tougher 
laws in Britain have encouraged gun owners there to sell at just the 
same time as shotgunners here have attained enough sophistication 
to recognize that even a mid-grade gun such as a Webley is a better 
weapon than a machine-made American classic. 



The result has been unprecedented opportunities for shooters/collec- 
tors but also a bit of confusion. Several lessons have emerged but the 
most important is that traditional methods of evaluating American 
shotguns will not work for British guns and that each one must be indi- 
vidually evaluated on its own merits. 

For instance "Exc, V.G., Good, Fair, & Poor" are almost meaning- 
less with English shotguns because you will frequently find guns which 
are cosmetically in the first category but which paper thin barrels and 
out of proof bores have consigned to the last category. 

In just the same way that there are only three important elements to 
game management; habitat, habitat, habitat, there are only three signif- 
icant elements to appraising British guns; barrels, barrels and barrels. 
This is because most problems with second-hand British guns when 
fixed will add value to the gun but replacement barrels are prohibitively 
expensive. A $4000 gun with sound barrels is a bargain but an identi- 
cal gun bought for $400 with duff barrels is a dud because it will cost 
$10,000 for new ones. Barrel condition is then the essential component 
of value. 

If a 12 bore gun was originally proofed at .729 and still measures 
.729, (this figure represents the interior bore diameter 9 inches from 
the breech) and if the wall thicknesses— 9 inches from the muzzle— are 
well above the gun trade recommended minimum of 20 thou, then the 
gun is excellent regardless of its appearance, because cosmetic prob- 
lems are easily rectified. 

If, on the other hand, it was proofed at .729 and now measures .750 
and has wall thicknesses in the low teens, it is virtually worthless re- 
gardless of how lovely it may look. If you have neither the gauges nor 
the skills to check these measurements out yourself, send the gun to 
one of the English gun makers working in North America listed at the 
end of this essay. 

This type of thing is more common than one might think. I learned 
about such a gun recently which was externally new in the box condi- 
tion but must have been put away dirty because the barrels were pitted 
beyond redemption. An unscrupulous seller could easily have the pits 
lapped out and offered it as a new gun with mirror bores. Only careful 
gauging would reveal that the gun was out of proof and potentially 
dangerous. 

Also, it is a mistake to think that original condition has the same 
significance for British as it does for American guns. The most desir- 
able 23,000 / 24,000 serial number Purdeys were built with hard use in 
mind and consequently left the factory with the wood slightly proud. 
The idea was that at the end of every season the gun would be returned 
to the maker for routine maintenance, and also to have the barrels and 
furniture reblacked, the color case revarnished and the wood refinished 
as need be. 

A philistine seeing two guns, one with proud wood and one with the 
wood refinished to the metal, might assume the former was a restock 
and the latter an original gun. Such are the pitfalls for the uninitiated. 
But the point is that broadly speaking, a properly maintained gun will 
command a high resale value and completely unfired guns from the 
golden era are so rare as to be virtual non-existent. The exception: a 
pair of Boss's from the 1930's sold at Sotheby's in London on Tuesday 
May 17th, 1994 for £58,700, over $90,000. 

The major distinction between a reconditioned and re-case colored 
Parker and a sympathetically restored Purdey is that the latter is per- 
fectly acceptable while the former is a corporal offense. 

Another significant difference is that model designations mean very 
little in the U.K. Although most makers offered a variety of models in 
their catalogues, the actual guns rarely resemble the catalogue pictures 
and model names almost never appear on the guns themselves. The 
exception here is W. W Greener, who offered an unbelievable one hun- 
dred and fifty one (151 ) grades of guns many of which seem to have 
the model name or number on the gun. Moreover certain models such 
as the Churchill "Hercules" were of quite different qualities before 
and after WWII while the model known as the "Utility" in the thirties 
became the "Regal" in the fifties with out any noticeable change of 
quality. 

To avoid confusion the British— to all intents and purposes— ignore 
model designation. Instead they have adopted a system which divides 
any given makers output into boxlock nonejector, boxlock ejector, side- 
lock nonejector, sidelock ejector, over unders and hammer guns. It's a 
system that works well for the Brits and one that worked well for Don 
Gustine in his essay in Birmingham Gunmakers (see pages 162-164.) 
I hope it is one which will work well here but ultimately, of course, 
because of their bespoke nature, the only way to evaluate British guns 
is one at a time.

Following is an alphabetic listing of British makers whose guns are 
most frequently encountered with dealers and at auctions. 

Army & Navy Co-operative Society Limited, London 

Started in 1871 as an organization by which military men could buy 
wine wholesale, the membership soon increased to include diplomats 
and foreign service bureaucrats, while the catalogue expanded to in- 
clude every manner of household and sporting goods. Most guns were 
acquired in the Birmingham trade and many were Webley & Scott 
products. 

Estimates listed range from guns barely in proof with marginal wall 
thicknesses to those with barrel specifications as proofed.

Contrary to popular belief, the firm of Browning Arms has really man- 
ufactured only one gun in its long and colorful history. This was the 
Model 1 878 single-shot rifle, which was actually the first gun that the 
prolific inventor John M. Browning patented. This firm was founded 
in 1880 as J. M. Browning & Bro. in Ogden, Utah. John Browning 
is considered by many to be the greatest firearms genius of all time. 
He created 80 firearms designs and held 128 individual patents. He 
sold designs to Winchester. Stevens, Remington, and Colt, as well 
as to the Belgian firm of Fabrique Nationale (FN). He was directly 
responsible for designing many of the firearms with which we have 
come to be familiar, including the 1911 Colt Government Model, the 
1885 Winchester Single-Shot (evolved from the Model 1878 that was 
actually Browning-manufactured), the Models 1886, 1892, 1894, and 
1895 Lever Action Rifles, as well as the Model 1897 Shotgun. He was 
also directly responsible for producing the Model 1935 Hi-Power that 
achieved worldwide service pistol acceptance. In the 1890s Browning 
had difficulty dealing with the American arms corporations, so he went 
to Europe and established a lasting relationship with the firm of Fab- 
rique Nationale in Herstal, Belgium. This agreement lasted until 1977 
when FN purchased the Browning Company. In the early 1970s, the 
Browning corporation contracted with the firm of B. C. Miroku in Ja- 
pan and has since marketed guns produced by them. In 1991 GIAT, a 
French state-owned firm, purchased FN and Browning. One should be 
cognizant of the fact that in the opinion of many experts Miroku-pro- 
duced Browning firearms are as high in quality as any others produced; 
collector interest dictates greater values on the Belgian-manufactured 
versions.

COLT'S PATENT FIRE ARMS

Of all the American firearms manufacturers, perhaps 
the best known is the Colt Company. Indeed, this recognition is so 
widespread that some popular writers have used the name Colt to indi- 
cate a revolver or semi-automatic pistol. 

Originally founded in 1836 as the Patent Arms Manufacturing Com- 
pany (Paterson, New Jersey) to produce percussion revolvers designed 
by Samuel Colt, the concern was initially a failure. However, the com- 
pany formed in 1 847 to manufacture revolvers of an improved form 
was a success. Even after Samuel Colt's death in 1862, his company 
thrived. With the introduction of the Model 1873 Single- Action Army 
Revolver, the myth of the Colt became part of the American legend for 
that revolver was to be used by adventurers, cowboys, farmers, soldiers 
and a host of others for better than 70 years. 

In 1897 the Colt's Patent Fire Arms Manufacturing Company en- 
tered into an agreement with John M. Browning to produce self-load- 
ing pistols of his design. One result of this association was to be the 
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.45 caliber Model 1911 Semi-automatic Pistol, which was the standard 
issue sidearm of the U.S. Armed Forces from 1911 to the late 1980s. 

Because of their romance, form and variation, Colt revolvers, pistols 
and longarms are most sought after by collectors. Due to this, how- 
ever, caution should be exercised and the opinion of experts should be 
sought when the purchase of rare or pristine examples is contemplated. 

COLT PATERSON MODELS 

Paterson, New Jersey 

Pocket or Baby Paterson Model No. 1 

The Paterson was the first production revolver manufactured by Colt. 
It was first made in 1837. The Model 1 or Pocket Model is the most 
diminutive of the Paterson line. The revolver is serial numbered in its 
own range, #1 through #500. The numbers are not visible without dis- 
mantling the revolver. The barrel lengths run from 1.75" to 4.75". The 
standard model has no attached loading lever. The chambering is .28 
caliber percussion and it holds five shots. The finish is all blued, and the 
grips are varnished walnut. It has a roll-engraved cylinder scene, and 
the barrel is stamped "Patent Arms Mfg. Co. Paterson N.J.Colt's Pt."

The Belt Model Paterson is a larger revolver with a straight-grip and 
an octagonal barrel that is 2.5" to 5.5" in length.

Second Model Dragoon 

Most of the improvements that distinguish this model from the First 
Model are internal and not readily apparent. The most obvious exter- 
nal change is the rectangular cylinder-stop notches. This model is serial 
numbered from 8000-10700, for a total production of approximately 
2,700 revolvers manufactured in 1850 and 1851. There is a Civilian 
Model, a Military Model, and an extremely rare variation that was 
issued to the militias of New Hampshire and Massachusetts (marked

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Third Model Dragoon 

This is the most common of all the large Colt percussion revolvers. 
Approximately 10,500 were manufactured from 1851 through 1861. It 
is quite similar in appearance to the Second Model, and the most obvi- 
ous external difference is the round trigger guard. The Third Model 
Dragoon was the first Colt revolver available with a detachable shoul- 
der stock. There are three basic types of stocks, and all are quite rare 
as only 1,250 were produced. There are two other major variations we 
will note — the "C.L." Dragoon, which was a militia-issued model and 
is rare, and the late-issue model with an 8" barrel.

Hartford English Dragoon 

This is a variation of the Third Model Dragoon. The only notable 
differences are the British proofmarks and the distinct #l-#700 serial 
number range.

Model 1849 Pocket Revolver 

This is a small, either 5- or 6-shot, .31 caliber percussion revolver. It 
has an octagonal barrel 3", 4", 5", or 6" in length. Most had loading 
gates, but some did not. The frame, hammer, and loading lever are 
case colored; the cylinder and barrel are blued. The grip frame and 
round trigger guard are made of brass and are silver plated. There 
are both large and small trigger guard variations noted. This is the 
most plentiful of all the Colt percussion revolvers, with approximately 
325,000 manufactured over a 23-year period, 1850-1873. There are 
over 200 variations of this model, and one should consult an expert 
for individual appraisals. There are many fine publications specializing 
in the field of Colt percussion revolvers that would be helpful in the 
identification of the variations.

The "Root", as it is popularly known, was the only solid-frame re- 
volver Colt ever made. It has a spur trigger and walnut grips, and the 
hammer is mounted on the right side of the frame.

Model 1861 Single-Shot Rifled Musket 

With the advent of the Civil War, the army of the Union seriously 
needed military arms. Colt was given a contract to supply 1 12,500 
1861-pattern percussion single-shot muskets. Between 1861 and 1865, 
75,000 were delivered. They have 40" rifled barrels chambered for .58 
caliber. The musket is equipped with military sights, sling swivels, and 
a bayonet lug. The metal finish is bright steel, and the stock is oil-fin- 
ished walnut. Military inspector's marks are found on all major parts. 
"VP" over an eagle is stamped on the breech along with a date. The 
Colt address and a date are stamped on the lockplate. A large number 
of these rifles were altered to the Snyder breech loading system for the 
Bey of Egypt.

METALLIC CARTRIDGE CONVERSIONS 

Thuer Conversion Revolver 

Although quite simplistic and not commercially successful, the Thuer 
Conversion was the first attempt by Colt to convert the percussion 
revolvers to the new metallic cartridge system. This conversion was de- 
signed around the tapered Thuer cartridge and consists of a ring that 
replaced the back part of the cylinder, which had been milled off. This 
ring is stamped "Pat. Sep. / 15. 1868." The ejection position is marked 
with the letter "E." These conversions have rebounding firing pins 
and are milled to allow loading from the front of the revolver. This 
conversion was undertaken on the six different models listed; and all 
other specifications, finishes, markings, etc.. not directly affected by the 
conversion would be the same as previously described. From a collect- 
ible and investment standpoint, the Thuer Conversion is very desirable. 
Competent appraisal should be secured if acquisition is contemplated.

The conversion of these two revolver models is the most difficult to cat- 
alogue of all the Colt variations. There were approximately 24,000 of 
these produced between 1873 and 1880. There are five basic variations 
with a number of sub-variations. The confusion is usually caused by 
the different ways in which these were marked. Depending upon what 
parts were utilized, caliber markings could be particularly confusing. 
One must also consider the fact that many of these conversion revolv- 
ers found their way into secondary markets, such as Mexico and Cen- 
tral and South America, where they were either destroyed or received 
sufficient abuse to obliterate most identifying markings. The five basic 
variations are all chambered for either the .38 rimfire or the .38 cen- 
terfire cartridge. All held 5 shots, and most were found with the round 
roll-engraved stagecoach holdup scene. The half-fluted cylinder from 
the 1862 Police is quite rare on the conversion revolver and not found 
at all on some of the variations. The finishes on these guns were pretty 
much the same as they were before conversion, but it is not unusual to 
find nickel-plated specimens.

New Line Revolver .41 
This is the "Big Colt," as it was sometimes known in advertising of its 
era. It is chambered for the .41 rimfire and the .41 centerfire and is so 
marked. The large caliber of this variation makes this the most desir- 
able of the New Lines to collectors. There were approximately 7,000 of 
this model manufactured from 1874-1879. A 4"-barreled version would 
again be worth a 100 percent premium.

New House Model Revolver 
This revolver is similar to the other New Lines except that it features a 
square-butt instead of the bird's-head configuration, a 2.25" round bar- 
rel without ejector rod, and a thin loading gate. It is chambered for the 
.32 (rare), .38, and the .41 centerfire cartridges. The finish was either 
full nickel-plated or blued, with a case colored frame. The grips are 
walnut, rosewood or (for the first time on a Colt revolver) checkered 
hard rubber, with an oval around the word "Colt." The barrel address 
is the same as on the other New Lines. The frame is marked "New 
House," with the caliber. There were approximately 4,000 manufac- 
tured between 1880-1886. .32 caliber model would bring a 10 percent 
premium.

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New Police Revolver 

This was the final revolver in the New Line series. It is chambered for 
.32, .38, and .41 centerfire caliber. The .32 and .41 are quite rare. It is 
offered in barrel lengths of 2.25", 4.5", 5.5", and 6.5". An ejector rod 
is found on all but the 2.5" barrel. The finish is either nickel or blued 
and case colored. The grips are hard rubber with a scene of a police- 
man arresting a criminal embossed on them; thusly the model became 
known to collectors as the "Cop and Thug" model. The barrel stamp- 
ing is as the other New Lines, and the frame is stamped "New Police 
.38." There were approximately 4,000 of these manufactured between 
1882-1886.

COLT'S SINGLE-ACTION 
ARMY REVOLVER 

The Colt Single-Action Army, or Peacemaker as it is sometimes re- 
ferred to, is one of the most widely collected and recognized firearms 
in the world. With few interruptions or changes in design, it has been 
manufactured from 1873 until the present. It is still available on a lim- 
ited production basis from the Colt Custom Shop. The variations in 
this model are myriad. It has been produced in 30 different calibers and 
barrel lengths from 2.5" to 16", with 4.75", 5.5", and 7.5" standard. The 
standard finish is blued, with a case colored frame. Many are nickel- 
plated. Examples have been found silver- and gold-plated, with com- 
binations thereof. The finest engravers in the world have used the SAA 
as a canvas to display their artistry. The standard grips from 1873-1883 
were walnut, either oil-stained or varnished. From 1883 to approxi- 
mately 1897, the standard grips were hard rubber with eagle and shield. 
After this date, at serial number 165000. the hard rubber grips featured 
the Rampant Colt. Many special-order grips were available, notably 
pearl and ivory, which were often checkered or carved in ornate fash- 
ion. The variables involved in establishing values on this model are 
extreme. Added to this, one must also consider historical significance, 
since the SAA played a big part in the formative years of the American 
West. Fortunately for those among us interested in the SAA, there are 
a number of fine publications available dealing exclusively with this 
model. It is my strongest recommendation that they be acquired and 
studied thoroughly to prevent extremely expensive mistakes. The Colt 
factory records are nearly complete for this model, and research should 
be done before acquisition of rare or valuable specimens. 

For our purposes we will break down the Single-Action Army pro- 
duction as follows: 
Antique or Black Powder, 1873-1898, serial number 1 175000 

The cylinder axis pin is retained by a screw in the front of the frame. 
Prewar, 1899-1940, serial number 175001-357859 

The cylinder axis pin is retained by a spring-loaded button through 
the side of the frame. This method is utilized on the following models, 
as well. 

Postwar 2nd Generation, 1956-1978, serial number 0001SA-99999SA 
3rd Generation, 1978-Present, serial #SA1001. 

A breakdown of production by caliber will follow the chapter. It is 
important to note that the rarer calibers and the larger calibers bring 
higher values in this variation. 

Anyone wishing to procure a factory letter authenticating a Single- 
Action Army should do so by writing to: COLT HISTORIAN, P.O. 
BOX 1868, HARTFORD, CT 06101 . There is a charge of $50 per 
serial number for this service. If Colt cannot provide the desired 
information, $10 will be refunded. Enclose the Colt model name, serial 
number, and your name and address, along with the check. 
NOTE: A surprising number of Colt pistols are still found in their 
original boxes, even older models. This can add 100 percent to the 
value of the pistol. As a rule of thumb nickel guns will bring a deduc- 
tion of 20 percent to 30 percent. For revolvers with 4.75" barrels add 
10 percent to 15 percent. For checkered grips add 20 percent. 



COLT ANTIQUE SINGLE-ACTION 
ARMY REVOLVER 

1st Year Production "Pinched Frame" 1873 Only 

It is necessary to categorize this variation on its own. This is one of the 
rarest and most interesting of all the SAAs — not to mention that it is 
the first. On this model the top strap is pinched or constricted approxi- 
mately one-half inch up from the hammer to form the rear sight. The 
highest surviving serial number having this feature is #156, the lowest 
# 1 . From these numbers, it is safe to assume that the first run of SAAs 
were all pinched-frame models; but there is no way to tell how many 
there were, since Colt did not serial number the frames in the order 
that they were manufactured. An educated guess would be that there 
were between 50 and 150 pinched frame guns in all and that they were 
all made before mid-July 1873. The reason for the change came about 
on the recommendation of Capt. J.R. Edie, a government inspector 
who thought that the full fluted top strap would be a big improvement 
in the sighting capabilities of the weapon. The barrel length of the first 
model is 7.5"; the standard caliber, .45 Colt; and the proper grips were 
of walnut. The front sight blade is German silver. Needless to say, this 
model will rarely be encountered; and if it is, it should never be pur- 
chased without competent appraisal.

Early Military Model 1873-1877 

The serial number range on this first run of military contract revolvers 
extends to #24000. The barrel address is in the early script style with 
the # symbol preceding and following. The frame bears the martial 
marking "US," and the walnut grips have the inspector's cartouche 
stamped on them. The front sight is steel as on all military models; the 
barrel length, 7.5". The caliber is .45 Colt, and the ejector rod head is 
the bull's-eye or donut style with a hole in the center of it. The finish 
features the military polish and case colored frame, with the remainder 
blued. Authenticate any potential purchase; many spurious examples 
have been noted.

The Civilian Model has a higher degree of polish than 
is found on the military models, and the finish on these early models 
could be plated or blued with a case colored frame. This model also 
has a script barrel address. The grips are standard one-piece walnut. 
Ivory-grip models are worth a premium.

.44 Rimfire Model 1875-1880 

This model was made to fire the .44 Henry Rimfire cartridge. It was to 
be used as a compatible companion sidearm to the Henry and Win- 
chester 1866 rifles that were used extensively during this era. However, 
this was not the case; and the .44 Rimfire was doomed to economic 
failure as soon as it appeared on the market. By that time, it had 
already been established that large-caliber centerfire cartridges were 
a good deal more efficient than their rimfire counterparts. The large- 
caliber rimfires were deemed obsolete before this Colt ever hit the mar- 
ket. The result of this was that Colt's sales representatives sold most 
of the production to obscure banana republics in South and Central 
America, where this model received much abuse. Most had the original 
7.5" barrels cut down; and nearly all were denied even the most basic 
maintenance, making the survival rate of this model quite low. All 
this adds to its desirability as a collector's item and makes the risk of 
acquiring a fake that much greater. This model is unique in that it was 
the only SAA variation to have its own serial number range, starting 
with #1 and continuing to #1892, the latest known surviving specimen. 
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The block style barrel markings were introduced during this produc- 
tion run. At least 90 of these revolvers were converted by the factory to 
.22 rimfire, and one was shipped chambered for .32 rimfire.

Artillery Model 1895-1903 

A number of "US" marked SAAs were returned either to the Colt 
factory or to the Springfield Armory, where they were altered and 
refinished. These revolvers have 5.5" barrels and any combination of 
mixed serial numbers. They were remarked by the inspectors of the era 
and have a case colored frame and a blued cylinder and barrel. Some 
have been noted all blued within this variation. This model, as with the 
other military marked Colts, should definitely be authenticated before 
purchase. Some of these revolvers fall outside the 1898 antique cutoff 
date that has been established by the government and, in our experi- 
ence, are not quite as desirable to investors. They are generally worth 
approximately 20 percent less.

Frontier Six-Shooter 1878-1882 

Several thousand SAAs were made with the legend "Colt's Frontier Six 
Shooter" acid-etched into the left side of the barrel instead of being 
stamped. This etching is not deep, and today collectors will become 
ecstatic if they discover a specimen with mere vestiges of the etched 
panel remaining. These acid-etched SAAs are serial numbered #45000- 
#65000. They have various barrel lengths and finishes, but all are 
chambered for the .44-40 caliber.

Flattop Target Model 1888-1896 

This model is highly regarded and sought after by collectors. It is not 
only rare (only 925 manufactured) but is an extremely attractive and 
well-finished variation. It is chambered for 22 different calibers from 
.22 rimfire to .476 Eley. The .22 rimfire, .38 Colt, .41, and .45 Colt are 
the most predominant chamberings. The 7.5" barrel length is the most 
commonly encountered. 

The serial number range is between #127000-# 162000. Some have 
been noted in higher ranges. The finish is all blued, with a case colored 
hammer. The checkered grips are either hard rubber or walnut. The 
most readily identifying feature of the flattop is the lack of a groove in 
the top strap and the sight blade dovetailed into the flattop. The front 
sight has a removable blade insert. The values given are for a standard 
production model chambered for the calibers previously mentioned 
as being the most common. It is important to have other calibers indi- 
vidually appraised as variance in values can be quite extreme. 




Sheriff's or Storekeeper's Model 1882-1898 

This model was manufactured with a short barrel (2.5"-4.75"). Most 
have 4" barrels. It features no ejector rod or housing, and the frame is

Bisley Model 1894-1915 

This model was named for the target range in Great Britain, where 
their National Target Matches were held since the nineteenth century. 
The model was designed as a target revolver with an odd humped-back 
grip that was supposed to better fill the hand while target shooting. It 
is also easily identified by the wide low profile hammer spur, wide trig- 
ger, and the name "Bisley" stamped on the barrel. The Bisley produc- 
tion fell within the serial number range #165000-#331916. There were 
44,350 made. 

It was offered in 16 different chamberings from .32 Colt to .455 Eley. 
The most common calibers were .32-20, .38-40, .41, .44-40, and .45 
Colt. The barrel lengths are 4.75", 5.5", and 7.5". The frame and ham- 
mer are case-colored; the remainder, blued. Smokeless powder models 
produced after 1899 utilized the push-button cylinder pin retainer. The 
grips are checkered hard rubber. This model was actually designed with 
English sales in mind; and though it did sell well over there, American 
sales accounted for most of the Bisley production. The values we pro- 
vide here cover the standard calibers and barrel lengths. Rare calibers 
and/or other notable variations can bring greatly fluctuating values, 
and qualified appraisals should be secured in such cases.

Bisley Model Flattop Target 1894-1913 

This model is quite similar to the Standard Bisley Model, with the 
flattop frame and dovetailed rear sight feature.

It has an all-blued finish with case-colored ham- 
mer only and is available with a 7.5" barrel. Smokeless powder models 
produced after 1899 utilized the push-button cylinder pin retainer. The 
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calibers are the same as the standard Bisley. Colt manufactured 976 of 
these revolvers. The advice regarding appraisal would also apply.

Standard Civilian Production Models 1876-1898 

This final designated category for the black powder or antique SAAs 
includes all the revolvers not previously categorized. They have barrel 
lengths from 4.75". 5.5". and 7.5" and are chambered for any one of 30 
different calibers. The finishes could be blued, blued and case colored, 
or plated in nickel, silver, gold, or combinations thereof. Grips could 
be walnut, hard rubber, ivory, pearl, stag, or bone. The possibilities are 
endless. The values given here are for the basic model, and we again 
strongly advise securing qualified appraisal when not completely sure 
of any model variation.

The 
arbitrary cutoff date of 1898 has been established, and any weapon 
made prior to this date is considered an antique and, as such, not 
subject to the restraints placed on collectors and dealers by the Gun 
Control Act of 1968. This is important because firearms falling into 
this category will usually bring higher values due to the demand by 
pure investors who do not relish paperwork on collectible investments. 
There will be those who disagree with me on this line of reasoning, but 
my experience tells me that it is correct.

Standard Production Prewar Models 

The 1899 cutoff has been thoroughly discussed, but it is interest- 
ing to note that the actual beginning production date for smokeless 
models was 1900. The Prewar Colts are, all in all, quite similar to the 
antiques — the finishes, barrel lengths, grips, etc. Calibers are also simi- 
lar, with the exception of the obsolete ones being dropped and new 
discoveries added. The most apparent physical difference between the 
smokeless powder and black powder models is the previously discussed 
method of retaining the cylinder axis pin. The prewar Colts utilized the 
spring-loaded button through the side of the frame. The black powder 
models utilized a screw in the front of the frame. The values we furnish 
for this model designation are for these standard models only. The 
serial number range on the prewar SAAs is 175001-357859. Note that 
any variation can have marked effects on value fluctuations, and quali- 
fied appraisal should be secured.

Strange as it may seem, the Colt Company has an apparent credo they 
followed to never throw anything away. That credo was never more 
evident than with this model. These Long Flute Cylinders were actu- 
ally left over from the model 1878 Double-Action Army Revolvers. 
Someone in the hierarchy at Colt had an inspiration that drove the 
gunsmiths on the payroll slightly mad: to make these cylinders fit the 
SAA frames. There were 1,478 of these Long Flutes manufactured. 
They are chambered for the .45 Colt, .38-40, .32-20, .41 Colt, and the 
.44 Smith & Wesson Special. They were offered in the three standard 
barrel lengths and were especially well-polished, having what has been 
described as Colt's "Fire Blue" on the barrel and cylinder. The frame 
and hammer are case colored. They are fitted with checkered hard rub- 
ber grips and are particularly fine examples of Colt's craft.

COLT POSTWAR SINGLE-ACTION

Standard Postwar Model 1956-1975 

In 1956 the shooting and gun-collecting fraternity succeeded in con- 
vincing Colt that there was a market for a re-introduced SAA. The 
revolver was brought back in the same external configuration. The 
only changes were internal. The basic specifications as to barrel length 
and finish availability were the same. The calibers available were .38 
Special, .357 Magnum, .44 Special, and .45 Colt. The serial number 
range of the re-introduced 2nd Generation, as it is sometimes known, 
Colt is #000ISA-73000SA. Values for the standard postwar Colts are 
established by four basic factors: caliber (popularity and scarcity), 
barrel length, finish, and condition. Shorter barrel lengths are gener- 
ally more desirable than the 7.5". The .38 Special is the rarest caliber, 
but the .45 Colt and .44 Special are more sought after than the .357 
Magnum. Special feature revolvers, such as the 350 factory-engraved 
guns produced during this period, must be individually appraised. The 
ivory situation in the world today has become quite a factor, as ivory 
grips are found on many SAAs. We will attempt to take these factors 
into consideration and evaluate this variation as accurately and clearly 
as possible. Remember as always, when in doubt secure a qualified 
appraisal.

Sheriff's Model 1960-1975 

Between 1960 and 1975, there were approximately 500 Sheriff's Models 
manufactured. They have 3" barrels and no ejector rod assemblies. The 
frames were made without the hole for the ejector rod to pass through. 
They were blued, with case colored frames; 25 revolvers were nickel- 
plated and would bring a sizable premium if authenticated. The barrels 
are marked "Colt Sheriff's Model." The serial number has an "SM" 
suffix. They are chambered for the .45 Colt cartridge.

Buntline Special 1957-1975 

The "Buntline Special" was named after a dime novelist named Ned 
Buntline, who supposedly gave this special long barrel revolver to Wy- 
att Earp. The story is suspected to be purely legend as no Colt records 
exist to lend it credence. Be that as it may, the Colt factory decided to 
take advantage of the market and produced the 12" barreled SAA from 
1957-1974. There were approximately 3,900 manufactured. They are 
chambered for the .45 Colt cartridge and are offered in the blued and 
case colored finish. Only 65 Buntlines are nickel-plated, making this an 
extremely rare variation that definitely should be authenticated before 
purchase. Walnut grips are the most commonly noted, but they are also 
offered with the checkered hard rubber grips. The barrels are marked 
on the left side "Colt Buntline Special .45."

New Frontier 1961-1975 

The New Frontier is readily identified by its flattop frame and adjust- 
able sight. It also has a high front sight. Colt manufactured approxi- 
mately 4,200 of them. They are chambered for the .357 Magnum, .45 
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Colt, .44 Special (255 produced), and rarely (only 49 produced) in .38 
Special. A few were chambered for the .44-40 cartridge. The 7.5" barrel 
length is by far the most common, but the 4.75" and 5.5" barrels are 
also offered. The standard finish is case colored and blued. Nickel-plat- 
ing and full blue are offered but are rarely encountered. Standard grips 
are walnut. The barrel is stamped on the left side "Colt New Frontier 
S.A.A." The serial has the "NF" suffix.

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COLT THIRD GENERATION 
SINGLE-ACTION ARMY 1976-1981 

In 1976 Colt made some internal changes in the SAA. The external 
configuration was not altered.

Berdan Single-Shot Rifle 

This is a scarce rifle on today's market. There were approximately 
30,200 manufactured, but nearly 30,000 of them were sent to Russia. 
This rifle was produced from 1866-1870. It is a trapdoor-type action 
chambered for .42 centerfire. The standard model has a 32.5" barrel; 
the carbine, 18.25". The finish is blued, with a walnut stock. This rifle 
was designed and the patent held by Hiram Berdan, Commander of 
the Civil War "Sharpshooters" Regiment. This was actually Colt's first 
cartridge arm. The 30,000 rifles and 25 half-stocked carbines that were 
sent to Russia were in Russian Cyrillic letters. The few examples made 
for American sales have Colt's name and Hartford address on the bar- 
rel. 
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Colt-Franklin Military Rifle 

This is a rifle that was not a successful venture for Colt. The patents 
were held by William B. Franklin, a vice-president of the company. 
This was a bolt-action rifle with a primitive, gravity-fed box magazine. 
It is chambered for the .45-70 government cartridge, has a 32.5" bar- 
rel, and is blued, with a walnut stock. The rifle has the Colt Hartford 
barrel address and is stamped with an eagle's head and U.S. inspectors 
marks.

Double-Barrel Rifle

Model 1877 "Lightning" and "Thunderer" 

The Model 1877 was Colt's first attempt at manufacturing a double- 
action revolver. It shows a striking resemblance to the Single-Action 
Army. Sales on this model were brisk, with over 1 66,000 produced be- 
tween 1877 and 1909. Chambered for two different cartridges, the .38 
Colt, known as the "Lightning", and .41 Colt, as the "Thunderer." The 
standard finishes are blued, with case-colored frame and nickel plate.

The Colton Manufacturing Co. provided Sears with its first American- 
made hammerless house brand double. Sears advertised their sidelock 



hammerless gun as "the equal of any gun made, regardless of price" 
in their 1900 Fall catalog No. 1 10. There were four models: three side- 
plated boxlock-types and a unique unitized coil spring driven striker 
assembly version. All these, especially the latter, were designed to be 
mass produced. Many of the distinctive sidelock-within-a-sideplated 
model were produced but they are seldom seen today either because 
they were used-up or did not hold up well and were scrapped. Sears 
replaced Colton with the more traditional design Fryberg gun in 1902. 
Values depend on grade. There appear to be a least two levels of qual- 
ity and condition ranging from $300 to $1,500. Colton-marked guns 
are scarce.

COOK & BROTHER 
RIFLES AND CARBINES 

New Orleans 

In early 1861, Ferdinand WC. Cook and his brother, Francis L. Cook, 
both English emigres, joined to form Cook & Brother in New Orleans 
to manufacture rifles and carbines following the English PI 853 series 
for the newly seceded state of Louisiana and its neighbors. Between 
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June 1861 and the federal occupation of New Orleans in April 1862, 
this firm produced about 200 cavalry and artillery carbines and about 
1000 rifles. Having successfully moved the armory's machinery before 
federal occupation, the firm continued manufacture of rifles in Selma, 
Alabama, during 1862, probably completing another 1,000 rifles with 
the New Orleans lock markings from the parts brought with them. 
Re-established in Athens, Georgia, in early 1863, the firm continued to 
build both carbines and rifles, manufacturing more than 5,500 above 
the New Orleans production through 1864. The firm's products were 
clearly among the best small arms made within the Confederacy.

The company made good quality inexpensive single and double-barrel 
shotguns at its Norwich works, beginning about 1892. It was bought 
by H&D Folsom of New York City, large importers and distributors 
of firearms and sporting goods, so they could add an American-made 
sidelock hammer, side-by-side to their extensive range of imported 
guns. The Crescent guns were offered in 12, 16, 20, and 28 gauges and 
later, 44XL shot caliber with Damascus twist laminated or Armory 
steel barrels depending on the shooter's wants. In 1898 VL&D said 
these were the best American hammer guns in the market for the 
money. 

Huge quantities of these "Hardware Guns" were produced in a pro- 
fusion of private brands as well as in Folsom's house brand "American 
Gun Co. of NY." In 1922 the Crescent brand replaced the "American 
Gun Co. of NY" and can be found on many thousands of doubles. In 
1905 Crescent's first hammerless sidelock was introduced as the Ameri- 
can Gun Co. "Knickerbocker" Model No. 6. This very popular model 
became the Crescent "Peerless" No. 6 in 1922. In 1928 it became the 
Crescent "Empire" No. 60 and in 1931 the Crescent-Davis "New Em- 
pire" No. 88, "New Empire" No. 9, and "Empire" No. 9. 

Crescent was bought by J. Stevens Arms Co., Division of Savage 
Arms Corp. about 1930. It was merged with Davis- Warner Arms Corp. 
successors to N.R. Davis & Sons Co. and became Crescent-Davis Arms 
Corp. In 1932 the operation was moved to the Stevens plant at Spring- 
field, Mass. where some sidelock doubles were assembled, Crescent- 
Davis brand guns remained in Steven's full line catalog until 1941 but 
from 1937 to 1941 the doubles sold in the C-D brand were on either 
Stevens or Davis boxlock frames.

William Hastings Davenport's company also made and marked 
double-barrel, visible hammer guns in Providence, R.I. on Orange 
St., 1880-1882 and in Norwich, Conn. ca. 1890-1909. All are monbloc 
designs of which there were four models. The 1st model made at Provi- 
dence, ca. 1881, had hammers rising out of the boxlock frame. The 2nd 
model, made in Norwich, Conn, about 1898, is a typical boxlock. The 
3rd model made in Norwich, Conn., ca. 1909, has small sidelocks set 
in larger boxlock frames. Its barrels have unnotched extensions and 
notched underlugs. The 4th model, also from Norwich, possibly made 
after the 1901 takeover by Hopkins & Allen, also has sidelocks set in 
boxlock frames but the barrels have half moon lugs and notched bar- 
rel extensions. Few Davenport doubles are seen although single barrel 
guns are often found.

HENRY DERINGER 
RIFLES AND PISTOLS

Henry Deringer Sr. and his son, Henry Jr., were well established in 
Philadelphia by the close of the War of 1812, having made both sport- 
ing and military rifles at that place since the turn of the century. Henry 
Jr. continued in the gun trade until the outbreak of the American Civil 
War, primarily producing flintlock and percussion military rifles, at 
least 2,500 "Northwest guns" and 1,200 rifles for the Indian trade, a 
few percussion martial pistols, but most importantly the percussion 
pocket pistols that became so popular that they took on his misspelled 
name as a generic term, the "derringers."

From the extra parts, Deringer 
is thought to have assembled several hundred extra pistols, some of 
which he rifled. The latter bring a premium, even though quantities 
remain enigmatic.

Incorporated in 1873, this firm produced repeating rifles based upon 
patents issued to Warren R. Evans (1868-1871) and later George F. 
Evans (1877, 1878 and 1879). The most distinctive feature of these 
arms is that they used a butt magazine operating on the principle of an 
Archimedean screw. Distributed by Merwin, Hulbert & Company, as 
well as Schuyler, Hartley & Graham, Evans rifles met with some suc- 
cess. One of their earliest advocates was William F. Cody (Buffalo Bill). 
The company ceased operations in 1879, after approximately 15,000 
arms had been made. 

Lever-Action Rifle 

This rifle is totally unique for a number of reasons. It holds the most 
rounds of any repeating rifle that did not have a detachable maga- 
zine, with capacities up to 38 rounds on some models. This rifle was 
chambered for its own cartridge — the .44 Evans of which there were 
two versions: a 1" cartridge in the "Old Model" and the "Transition 
Model" and a 1.5" cartridge in the "New Model." The finish on these 
rifles is blued, with nickel-plated levers and buttplates noted on some 
examples. The stocks are walnut. There were approximately 12,250 of 
all models manufactured between 1873 and 1879.

Ferlach, Austria 

Text by Joseph M. Cornell Ph.D., A.M. A. 

The history of gun making in Ferlach began in the early 1500s and 
continues to the present. Today, there are 13 companies making guns in 
this beautiful city of about 5,000 inhabitants, which is located in a re- 
mote corner of southern Austria. These companies make guns that are 
among the world's most beautiful and finest. Their price range, at the 
low end, for a bolt-action rifle is from $5,000 to the high end, for one 
of their high art guns, at $500,000, or perhaps even more. 

These companies are family groupings. Many of these families 
have been making guns for centuries. For them, gun making is an all- 
consuming tradition. Some of the best known of these families, and 
most often encountered in the United States, have names such as Just, 
Hauptmann. Winkler, Michelitsch, Hambrusch, Scheiring, and Boro- 
vnik, etc. Other less well-known makers include Juch, Fanzoj, Glanzig. 
Koschat, Hofer and Zauner. Some of the companies from the past, 
such as Franz Sodia are no longer in business and guns from these 
now extinct companies will be occasionally encountered. But whether 
or not the families are still in business, Ferlach guns are some of the 
most beautiful and remarkable examples of the gunmaker's art that are 
to be found anywhere in the world. A Ferlach gun can be recognized, 
although not always easily, by the following: 
1 . Many times the city name "Ferlach" will be found on the gun. 
Many times a recognizable Ferlach maker's name will be found 
on the guns, such as ones listed above, but not all Ferlach-made 
guns will have a maker's name on the gun. 

3. Ferlach guns are usually made in the typical "German" style. 

4. Ferlach guns usually have a unique type of serial number, which 
contains a two-digit number followed by a period, ".", 

e.g. XX.XXX. This serial number can sometimes by used to 
identify the maker. 

Along with the companies in Ferlach, which make guns, there is also 
a Gunmaker's Consortium, which is owned by 12 of these companies. 
This Consortium provides a variety of services and products for gun 
makers both in Ferlach and in other locations as well. The Consortium 
acts as an engineering and mechanical "Center" that is an essential 
resource for many of the Ferlach gun makers. The Consortium uses 
three basic types of the steel to make the barrels: Boehler Antinit, Blitz 
and Super Blitz. The latter allows the thickness of the barrels to be 
reduced to a minimum, thus reducing the gun's final weight. Antinit 
is the most often encountered steel and the least expensive of the steel 
used in Ferlach guns. 

While it is not generally known, many of the makers outside Ferlach, 
who make some of the world's most expensive guns, do not make their 
own barreled actions. They buy the actions and put their names on 
them. This is not true of the Ferlach maker. The actions used in their 
guns, with the exception of bolt-action rifles, are made right there in 
Ferlach by the Consortium and then finished by the individual maker. 
This allows for maximum efficiency and the technical control of the 
guns being made. 
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Ferlach gun makers produce almost all types of hunting weapons; 
these include bolt-action rifles, double rifles, three barreled rifles, drill- 
ings, shotguns, guns combining both rifles and shotguns called "com- 
bination guns", four barreled guns and even five barreled guns. Ferlach 
makers are very talented gunsmiths and as a result not only can they 
make the finest possible guns but they are also able to make guns that 
would be difficult or impossible for other makers to construct. Fur- 
thermore, Ferlach is one of the few centers of gun making in the world 
where it is still possible to order guns in almost any configuration and 
in almost any caliber from the small .22 LR to the .600 nitro express or 
even larger. 

In addition to the companies that manufacture guns. Ferlach is the 
home of many of the world's best engravers. Many of the Ferlach mak- 
ers have in-house engravers but many do not and almost all the compa- 
nies send out work for special situations. A list of some of the engrav- 
ers whose work will be found on Ferlach guns would include names 
such as Krondofer, Mack, Orou, Schaschl, Singer, Maurer, Widmann, 
Stogner, de Florian, Plucher and Obiltschnig. 

Almost all Ferlach guns are "custom" made guns. This makes each 
gun somewhat unique, which makes their valuation difficult. There is, 
however, as with other gunmakers, almost always a relationship be- 
tween quality, complexity of construction, functionality, beauty, rarity 
and value/pricing. 

It is suggested for proper pricing and evaluation of Ferlach-made 
guns that an expert be consulted.

GREAT WESTERN ARMS COMPANY 

A certain amount of confusion surrounds Great Western Arms Com- 
pany firearms. Collectors believe that this company's Colt single-action 
and Remington derringer look-alikes were produced in Italy or Spain 
and imported into the U.S. under the West Coast distributor H.Y. 
Hunter. In fact, all major components were built of the finest alloys 
using investment castings and assembled in Los Angeles, California. 
Great Western offered an extensive variety of combinations of caliber, 
finish, and grips. Auxiliary cylinders were offered as well in the follow- 
ing chambers: .44 Special/.44-40/.44 Magnum, J57/.38 Special and 
.45 ACP/.45 Long Colt. The company made available to its customers 
several grades and styles of engraving. 

During the 10 years that Great Western was in business the quality of 
its firearms was inconsistent due to uncertain management and financ- 
es. This left the company's reputation damaged and allowed Colt and 
Ruger to dominate the single-action market. By 1961 Great Western 
Arms Company was no longer able to compete. Despite the company's 
unstable history there is a small but growing collector interest in these 
firearms. Approximately 22,000 single-action revolvers were built and 
less than 3,500 derringers were manufactured from 1953 to 1961. 

Standard barrel lengths were: 4-3/4, 5-1/2, and 7-1/2 inches. 

Standard calibers were: .38 Special, .357 Magnum, .357 Atomic, .44 
Special, .44-40, .44 Magnum, .45 Long Colt, and .22 Long Rifle. 

Standard finishes were: Case hardened frame and blued barrel and 
cylinder, or all blue finish.

New Haven, Hamden, and East Hartford, Connecticut 

The High Standard Manufacturing Company was established in 1926. 
by Carl Swebilius and Gustave Beck to produce drills and machine 
tools. In 1932, the firm purchased the Hartford Arms & Equipment 
Company (q.v.) and began the manufacture of the latter's Model 1925 
Semi-automatic Pistol as the Hi-Standard Model "B." 

Throughout the High Standard Manufacturing Corporation's busi- 
ness life, its products were highly regarded for both their design and 
quality. While the company was originally located in New Haven, dur- 
ing WWII High Standard operated plants in New Haven and Hamden. 
After the war the operations were consolidated in Hamden. In 1968 the 
company was sold to the Leisure Group, Inc. The Leisure Group sold 
High Standard to High Standard, Inc. in January 1978. A final move 
was made to East Hartford. Connecticut, in 1977 where it remained 
until the doors closed in late 1984. In the spring of 1993 the High 
Standard Manufacturing Co, Inc. of Houston, Texas, acquired the 
company assets and trademarks as well as the .22 Target Pistols. These 
original assets were transfered from Connecticut to Houston, Texas, 
in July 1993. The first shipments of Houston manufactured pistols 
began in March 1994. Prices listed here are separated for both the Con- 
necticut and Houston models. Collectors will pay a premium for the 
Connecticut pistols.

The Ithaca Gun Company was founded by William Henry Baker, 
John VanNatta, and Dwight Mclntyre. Gun production started during 
the latter half of 1883 at an industrial site located on Fall Creek, Itha- 
ca, New York. Leroy Smith joined the company by 1885 and George 
Livermore joined the firm in 1887. By 1894 the company was under the 
exclusive control of Leroy Smith and George Livermore. Many of the 
company's assets were purchased by the Ithaca Acquisition Corpora- 
tion in 1987 and moved to King Ferry, New York, where it operated 
until May, 1996. Ithaca Acquisition's assets were purchased in 1996 by 
the Ithaca Gun Company, LLC and they continue operations to this 
day at the King Ferry site. 

HAMMER MODELS 

Ithaca Baker Model 

The first model produced by the company was designed by W.H. Baker 
and was manufactured from 1883 through 1887. It was offered in 
six grades; Quality A ($35) through Quality F ($200) in either 10 or 
12 gauge.

The "New Double Bolted Hammer Gun" 

During 1915, the Ithaca Gun Company replaced the New Ithaca Gun 
with a model it referred to as "our new model two bolt hammer gun." 
The new hammer gun had coil springs powering the external hammers. 
The "two bolt" lock up was accomplished by a bottom bolt and by the 
top lever engagement with the rear nub of the rib extension. Lower 
grade models were marked on both sides of the frame with a setter dog 
and the logo, "Ithaca Gun Co."The 1915 catalog is the last year ham- 
mer guns were advertised but the old records indicate a few were sold 
as late as 1919. 

Grades offered were X, A, AA, B, C, D, and E. The 1915 catalogue 
advertised a price of $29 for an A Quality model and $150 for the 
elaborately engraved Quality E. All grades were available in 10, 12, 
and 16 gauges. Like the New Ithaca Gun, grades above Quality B are 
seldom encountered, and an expert appraisal is recommended. Sixteen 
gauge guns command a 30 percent price premium. The extremely rare 
20 gauge model requires an expert appraisal.

HAMMERLESS MODELS 

The first hammerless Ithaca gun was introduced in 1888. All Ithaca 
double guns were discontinued in 1948. 

The gauge and grade can usually be found on the left front corner of 
the water table of the frame, the serial number is usually found on the 
right side of the same water table, on the barrel flats, and on the forend 
iron. 

Crass Model 

The Crass Model, named after Ithaca's Frederick Crass who designed 
it, was introduced in 1888. It was offered in Quality 1 through Quality 
7. The Quality IP. a model with no engraving, was introduced in 1898. 
The Crass Model underwent three major frame redesigns before it 
was discontinued during 1901 . The gun was available in 10, 12, and 16 
gauge. Automatic ejectors were introduced in 1893 and were available 
in any quality gun at extra cost. 

NOTE: Sixteen gauge guns will command a 20 percent price premium. 
Guns above Quality 4 are seldom encountered, and an expert appraisal

Lewis Model

Minier Model 

The Minier Model, named after Ithaca"s David Minier, was introduced 
in 1906 and was available through 1908. It was offered in Qualities 
Field through 7 and any grade could be ordered with ejectors. The 
Minier Model was the first Ithaca gun to use coil springs to power the 
internal hammers. This model was triple bolted, e.g., two fastenings at 
the rib extension and the under bolt. Gauges 10, 12, 16, and 20 were 
offered. 

Grades offered: Field, 1, 1 Special, 1-1/2, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7. 
NOTE: Automatic ejectors add $250 to guns below Quality 4. The 
serial number range for the Minier Model is approximately 130000 to 
151000.

Flues Model 

The Flues Model Ithaca gun was built on a three-piece lock mecha- 
nism invented and patented by Emil Flues. Introduced in 1908, it 
remained in production through 1926 when it was replaced by the 
Ithaca New Double. It was offered in gauges 10, 12, 16, 20, and 28. and 
enjoyed the longest production life of any Ithaca double gun. Several 
grades were offered beginning with the Field grade and ending with the 
Sousa Special. The Flues Model had the same bolting system as used 
on the Minier Model. Any grade could have been ordered with auto- 
matic ejectors at extra cost. A single-selective trigger made by the Infal- 
lible Trigger company was offered after 1914 and was the first single 
trigger offered from the company. 

Qualities offered were: Field, 1, 1 Special, 1-1/2, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, and 
Sousa. 

NOTE: Add $200 for factory-ordered single trigger, add $200 for auto- 
matic ejectors on grades lower than Grade 4. Small gauges command a 
price premium. A 20 gauge gun may command up to a 50 percent price 
premium; a 28 gauge field grade perhaps as much as 200 percent. The 
serial number range for the Flues is approximately 175000 to 399000. 
Expert appraisals are recommended on higher-grade, small-gauge 
models as they are seldom encountered.

The New Ithaca Double 

The New Ithaca Double, commonly referred to as the NID, was manu- 
factured from 1926 to 1948. It has the distinction of being the last dou- 
ble gun manufactured by the factory. The NID was bolted by a single 
rotary top bolt and was considered of all Ithaca double guns manu- 
factured up to that time. External cocking indicators were standard 
on all NID models until about 1934, when they were eliminated from 
the design. Selective and non-selective single triggers and automatic 
ejectors were optional at additional costs. A special variation of the 
NID was introduced in 1932 to accommodate 10 gauge 3-1/2" magnum 
ammunition and was named, appropriately, the Magnum 10. All NID 
were available in grades Field, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 7, and Sousa (renamed the 
$1,000 grade after 1936). Gauges Magnum 10, standard 10, 12, 16, 20, 
28, and .410 bore were offered. 

NOTE: Like most collectible double guns, the smaller gauges com- 
mand a price premium over the 12 gauge model. A 16 gauge field grade 
may command a 25 percent price premium, a 20 gauge field grade may 
command up to a 50 percent price premium, and the 28 gauge, and 
.410 caliber field-grade models perhaps as much as 250-300 percent. It 
is recommended that an expert opinion be sought for the valuation of 
high-grade, small-gauge models. Of late, the Magnum 10 gauge model 
also commands a price premium. Few of these guns trade, and the 
advice of an expert appraiser is suggested. Non-selective single trigger 
add $150. Single-selective trigger add $250. Ventilated-rib add $300. 
Automatic ejectors for grade below Grade 4 add $300. Beavertail fore- 
arm add $200. Monte Carlo buttstock add $300.

During 1921, Ithaca Gun, under the name "The Lefever Arms Compa- 
ny, Inc." introduced a line of lower-cost, boxlock guns. See the Lefever 
Arms Company section of this book for prices concerning those guns. 

WESTERN ARMS CORPORATION 

During 1929 the Ithaca Gun Company created the Western Arms 
Corporation, which introduced a new, low-cost double gun. That new 
double gun was named The Long Range Double and it was produced 
in 12, 16, and 20 gauges, and .410 caliber. Twenty gauge guns often 
command a 20 percent premium, a .410 caliber can command up to a 
250 percent premium. This model was last made at the start of World 
War II.

LEFEVERARMSCO. 

Syracuse, New York 
Founded by Dan Lefever, who was a pioneer in the field of breech- 
loading firearms. This company was founded in 1884, with Lefever as 
the president. He was referred to as "Uncle Dan" within the firearms 
industry. He was responsible for many improvements in the double- 
barrel shotgun design. He developed the automatic hammerless system 
in the late 1880s. He also developed a compensating action that al- 
lowed simple adjustments to compensate for action wear. In 1901 he 
was forced out of the company and organized another company — the 
D.M. Lefever, Sons & Company — also in Syracuse. Dan Lefever died 
in 1906, and his new company went out of business. The original 
company was acquired by Ithaca in 1916. They continued to produce 
Lefever guns until 1948. 

Sideplated Shotgun 

A double-barrel, side-by-side shotgun chambered for 10, 12, 16, or 
20 gauge. It was offered with 26", 28", 30", or 32" barrels with vari- 
ous choke combinations. The barrels are either Damascus or fluid 
steel. Damascus guns have become collectible and in better condi- 
tion — very good to excellent — can bring nearly the same price as the 
fluid-steel guns. It features a fractional sidelock because the hammers 
were mounted in the frame and the sears and cocking indicators were 
mounted on the sideplates. After serial number 25,000, the entire lock- 
ing mechanism was frame mounted and only the cocking indicators 
remained on the side plates. Double triggers are standard. The finish is 
blued, with a checkered walnut stock. There are a number of variations 
that differ in the amount of ornamentation and the quality of materi- 
als and workmanship utilized in their construction. Automatic ejectors 
are represented by the letter "E" after the respective grade designation. 
This shotgun was manufactured between 1885 and 1919. We strongly 
recommend that a qualified appraisal be secured if a transaction is 
contemplated.

Be- 
tween then and World War I, they continued to manufacture the same 
sideplate gun that had been made in Syracuse until about 1919 when 
they were discontinued. Prices for those guns are listed above. During 
1921, Ithaca Gun Company, under the name the Lefever Arms Com- 
pany. Inc., introduced a line of lower costs, boxlock guns. Eventually, 
six different models were produced. Ithaca's Lefever guns were pro- 
duced in 12, 16, and 20 gauges, and in .410 bore. Twenty gauge guns 
often command a price premium of 50 percent; a .410 bore gun may 
command up to a 200 percent premium. 

Nitro Special 

A side-by-side, double-barrel shotgun chambered for 12, 16, or 20 

gauge, as well as .410. The barrels were offered in lengths of 26" to 32" 

with various choke combinations. It features a boxlock action with 

double triggers and extractors standard. The finish is blued, with a 

case-colored receiver and a checkered walnut stock. This model was 

manufactured between 1921 and 1948 and, incredible as it may seem, 

its price at introduction was S29.

LEFEVER, D. M., SONS & COMPANY 

Syracuse, New York 

"Uncle Dan" Lefever founded the Lefever Arms Company in 1884. In 
1901 he was forced out of his company and founded the D.M. Lefever, 
Sons & Company. He continued to produce high-grade, side-by-side 
shotguns, but of a totally new boxlock design. There were approxi- 
mately 1,200 shotguns of all variations produced during this period, 
making them extremely rare and difficult to evaluate on a general basis. 
We list the models and average values but strongly suggest securing 
qualified appraisal if a transaction is contemplated.

Ballard Rifles 

Established by John Mahlon Marlin in 1863. Marlin manufactured 
pistols until 1875 when he began production of Ballard rifles. In 1881 
he made his first lever-action repeating rifle for which his company 
became famous. 

The Marlin Firearms Company has the distinction of being the old- 
est family owned firearms company in the United States. 

The Ballard single-shot rifle was invented by C.H. Ballard of Worces- 
ter. Massachusetts. It was patented in 1861. The first of the Ballard 
rifles was manufactured by the Ball and Williams Co. of Worchester, 
Massachusetts. In 1866 Merwin and Bray purchased the firm, calling 
it Merrimack Arms Company, and operated until 1869. when they 
sold it to the Brown Manufacturing Company of New York City. This 
venture took a decidedly negative turn, and in 1 873 mortgage foreclo- 
sure forced the sale to Schoverling and Daly of New York City. These 
gentlemen were arms dealers, not manufacturers, so they entered into 
an agreement with John M. Marlin to produce the Ballard rifle. The 
rifles produced during this period are regarded as some of the finest 
single-shots ever made, and the venture finally became successful. In 
1881 the business became incorporated as the Marlin Firearms Com- 
pany, and the Ballard was produced under this banner until it was dis- 
continued around the year 1891. The popularity of the repeating rifle 
simply eroded the demand for the fine single-shot until it was no longer 
a profitable venture. 

BALL & WILLIAMS BALLARDS 

First Model 

This model was the first Ballard produced. It was introduced in 1861 
and was offered with a 24" or 28" octagonal barrel. The frame is case 
colored, and the barrel is blued. The walnut stock is varnished. The 
major identifying feature of this model is the inside extractor. This was 
the only Ballard that had this feature before Marlin began to manufac- 
ture the rifle in 1875. The barrel is stamped "Ball & Williams/Worches- 
ter, Mass." and "Ballards Patent/Nov. 5, 1861." There were approxi- 
mately 100 manufactured and serial numbered from 1-100.

MARLIN-BALLARD RIFLES 

Commencing in 1875 the Ballard single-shot rifle was made by John 
Marlin for Schoverling and Daly. In 1881 the business was incorpo- 
rated and became the Marlin Firearms Co. All the Ballards made from 
then until 1891, when they were discontinued, were produced under 
this banner. The only real difference in the rifles manufactured during 
these periods was in the markings. The earlier rifles are stamped "J.M. 
Marlin New Haven. Conn. U.S.A./Ballards Patent. Nov. 5, 1861"; and 
the post- 1881 models are stamped "Marlin Firearms Co. New Haven 
Ct. U.S.A./Patented Feb. 9, 1875/Ballards Patent Nov. 5, 1861." The 
major difference between Marlin-made Ballards and the earlier models 
is the inside tang and the internal extractor on the Marlin-made rifles. 
All of the Marlin-made Ballards have an octagonal frame top, and the 
Marlin Firearms Co. models have grooved receiver sides. The standard 
finish on all these later rifles is case colored frames and blued octagonal 
or part-round, part-octagonal barrels. There are many variations in 
these rifles as to types of sights, stock, engraving, and other special or- 
der features-such as barrel lengths, weights, and contours. These rifles 
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must be considered individually and competently appraised. There is 
also the fact that many of these Ballards have been rebarreled and re- 
chambered over the years, as they were known for their shooting ability 
and were used quite extensively. This can seriously affect the value in a 
negative manner unless it can be authenticated that the work was done 
by the likes of Harry Pope or George Schoyen and other noted and 
respected gunsmiths of that era. This can add considerably to the value 
of the rifle. One must approach this model with caution and learn all 
that can be learned before purchasing. 

Ballard Hunters Rifle 

This model resembles the earlier Brown Manufacturing Company 
rifles, and it utilizes many leftover parts acquired by Marlin. It is cham- 
bered for the .32, .38, and .44 rimfire and centerfire and features John 
Marlin's unique reversible firing pin that allows the same gun to use 
both rimfire and centerfire ammunition simply by rotating the firing 
pin in the breechblock. This model still had the external ejector and 
bears the J.M. Marlin markings. There were approximately 500 manu- 
factured in the 1 to 500 serial range. They were produced in 1 875 and 
1876.

MARLIN HANDGUNS 

The first firearm that was manufactured by John M. Marlin was actu- 
ally a derringer-type single-shot that was small enough to be hidden in 
the palm of the hand. From this beginning evolved the company that 
became known for its highly accurate and dependable rifles. The Mar- 
lin Company manufactured handguns up to the turn of the century, 
discontinuing their last and only double-action model in 1899. 



1st Model Derringer 

This was the first handgun produced by Marlin. The barrel is 2-1/16" 
long and pivots to the side for loading. There is a plunger under the 
frame that is depressed to free the barrel. This device is a Ballard pat- 
ent. This pistol is chambered for the .22 rimfire cartridge, and there is 
no extractor. The frame is brass and usually nickel-plated. It has two 
grooves milled beneath the blued barrel. The grips are of rosewood. 
The barrel is stamped "J.M. Marlin, New Haven, Ct." There were ap- 
proximately 2,000 manufactured between 1863 and 1867. They are 
quite scarce on today's market.

J. M. MARLIN STANDARD POCKET REVOLVERS 

In 1872 Marlin began production of its Smith & Wesson look-alike. 
The Manhattan Firearms Company had developed a copy of the 
Model 1 S&W .22 cartridge revolver. In 1 868 the company ceased busi- 
ness, and the revolvers were produced by the American Standard Tool 
Company until their dissolution in 1873. In 1872 Marlin had entered 
into an agreement with this company to manufacture these revolvers, 
which were no longer protected by the Rollin White patent after 1869. 
The Marlin revolvers are similar to those made by American Standard, 
the only real difference being that Marlin grips are of the bird's-head 
round configuration. A contoured grip frame and a patented pawl 
spring mechanism is utilized on the Marlin revolvers. 

Marlin XXX Standard 1872 Pocket Revolver 

This is the first in the series of four Standard model revolvers. It is 
chambered for the .30 caliber rimfire. The earlier model has an octago- 
nal 3-1/8" barrel; and the later, a round 3" barrel. There are round and 
octagonal barrel variations (with unfluted cylinder) and round barrel 
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variations (with short and long fluted cylinders). All of the barrels 
are ribbed and tip up for loading. They have plated brass frames, and 
the barrels are nickel-plated. The bird's-head grips are of rosewood or 
hard rubber, bearing the monogram "M.F.A. Co." inside a star. There 
is a spur trigger. The markings "J.M. Marlin-New Haven Ct." appear 
on the earlier octagonal barreled models. "U.S.A. Pat. July 1. 1873" 
was added to the later round barreled models. All barrels are marked 
"XXX Standard 1872." There were approximately 5,000 of all types 
manufactured between 1872 and 1887.

EARLY PRODUCTION MARLIN RIFLES

This was Marlin's first rifle designed to fire the .22 rimfire and the first 
repeating rifle to accept the .22 Short, Long, and LR cartridges inter- 
changeably. It was also chambered for the .32 rimfire and centerfire. 
The 24" octagonal barrel is standard, with a buckhorn rear and blade 
front sight. The finish is blued with a case colored hammer, lever, and 
buttplate. The stock is plain walnut. The first variation is marked 
"Martin Fire-Arms Co. New Haven, Ct. U.SA./Pat'd Nov.19.1878. 
April 2.1889. Aug. 12 1890" on the barrel, with the solid-topped frame 
marked "Martin Safety."

Model 1893 Lever- Action Rifle 

This model was the first rifle Marlin designed for the then new smoke- 
less powder cartridges. It is chambered for the .25-36, .30-30, .32 
Special, .32-40, and the .38-55. It was offered standard with either a 
round or octagonal barrel, in lengths of 24" to 32". Buckhorn rear and 
blade front sights were also standard. The receiver, lever, hammer, and 
buttplate are case colored, and the rest is blued.

As with all of these early Marlins, many options were offered and, 
when encountered, will drastically alter the value of the particular rifle. 
For this reason we supply the values for the basic model and urge se- 
curing competent appraisal on non-standard specimens.

From 1905-1918 Meriden Fire Arms Co. successor to A.J. Aubrey, 
made 12, 16, and 20 gauge sidelock double-barrel shotguns.

In 
good condition their current values range from $250 for plain Janes to 
$3,500 or more for the top grades, of which few specimens are known.

An Introduction to Merkel Brother's Guns by Dan Sheil 

Merkel Brothers shotgun and rifle makers began production around 

the turn of the century in Suhl, Germany. Merkel made a number of 
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different models but the company was most well known for its over- 
and-under shotgun. It also made bolt-action rifles, side-by-side double 
express rifles, falling block single-shot rifles, side-by-side shotguns, 
drillings, and just about anything in the way of firearms its customers 
desired. 

Perhaps the company's greatest productive era fell between the end of 
World War 1 and the 1950s. During the 1930s most of the live pigeon 
shoots were won with Merkel shotguns. However, there seems to be a 
difference of opinion about when Merkel built its best quality guns. 
This is not an easy question to answer. Most shooters and collectors 
feel that pre- World War II guns are the best examples of Merkel crafts- 
manship. But, in my opinion, some of the finest Merkels I have seen 
were produced immediately after World War II. Outstanding examples 
of Merkel's quality continue to appear up to the construction of the 
Berlin Wall in 1961. 

Another area of controversy is the high grade Merkel 300 series 
shotgun. Many have compared this gun to the Italian and British mak- 
ers and believe it is a mass produced gun. This is not the case because 
all Merkel shotguns are handcrafted and as far as I know barrels will 
not interchange unless they are supplied with the gun from the fac- 
tory. While the 100 and 200 series guns may be mass produced, the 300 
series is not. and that is easy to determine by looking at the serial num- 
ber together with the date stamped on the barrel. Very few 300 series 
guns were produced in a given period. 

In terms of durability, strength, and reliability, there is not an over- 
and-under shotgun that is built as strong as the Merkel. It has two 
Kersten style locking lugs on the upper barrel that fit into the face of 
the receiver while the bottom has two under lugs that give the gun a 
rugged four position locking system. I don't think I have ever heard of 
a Merkel being sent back to the gunmaker or a gunsmith to have the 
frame tightened. It just is not necessary; the guns will not shoot loose. 

With respect to value, the Merkel over-and-under guns have been 
sleepers in the gun industry for a number of years. Until recently they 
have not brought the price that they deserve. I am specifically talking 
about the 300 series; the 303 Luxus and the 304. Generally speaking all 
of the special order Merkel over-and-under shotguns have done well. I 
think the shooting public will begin to recognize the quality and crafts- 
manship built into every one of these fine guns. 

One last comment regarding special order Merkels and the compa- 
ny's reputation for building just about anything the customer wanted. 
It is impossible to cover all of the variations that the company pro- 
duced in its long history, but the buyer should be aware that he may 
encounter some different and uncataloged Merkels along the way. 

In August 1993 Merkel Brothers declared bankruptcy. The assets of 
the company were reportedly purchased by Steyr. GSI, Inc. Trussville, 
Alabama currently imports Merkel guns. 
NOTE: Merkel is now owned by Heckler & Koch. 
Editor's Comment: The following Merkel gun prices are based on ei- 
ther one or two factors. First, they are no longer in production or sec- 
ond that the guns were built prior to the Berlin Wall, which generally 
bring a premium. An additional factor was introduced in 1994 when 
the factory began to use an alpha numeric serial number system. This 
new system dates the guns from 1994. The prices listed for new Merkels 
are influenced by the value of the dollar to the German Mark.

MERWIN HULBERT & CO. 

New York, New York

Merwin Hulbert & Co., New York City. Founder Joseph Merwin had 
previously been involved in Merwin & Bray. Merwin Hulbert & Co. or 
its principals were also involved in Phoenix Rifle, Evans Rifle Compa- 
ny, American Cartridge Company, and Hopkins & Allen of Norwich, 
CT Most Merwin Hulbert revolvers will be marked with the Hopkins 
& Allen name, in addition to Merwin Hulbert. They were made for a 
fairly brief period, with most production apparently taking place dur- 
ing the 1870s & early 1880s. 

There has been some confusion over a classification system for MH 
revolvers. The system adopted here is based on the distinctions listed in 



Art Phelps' book. The Story of Merwin Hulbert & Co. Firearms. We 
believe this is the first time the Phelps system has been adapted to a list 
format. 

LARGE-FRAME MERWIN HULBERT SIXGUNS 

There has been a marked increase in interest in Merwin Hulbert & Co. 
over the past decade, with many coming to recognize them as one of 
the pre-eminent makers of large-frame revolvers used in the American 
West. Total production of large-frame revolvers has been estimated at 
a few thousand by some sources. However, the frequency with which 
they are encountered suggests possibly greater production. 

MH used a unique system of opening, loading & unloading their 
revolvers which was supposed to allow selective ejection of spent shells, 
leaving remaining cartridges in place. A latch on the bottom of the 
frame is pushed toward the rear of the gun, and the barrel and cylinder 
are rotated to the right (clockwise, as viewed from the rear of the re- 
volver) 90 degrees. The barrel and cylinder are then pulled forward, far 
enough to allow empty brass to fall free. This system required excep- 
tional quality machining, and some modern authorities are on record 
as considering the Merwin Hulbert to have the finest workmanship of 
all revolvers of the era. 

All are .44 caliber 6-shot large-frame revolvers. Beyond that, to fully 
identify a large-frame Merwin Hulbert, you must specify the following: 

1 . MODEL DESIGNATION — First Model has an open top and 
scoop flutes, round barrel, and two small screws above the trigger 
guard. Second Model is similar to the first, except with only one 
screw above the trigger guard. Third Model has a top-strap with 
standard flutes and a round barrel. Fourth Model is similar to the 
third, except that it has a ribbed barrel. The open-top 1st and 2nd 
Models seem to be more sought after. The 4th Model is rare, and 
will bring a premium from a serious Merwin collector. 

2. FRONTIER ARMY or POCKET ARMY — Frontier Army 
models have a square butt, and were made in 1st through 4th mod- 
els. Pocket Army models have a bird's-head butt with a pointed 
extension with lanyard hole, and are found in 2nd or 3rd Model 
configuration. Generally, the Frontier Army will bring more than the 
Pocket Army. 

3. SINGLE-ACTION or DOUBLE-ACTION — The topstrap models, 
3rd and 4th, were manufactured in both single-action and double-ac- 
tion. The single-action models tend to bring more. 

4. BARREL LENGTH — Standard barrel length on the Frontier 
Army 1st, 2nd, & 3rd Models is 7", with a 5-1/2" barrel common on 
the 4th Model. Standard barrel length on the Pocket Army was a 
more "pocket-sized" 3-1/2". However, somewhat ironically, bird's- 
head butt models marked "Pocket Army" were also produced with 
full length 7" barrels. Generally, these longer barrels will bring a bit 
more than the shorter ones. 

5. CALIBER — Most common is .44-40 (designated "Winchester Cali- 
bre 1873"). Merwins were also chambered for .44 Merwin Hulbert 
(somewhat similar to the S&W .44 American cartridge), and .44 
Russian. The less common calibers may bring a small premium from 
serious Merwin collectors. 

6. FOREIGN COPIES — The Merwin Hulbert design was relatively 
widely copied during the period of use, particularly in Spain. It 
seems that much of this production may have gone to Mexico, and 
some found their way to the U.S. Although these Spanish copies may 
bear markings such as "System Merwin Hulbert" or other usage of 
the words "Merwin Hulbert", they generally will not be found with 
the Hopkins & Allen marking. Spanish firms making Merwin copies 
included Orbea Hermanos and Anitua y Charola. These Spanish 
copies may bring half or less of what an original Merwin will bring, 
and it can sometimes take a fairly experienced eye to tell the differ- 
ence. 

7. ENGRAVING — Special order engraving was available, and it was 
usually executed in a distinctive and colorful "punch dot" style, 
which has come to be associated with Merwins (although it is oc- 
casionally encountered on other makes of firearms). For a long 
time, this style was somewhat dismissed as a bit crude and lacking 
in artistry. However, a new appreciation of Merwin engraving has 
emerged, and factory engraved pieces will bring a significant pre- 
mium. Often, a panel scene depicts an animal, object, or landmark. 
These panel scenes have an almost "folk art" quality to them, and 
will enhance the value further. Engraved Merwins are sometimes 
encountered with the engraving filled with colored enamel, quite 
rare, and, if original, this will bring a further premium. 

8. FINISH — The vast majority were nickel plated. Original blued 
guns will bring a premium.

SMALL FRAME MERWIN HULBERT POCKET 
REVOLVERS 

The .32 & .38 centerfire revolvers were manufactured with the unique 
Merwin Hulbert twist-open system, like the large frame revolvers. They 
were often advertised as chambered for the .32 MH & Co. or .38 MH 
& Co. cartridges, but it appears as if these cartridges may have been 
essentially the same as the .32 S&W and .38 S&W rounds. Of course, 
the Merwin Hulbert revolvers were manufactured for the original lower 
pressure black-powder loadings of these cartridges. Saw-handled grip 
frames were standard, although some were manufactured with the 
distinctive Pocket Army type pointed "skullcrusher" bird's-head grip 
frames, and these will generally bring a premium. Most common barrel 



length for most models is 3-1/2", with 5-1/2" barrels somewhat scarcer 
in most models, and 2-3/4" barrels quite scarce and worth a premium. 
A number of police departments purchased small frame Merwin Hul- 
bert revolvers in the late 19th century. Department marked guns will 
bring a premium. Terminology alert — note that the .44 caliber "Pocket 
Army" model is a large-frame, and is listed in the section above. The 
.22 Merwin Hulbert revolver is the only one not to use the MH twist- 
open system. It is, instead, a tip-up revolver closely resembling the 
S&W Model One.

Two of the firm's principle officers 
were Samuel and William Syms (formerly of Blunt & Syms) and it is 
believed that they were responsible for production. Curiously, although 
most Metropolitan pistols were produced during the 1864 to 1866 pe- 
riod, the company itself was not dissolved until 1920.

Also, the prices 
indicated for guns in excellent condition may fluctuate drastically, espe- 
cially in high grade or small bore guns, due to their extreme rarity. 

In addition, uncommon extras such as single triggers, ventilated ribs, 
beavertail forearms, straight-grip stocks, and skeleton steel buttplates 
may add substantial value to an individual gun. Extra sets of factory 
barrels that were installed at the time of delivery will add an average 
of a 30 percent premium. This premium will increase with grade and 
gauge: the higher the grade and smaller the gauge the higher the pre- 
mium.

Editor's Comment: We now have reliable information on the production 
totals of Parker gauges and grades. This information comes from the 
book; The Parker Story by Gunther, Mullins, Parker, Price, and Cote 
(1998). These totals reflect guns built with modern steel barrels only 
and are based on factory records. It is the editor's opinion that while 
production statistics are interesting it is the relative number of guns 
produced in each grade and bore that are the most significant.

ATF advised this writer that it cannot be 
classified as a "curio or relic," because it is an antique firearm (manu- 
factured in or before 1898) that fires fixed shotgun ammunition that is 
currently available in ordinary commercial channels. ATF classifies this 
firearm as a shortbarreled shotgun under the NFA, which requires pay- 
ment of a $200 tax on each ownership transfer; it is unclear whether it 
qualifies as an "any other weapon" (and $5 transfer tax) if unaccompa- 
nied by a shoulder stock. 

John B. McClernan's article, "The Remington Combination Pistol- 
Shotgun" (in The Canadian Journal of Arms Collecting, Vol. 5, No. 1, 
1967, pages 112), contains the most published information about this 
firearm at this time. He reports the barrel length is 1 1 .75", with "no 
rear sight nor any sign of milling or drilling for a rear sight [and] has 
[an] original brass pin front sight." The outside diameter at the joint 
with the receiver is .843" and .406" at the opposite end. The pistol's 
overall length is 18.25" and 27.5" with the shoulder stock attached. The

The first Sharps rifles to be manufactured were made by A.S. Nip- 
pes of Mill Creek, Pennsylvania. Later they were made by Robbins & 
Lawrence of Windsor, Vermont. It was not until 1855 that Sharps es- 
tablished his own factory in Hartford, Connecticut. After his death in 
1874, the company was reorganized as the Sharps Rifle Company and 
remained in Hartford until 1876 when it moved to Bridgeport, Con- 
necticut. It effectively ceased operations in 1880. 
NOTE: Sharps rifles and carbines were produced in an almost endless 
variety. Collectors should note that particular features and calibers can 
drastically affect the value of any given Sharps. They are, therefore, 
strongly advised to read: Frank Sellers, Sharps Firearms (North Hol- 
lywood, California: 1978). 

The following descriptions are just a brief guide and are by no means 
exhaustive. Be advised that single-shot rifles will have a higher value in 
the western U.S. than in the eastern U.S.

SMITH & WESSON 

Springfield, Massachusetts 

By Roy G. Jinks, Smith & Wesson Historian 
Smith & Wesson was founded by two men who shared the dream of 
developing a new type of firearm - one capable of being fired repeat- 
edly without the annoyance of having to reload it using loose powder, 
balls, and a primer. Their idea was to direct the firearms makers out of 
the era of muzzleloading, which had dominated the firearms industry 
since the invention of hand cannons in the 14th century. 
Their dream became a reality when Horace Smith and Daniel B. Wes- 
son formed their first partnership in 1852 to manufacture a lever-action 
pistol incorporating a tubular magazine and firing a fully self-con- 
tained cartridge. This new repeating pistol could be fired as rapidly as 
an individual could operate the lever that loaded the pistol and cocked 
the hammer, making it ready to be fired. The firing power of this 
lever-action pistol was so impressive that, in 1854 when the gun was 
reviewed by Scientific America, it was nicknamed the Volcanic since to 
the reviewer the rapid-fire sequence appeared to have the force of an 
erupting volcano. 

The original site of the Smith & Wesson Arms Company was in Nor- 
wich, Connecticut, and the company operated in those facilities until 
it ran into financial difficulties in 1854. In the reorganization of the 
company during that year, a new investor, Oliver Winchester, provided 
the additional financial support to continue the manufacture of this 
particular type of pistol. The factory was moved to New Haven, Con- 
necticut, the site of some of Winchester's holdings, and at this time the 
name was changed to Volcanic Repeating Arms Company and Smith 
& Wesson sold the majority of their interests. It is interesting to note 
that this early company continued to develop using the original Smith 
& Wesson patents and emerged in 1866 as the Winchester Repeating 
Arms Company. 

Horace Smith and D.B. Wesson moved from Connecticut to Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, and in 1856 established their company for the 
purpose of manufacturing a revolving pistol that would fire a small 
.22 caliber rimfire cartridge, patented by the partners in 1854. This 
new rimfire cartridge was the beginning of one of the most famous 
cartridges developed in the world. It was originally called the "Number 
One Cartridge" but today is more commonly known as the .22 rimfire. 
The new revolver was called the Model 1 and it gained immediate pop- 
ularity because of the advantages offered by the new cartridge. In 1859, 
finding that demand could no longer be met in the small 25-man shop, 
Smith & Wesson built a new factory located on Stockbridge Street, 
close to the United States Armory in the center of Springfield, Mas- 
sachusetts. The factory continued in a progressive manner, improving 
on the Model 1, and introducing a larger-frame gun more suitable to 
military and law enforcement use. This revolver was called the Model 2 
and used a .32 rimfire cartridge. 

The demand for the Smith & Wesson product was greatly accelerated 
in 1861 with the advent of the Civil War. In fact, by mid-1862, the de- 
mand for Smith & Wesson products had grown so great that it exceed- 
ed factory capacity, and it was necessary to close the order books and 
only supply products against its heavy backlog. Wartime production 
helped firmly establish Smith & Wesson as one of the leading firearm 
manufacturers in the United States. However, in the post-war depres- 
sion, Smith & Wesson, like many other businesses, suffered severe busi- 
ness curtailments and sales dropped to only a few guns per month. 

By 1 867, the partners realized that a new approach was necessary. 
They had been experimenting with a new design but had lacked the 



necessary market. For this reason, in April 1867, they authorized Hen- 
ry W Hallott to negotiate contracts and establish a market in Europe, 
and sales agencies in England, France, and Germany. One of Hallott's 
first functions was to organize a display of Smith & Wesson arms at 
a major exposition being held in Paris. The display included the total 
product line as well as some of their highly engraved works of art to 
further illustrate the quality craftsmen employed by the firm. 

The Smith & Wesson arms exhibit was extremely popular and many 
nations expressed interest in its products. One of the most important 
persons to view their product line was the Russian Grand Duke Alexis. 
He was so impressed with Smith & Wesson's revolvers that he pur- 
chased several small pistols for himself and his aides. This marketing 
approach proved highly successful and European orders helped to re- 
lieve the effects of the domestic depression. With this new marketplace 
and the increase in sales, Smith & Wesson introduced their first large- 
caliber 44 revolver called the Model 3. 

The Model 3 was a totally new design known as a "top break" re- 
volver that incorporated a fully automatic ejection system allowing 
rapid unloading and reloading of cartridges. 

One of the first customers to receive the Model 3 was the Russian 
military attache, General Gorloff. He promptly sent this sample to 
Russia for evaluation, and it was so well received that in May 1871 the 
Russian government signed a contract for 20.000 Model 3s, paying 
Smith & Wesson in advance with gold. This contract proved to be one 
of many signed with the Russian government but. more significantly, 
it influenced the total market and soon orders poured into the factory 
far exceeding its ability to supply handguns. The Model 3 became 
extremely popular throughout the world and on our own Western fron- 
tier. One of the most interesting notes on the Model 3 appeared in an 
editorial in the Army/Navy Journal shortly after the Custer massacre. 
This article noted that if Custer and his men had been armed with 
Schofield's variation of the Smith & Wesson Model 3, rather than the 
slower-loading Colt Single-Action revolver, they might have possibly 
survived the Indian attack. 

Smith & Wesson continued to grow and in 1880 expanded their line 
by introducing the first group of "double-action" revolvers, the result 
of more than four years of extensive research. 

In 1899, Smith & Wesson developed one of its most famous revolv- 
ers, the .38 Military & Police, which was the predecessor of the Model 
10. This revolver was designed to fire another first, the .38 Smith & 
Wesson Special. 

In the summer of 1914 at the request of the British government, 
Smith & Wesson began development of its first side-swing revolvers in 
.45 caliber. As WWI was engulfing the European continent, England 
needed a supply of service revolvers. Smith & Wesson responded by 
producing more than 75.000 revolvers chambered for the .455 Mark 1 1 
British Service cartridge in slightly more than one year, thus helping to 
provide the British Army with the finest revolver available in the world. 

During the 1930s, Smith & Wesson introduced two more famous 
revolvers, the K-22 Outdoorsman for the competitive shooter and the 
.357 Magnum for the law enforcement officers who needed a powerful 
handgun to continue their fight against crime. The .357 Magnum also 
was significant as it was the beginning of the era of Magnum handguns 
— an important first in the growth of handgunning in the world. 

As it had done in WWI, Smith & Wesson answered the needs of 
WWII's fighting forces, and by 1941 its total plant production was 
geared to supplying arms for the United States and all her allies. By 
March 1945 when WWII production was ended. Smith & Wesson had 
supplied 568.204 .38 military and police revolvers to its close ally Great 
Britain. These revolvers were produced in the British Service caliber of 
.38/200. 

At the close of WWII, Smith & Wesson continued its progressive 
leadership under the management of Mr. C.R. Hellstrom, who became 
president in 1946 and the first person outside the Wesson family to 
serve in this capacity. In 1949, the company moved to a totally new fa- 
cility in Springfield, Massachusetts, where it has continued to expand. 
It introduced the first American-made 9mm double-action pistol called 
the Model 39, followed by the introduction of a gun that has become a 
legend with sportsmen and gun enthusiasts throughout the world, the 
Model 29 .44 Magnum. 

In 1964 Smith & Wesson entered into a completely new era as the 
independently owned company was purchased by Bangor Panta Cor- 
poration. Bangor Panta, recognizing an even greater potential for this 
giant of the firearms field, encouraged the president. WG. Gunn. to 
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further diversify the company. William Gunn succeeded C.R. Hell- 
strom as president in 1963 following the death of Mr. Hellstrom at the 
age of 68. 

Gunn soon purchased other companies to augment Smith & Wes- 
son's line of handgun and handcuff products to further meet the needs 
of the law enforcement and sporting markets. By the 1970s Smith & 
Wesson had increased its products to law enforcement by selling riot 
control equipment, police Identi-Kit identification equipment, night vi- 
sion, breath-testing equipment and leather products. The sporting deal- 
ers were also now able to purchase not only Smith & Wesson handguns 
but ammunition, holsters and long guns, thus allowing them to sell a 
complete line of Smith & Wesson products. 

Even with the expansion of Smith & Wesson's product line in other 
areas, the management in Springfield continued to concentrate on the 
development of new handguns. In 1965 the firm introduced the first 
stainless steel revolver, thus changing again the course of firearms his- 
tory. The 1970s saw the continued development of stainless models and 
a new 15-shot 9mm autoloading pistol called the Model 59 to meet 
the requirement of many law enforcement agencies. Smith & Wesson 
opened the market of police commemorative handguns, allowing de- 
partments to purchase specially designed handguns to commemorate 
department history. These commemoratives helped further establish 
Smith & Wessons's position with law enforcement by providing the 
departments with a memento of their history on a fine-quality Smith & 
Wesson handgun. 

The 1970s saw many significant improvements in Smith & Wesson: 
the further modernization of its manufacturing facilities in Springfield, 
the development of the stainless steel Model 629 .44 Magnum, the 
Model 547 9mm revolver using a special patented extractor system. 
But most important was the development of the Smith & Wesson L 
frame line producing the Models 581, 586, 681, and 686, which had a 
significant impact on both the law enforcement and sporting markets 
to become the most popular new revolver introduced. 

With the new L frame models in the 1980s, Smith & Wesson began 
to consolidate its widely diversified product line by concentrating on 
those lines that were most profitable and beneficial to the company. 
Development was begun on a 9mm autoloading pistol to meet the 
needs of the United States military and a new .45 autoloading pistol 
called the Model 645. 

In January 1984. Lear Siegler Corporation of Santa Monica, Cali- 
fornia, purchased Bangor Panta, thus acquiring Smith & Wesson. Lear 
Siegler, in their evaluation of Smith & Wesson, recognized the fact that 
the company's total strength was in the manufacture and sales of hand- 
guns, handcuffs, and police Identi-Kits. Under Lear's direction. Smith 
& Wesson divested itself of all other unrelated lines to concentrate on 
the product for which they were famous. This further strengthening 
their position in the handgun market by concentrating Smith & Wes- 
son's efforts in providing the highest quality, most innovative designs 
available to handgun users of the world. 

In December 1 986, Lear Siegler Corporation was purchased by 
Forstmann Little & Company in an agreed-upon friendly takeover. 
However. Forstmann Little had no interest in Smith & Wesson. Their 
primary interest was only in Lear Siegler holdings in the automotive 
and aerospace industry. Therefore, they offered Smith & Wesson for 
sale to help finance the takeover of Lear Siegler. For the first time since 
1964, Smith & Wesson was going to be offered for sale on its own mer- 
its as one of the finest handgun manufacturers in the United States. 

The successful bidder for Smith & Wesson was the F.H. Tomkins 
p.l.c. of London, England. 

NOTE: In 2001 Smith & Wesson was purchased by the Saf-T-Hammer 
Corporation, an American company whose executives are former S&W 
executives.

Model 1, 1st Issue Revolver 

This was the first metallic-cartridge arm produced by Smith & Wesson. 
It is a small revolver that weighs approximately 10 oz. and is cham- 
bered for the .22 Short rimfire cartridge. The octagonal barrel is 3.25" 
long. It holds 7 cartridges. The barrel and nonfluted cylinder pivot 
upward upon release of the under the frame. This model has a square 



butt with rosewood grips. The oval brass frame is silver-plated. The 
barrel and cylinder are blued. The barrel is stamped with the company- 
name and address; the patent dates also appear. The sides of the frame 
are rounded on the 1st issue. Other characteristics which distinguish 
the more valuable 1st issue from later issues include a perfectly round 
side plate and a hinged hammer spur. Smith & Wesson manufactured 
approximately 1 1,000 of these revolvers between 1857 and 1860. Since 
this was the first of its kind, it is not difficult to understand the need 
for the number of variations within this model designation. Many 
small improvements were made on the way to the next model.

Similar in appearance to the 1 st Issue this 2nd Issue variation has 
several notable differences that make identification rather simple. The 
sides of the frame on the 2nd Issue are flat not rounded as on the 1st 
Issue. The sideplate is irregular in shape — not round like on the 1st 
Issue. The barrel was 3-3/16" in length. The barrel is stamped "Smith & 
Wesson" while the cylinder is marked with the three patent dates: April

tured approximately 1 15,000 of these revolvers between 1860 and 1868.

These revolvers were slightly defective and 
were sold at a lesser price. They will bring an approximate 100 percent 
premium on today's market.

Model 1-1/2 1st Issue (1-1/2 Old Model) 

This model was the first of the .32-caliber Rimfire Short revolvers 
that S&W produced. It is a larger version of the Model 1 but is physi- 
cally similar in appearance. The Model 1-1/2 was offered with a 3.5" 
octagonal barrel and has a 5-shot nonfiuted cylinder and a square butt 
with rosewood grips. In 1 866 a 4" barrel version was produced for a 
short time. It is estimated that about 200 were sold. The finish is blued 
or nickel-plated.

Model 3 Russian 1st Model 

This model is quite similar in appearance to the American 1st and 2nd 
Model revolvers. S&W made several internal changes to this model 
to satisfy the Russian government. The markings on this revolver are 
distinct; and the caliber for which it is chambered, .44 S&W Russian, is 
different. There were approximately 20,000 Russian-Contract revolvers. 
The serial number range is 1-20000. They are marked in Russian Cy- 
rillic letters. The Russian double-headed eagle is stamped on the rear 
portion of the barrel with inspector's marks underneath it. All of the 
contract guns have 8" barrels and lanyard swivels on the butt. These 
are rarely encountered, as most were shipped to Russia. The com- 
mercial run of this model numbered approximately 4,655. The barrels 
are stamped in English and include the words "Russian Model." Some 
are found with 6" and 7" barrels, as well as the standard 8". There 
were also 500 revolvers that were rejected from the Russian contract 
series and sold on the commercial market.

Model 3 Schofield— Surplus Models 

After the government dropped the Schofield as an issue cavalry side- 
arm, the remaining U.S. inventory of these revolvers was sold off as 
military surplus. Many were sold to National Guard units; and the 
remainder were sold either to Bannerman's or to Schuyler, Hartley & 
Graham, two large gun dealers who then resold the guns to supply the 
growing need for guns on the Western frontier. Schuyler, Hartley & 
Graham sold a number of guns to the Wells Fargo Express Co. These 
weapons were nickel-plated and had the barrels shortened to 5", as 
were many others sold during this period. Beware of fakes when con- 
templating purchase of the Wells Fargo revolvers.

New Model No. 3 Single-Action 

Always interested in perfecting the Model 3 revolver D.B. Wesson rede- 
signed and improved the old Model 3 in the hopes of attracting more 
sales. The Russian contracts were almost filled so the company decided 
to devote the effort necessary to improve on this design. In 1877 this 
project was undertaken. The extractor housing was shortened; the 
cylinder retention system was improved; and the shape of the grip was 
changed to a more streamlined and attractive configuration. This New 
Model has a 3.5", 4", 5", 6", 6.5", 7", 7.5", or 8" barrel length with a 6- 
shot fluted cylinder. The 6.5" barrel and .44 S&W Russian chambering 
is the most often encountered variation of this model, but the factory 
considered the 3-1/2" and 8" barrels as standard and these were kept in 
stock as well. The New Model No. 3 was also chambered for .32 S&W, 
.32-44 S&W, .320 S&W Rev. Rifle, .38 S&W, .38-40, .38-44 S&W, .41

field, .450 Rev., .45 Webley, .455 Mkl and .455 Mkll. They are either 
blued or nickel-plated and have checkered hard rubber grips with the 
S&W logo molded into them, or walnut grips. There are many sub-vari- 
ations within this model designation, and the potential collector should 
secure detailed reference material that deals with this model. There were 
approximately 35,796 of these revolvers manufactured between 1878 
and 1912.

.44 Double-Action 1st Model 

This model is a top break revolver that automatically ejects the spent 
cartridge cases upon opening. The barrel latch is located at the top and 
rear of the cylinder; the pivot, in front and at the bottom. This model 
was also known as "The D.A. Frontier" or "The New Model Navy." 
The revolver is chambered for the .44 S&W Russian and was built on a 
modified Model 3 frame. It is also found on rare occasions chambered 
for the .38-40 and the .44-40 Winchester.

The Stevens No. 35 is a .410 bore pistol manufactured by the J. Stevens 
Arms Co., Chicopee Falls, Massachusetts. It was available with an 8" 
or 12.25" smoothbore barrel, for 2.5" shells only, in two variations: the 
OffHand Shot Gun (1923 to 1929) and the AutoShot (1929 to 1934). 
Total production is unknown because the .410 and .22 rimfire varia- 
tions of the No. 35 share the same serial number range. Researcher 
Ken Cope estimates total AutoShot production was approximately 
2,000, and OffHand production at 20,000 to 25,000. Production was 
halted after the government ruled the .410 Stevens to be a "firearm" 
in the "any other weapon" category under the NFA in 1934, when its 
retail price was about $12. The Stevens does not possess the same col- 
lector appeal as other .410 smoothbore pistols, because (1) its relatively 
light weight makes it an uncomfortable shooter, and (2) the gun is not 
well made.

STURM, RUGER & CO. 

Southport, Connecticut 

In 1946 William B. Ruger applied for his first patent on a blowback 
operated, semi-automatic, .22 caliber pistol. In 1949 Bill Ruger and 
Alexander Sturm released this pistol for sale, and the Ruger dynasty 
began. This pistol was as perfect for the American marketplace as 
could be. It was accurate, reliable, and inexpensive and ensured the 
new company's success. In 1951 Alexander Sturm passed away, but Mr. 
Ruger continued forward. At this time the fledgling television industry 
was popularizing the early American West, and Colt had not rein- 
troduced the Single- Action Army after WWII. Ruger decided that a 
Western-style six shooter would be a successful venture, and the Single 
Six was born. This was not a Colt copy but a new design based on the 
Western look. Again Ruger scored in the marketplace, and this has 
been pretty much the rule ever since. With few exceptions this company 
has shown itself to be accurate in gauging what the gun-buying public 
wants. They have expanded their line to include double-action revolv- 
ers, single-shots, semi-auto and bolt-action rifles, percussion revolvers, 
and even a semi-automatic wonder nine. They have stayed ahead of 
the legal profession as much as possible by introducing safety devices 
and comprehensive instruction manuals and generally insured their 
future success. For such a relatively new company, collector interest in 
certain models is quite keen. There are a number of factors that gov- 
ern Ruger collector values. All models made in 1976 were designated 
"200th Year of Liberty" models and if in NIB condition will bring up 
to a 25 percent premium if a market is found. The newer models that 
have a safety warning stamped on the barrel are generally purchased 
only by shooters and have no collector appeal whatsoever. The astute 
individual must be aware of these nuances when dealing in Rugers. 
There are some excellent works written on the Ruger (not as many as 
there are on the Colt or the Smith & Wesson), and the new collector 
can educate himself if he so desires. We list this company's models in 
chronological order. 
NOTE: William B. Ruger died in 2002 at the age of 86. 

SINGLE-ACTION REVOLVERS

The success of the Single Six led to the production of a larger version 
chambered for the .357 Magnum cartridge.

Hawkeye Single-Shot 

The shooting public wanted a small-caliber, high-velocity handgun. 
The Smith & Wesson Model 53, chambered for the .22 Jet, appeared 
in 1961; and the cartridge created extraction problems for a revolver. 
Ruger solved the problem with the introduction of the Hawkeye — a 
single-shot that looked like a six shooter. In place of the cylinder was a 
breech block that cammed to the side for loading.

NEW MODEL SERIES 

The Ruger firm has always demonstrated keen perception and in 1973 
completely modified their single-action lockwork to accommodate a 
hammer block or transfer bar. This hammer block or transfer bar pre- 
vented accidental discharge should a revolver be dropped. In doing so, 
the company circumvented a great deal of potential legal problems and 
made collectibles out of the previous models. There are many individu- 
als who simply do not care for the "New Models," as they are called, 
and will not purchase them: but judging from the continued success 
and growth of the Ruger company, those individuals must be the ex- 
ception, not the rule.

UNION FIRE ARMS COMPANY 

Toledo, Ohio 

This company was incorporated in 1902 and used the names of Union 
Fire Arms, Union Arms Company, Illinois Arms Company (made for 
Sears) and Bee Be Arms Company. In 1917 the company was either 
bought up or absorbed by Ithaca Gun Company. 

Double Barrel Shotguns 

Union's predecessor, Colton Manufacturing Co. (1894-1902) made a 
double for Sears. It was cleverly designed with coil mainspring striker 
locks set into sideplates. The Union double in 12 and 16 gauge with 
steel or Damascus barrels derived from it, but was a traditional ham- 
merless sidelock side-by-side well-made gun (1902-1913) and also sold 
by Sears. Values depend on grade and condition. 

Union also offered, about 1905, an unusual boxlock hammer gun, 
the Model 25 in 12 gauge only. It employs external hammers but they 
are mounted within the frame and the spurs protrude in front of the 
topsnap opener.

THE HISTORY OF SEVILLE AND EL DORADO REVOLVERS 
by J.C. Munnell 

The history of United Sporting Arms, its related companies, and the 
Seville and El Dorado line of single-action revolvers is a long and 
torturous one. It actually begins in 1973 or 1974, with the formation 
of United States Arms in Riverhead, New York, by three individuals. 
Before any but a few prototype guns were made, the partners split up, 
with one remaining as United States Arms, and the other two forming 
United Sporting Arms in nearby Hauppauge, New York.

United States Arms produced the Abilene revolver, intended to 
compete head-on price-wise with the Ruger Blackhawk, while United 
Sporting Arms, intending to make a superior (and higher-priced) prod- 
uct, initially produced the Seville in chrome moly steel, and slightly 
later, the El Dorado revolver out of stainless steel. 

The Abilene was manufactured in Riverhead until 1979 or 1980 in 
calibers .357 and .44 magnum, and possibly the .45 Colt, all in blued 
steel. The assets of this company were eventually sold to A.I.G., Inc., 
which was a division of Mossberg. A.I.G. assembled guns from exist- 
ing parts until 1983, at which time the Abilene production ended. 
These guns bore a North Haven, CT address, and utilized a distinctive 
hammer-nose safety device instead of the former transfer bar system. 
Calibers were the same, and all guns were made from carbon steel. 
Some guns had a Magnaloy finish, thereby giving rise to the miscon- 
ception that some Abilenes were made from stainless steel, none were. 

Meanwhile, the two remaining original partners began production of 
the United Sporting Arms Seville revolver in 1977. By late in that year, 
this company had accomplished several firearms "firsts" with produc- 
tion of the stainless steel El Dorado revolver. This was the first use of 
17-4 pH stainless for a revolver frame, far pre-dating Freedom Arms, 
and was made at a time when Sturm Ruger engineering department 
was sending lengthy letters explaining why stainless steel was totally 
unsuitable for guns chambered for the .44 magnum cartridge. It would 
be years until the rest of the firearms industry caught up to this fledg- 
ling company 

In 1979, one of the remaining partners established a second produc- 
tion facility in Tombstone, Arizona, under the name of United Sport- 
ing Arms of Arizona, Inc. Guns made in this plant still utilized frames 
made in New York, and therefore bore the Hauppauge, N.Y., frame 
inscription. However, Tombstone-built guns will contain the letter "T" 
as a suffix to the serial number. In Tombstone, the Silver Seville was 
born, having a highly-polished stainless grip frame on an otherwise 
blued gun. This is a striking combination, and has become quite popu- 
lar on custom guns as well as some limited production runs from other 
makers. (Neither the guns themselves, nor the official company records 
reflect this designation, only the boxes for the guns do.) Here, to the .41 
magnum and .45 Colt calibers were added to the Seville line. No stain- 
less steel guns were made in Tombstone. Arizona. 

Later in 1979, the Arizona facility was relocated to the town of Bis- 
bee. Arizona. Less than 200 guns were made with the Bisbee address. 
These were all made from blued steel, and were all in .45 Colt or. 44 
Magnum, except as noted. Oddly enough, in the short time the com- 
pany was at this location, three very distinct models were produced. 

First was the Tombstone Commemorative. Although 200 were 
commissioned by the city of Tombstone, only about 60 were ever 
completed. These guns had blued frames, and stainless steel cylinders, 
barrels and grip frames. Some engraving was present on the cylinder 
and barrel, and the legend "Tombstone, Arizona 1 00 years of history 
1879-1979" appears in three lines on the barrel. The guns came in a 
wooden case, and serial numbers began with TC-1. All were in .44-40 
WCF caliber. 

The second Bisbee gun was the Helldorado. Originally designed for 
the Old Tucson stunt man group "The Fall Guys," the gun had a flat- 
top frame with no sights, and was intended for blanks only. Only 4 
were made. The final Bisbee introduction, and the only one to survive 
the next location change, was the Quik Kit. This was an ingenious 
multi-caliber system of interchangeable barrels and cylinders; invented 
by Ray Herriott of Centaur Systems. Only about 30 such guns were 
produced in Bisbee, some in blue and some in stainless. All bore the 
Centaur logo on the frame and all had the serial number prefix of 
"QK." 

In late 1979, the company moved once again, this time to Tucson, 
Arizona. By now. the split from the New York concern was completed 
legally as well as physically, new guns were in blue and stainless, but all 
were called Sevilles. (The New York operation retained exclusive rights 
to the El Dorado name.) Also at this time, the frame marking on the 
guns simply read "Sporting Arms, Inc." 

Between late 1979 and the end of 1981, several new variations of the 
Seville revolver were introduced. Shortly after Ruger announced the 
Blackhawk SRM in .357 Maximum caliber, United Sporting Arms 
offered a lengthened-frame stainless steel gun in this caliber. This gun 
did not suffer from the various maladies which eventually doomed 
the Ruger version, and was winning silhouette matches long after the 
demise of the Blackhawk SRM. This model also spawned the awesome 



.375 USA Seville — the same caliber later renamed the .375 Super Mag- 
num by Dan Wesson. Although only two prototypes of this caliber 
were made before the next company change, several hundred guns were 
made in .357 Maximum. 

Also during this period the Sherrifs' Model with 3-1/2" barrel was 
introduced. Most of these guns were produced in chrome moly steel, 
and most were shipped with a distinctive round-butt "bird's-head" grip 
frame. This proved very popular, and these guns became a mainstay of 
the company's line right until the end. Most of these Sherrifs' Models 
had fully adjustable sights, but at least three were made with Colt-like 
fixed sights, all of which, oddly, were convertibles in.45 Colt and.45 
ACP. 

Guns were produced in calibers 9mm Winchester Magnum, and 
.45 Winchester Magnum, primarily for export to Europe. A few guns 
were made in .44-40 and .44 Special. Also introduced was the Hunter 
Finish, a bead-blasted stainless steel, and the Rawhide finish, with the 
same treatment to a blued gun. A very few blued guns were made with 
a brass grip frame, as well as the "Silver Seville" configuration. 

In early February of 1982, the company again changed ownership. 
The company name, and the frame marking on the guns, returned to 
United Sporting Arms, Inc. About half of the production was devoted 
to the so-called long-frame guns — .357 Maximum and .375 USA — and 
about half of these were silhouette guns with 10-1/2" barrels. The 
.454 magnum (.454 Casull) was added to the line. However, only 30 of 
these guns were ever made. (Note: perhaps as many as 50 guns in this 
chambering were made and marked "Sporting Arms, Inc." These guns 
were NOT made in any United Sporting Arms factory, and are very 
definitely of sub-standard quality.) These guns were made on a special 
frame, different from all other caliber guns. 

Prototype guns were made — usually two in each caliber. Produced 
were .41 Super Magnum and .44 Super Magnum (long before Dan 
Wesson made guns available in .445 and .414 Super Magnums), as well 
as .375 Special, and, oddly enough. .218 Mashburn Bee. None of these 
went into regular; production. 

Normal production guns were, as to be expected, with blued, stain- 
less steel, "silver" and brass grip-frame guns were all produced. Quite 
a few bird's-head grip guns were made, not only in the Sherrifs Model 
configuration. Guns in heavy-recoiling calibers are particularly com- 
fortable to shoot two-handed with this grip configuration. The author 
has a .454 Magnum Seville with a 6-1/2" barrel and the bird's-head grip 
frame, and it is by far the most comfortable gun I've ever shot, even 
with 325 grain bullets at over 1 700 fps! 

In November of 1985, the company was again sold, and this time it 
was moved to Post Fails, Idaho. Problems developed almost immedi- 
ately, and even though it would be three years until the assets were sold 
(to the previous owners from Tucson), very few guns were ever made; 
less than 200. The only new product introduced in Idaho was the .32 
H&R magnum chambering. 

Caution: Several hundred frames "disappeared" from the Idaho plant 
right before the bankruptcy sale, and several bootleg guns have turned 
up. These guns are of distinctly dubious quality, as are many of the 
Idaho-marked guns. Supposedly, the BATF is aware of the situation, 
and arrests may yet happen. 

When the assets of the Idaho plant were sold to the former owners, 
they had no desire to resume the firearm-manufacturing business, so 
they shipped the remaining parts, tooling and moulds to Chimney 
Rock, North Carolina. In a moment you'll see why. 

While all this changing of location and ownership was going on, the 
remaining original partner in Hauppauge, N.Y had reorganized as El 
Dorado Arms, Inc., and had been in continuous production of the El 
Dorado revolver (although on a very limited basis) since 1979. Until 
the mid-1980s, all El Dorados were made from 17-4 pH stainless steel, 
and nearly all were chambered for the .44 magnum cartridge. 

In 1985, El Dorado Arms relocated to Chimney Rock. N.C.. where 
production continued, and the model line was expanded to include 
the Laredo in blued steel, and the fixed-sight Rebel in both blued and 
stainless steel. Also introduced at this time (although at least two pro- 
totype guns so chambered had been made in New York) was the .22 
long rifle chambering, complete with match chambers, specifically for 
the silhouette market. Eventually .22 rimfire magnum guns were added. 

The only thing lacking from the North Carolina lineup was a long- 
frame revolver for the Super Magnum calibers. When the remaining 
Idaho assets were received in North Carolina, not only were there 
parts for the long-frame gun, but also the molds to produce more 
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parts for these guns. In fact quite a few El Dorado .357 and .375 Super 
Magnum-chambered guns found their way into the silhouette winner's 
circle, alongside their smaller brothers. 

Ironically, it had taken nine years, but all the components of United 
Sporting Arms had came full circle, and were reunited under one roof. 
And this was under the ownership of one of the founders of the origi- 
nal United States Arms! 

Production of El Dorado revolvers always was very limited, and it 
finally ceased for good in 1997 or 1998. 

Altogether, only about 6,000 or 7,000 guns were produced by all of 
the United Sporting Arms/El Dorado Arms companies. (Total produc- 
tion of the Abilene revolver by either United States Arms or A.I.G. is 
not available). However, even forgetting the eight different frame in- 
scriptions, barrel lengths between 3-1/2" and 10-1/2" were made; there 
were all-blue, all stainless, blue and stainless, and blue and brass guns, 
standard finish, "hunter" and "rawhide" finishes as well as high-polish 
stainless; standard and bird's-head grip frame guns; Quik-Kits, con- 
vertibles and Tombstone Commemoratives; long-frame, short-frame 
and .454-frame guns. There were also at least 21 different chamberings. 
Thus, the variations are practically endless. 

Quality, except for the very few noted instances, was always very 
high. An informal United Sporting Arms slogan was that a Seville was 
what a Super Blackhawk could be if Ruger had a custom shop. Given 
the truth of this statement, it must be admitted that an El Dorado 
Arms gun as what a custom Seville could have been. 

Advertised prices for Sevilles and El Dorados run the full gamut 
from bargain "orphaned" gun prices to those reflecting the semi-cus- 
tom nature of these guns For the most part, what price stability does 
exist is on the higher end. and this is as it should be. 

For most of the production of United Sporting Arms guns, and 
some of the El Dorado Arms guns, copies of original factory records 
are available. For a letter of verification for any particular gun (refund- 
ed if no records are available, send $20 to J.C. Munnell, 633 Long Run 
Rd, McKeesport, PA 15132. Phone information is not available.

ELI WHITNEY, JR. 

As the United States' first major commercial arms maker, Eli Whitney's 
New Haven plant, which began production in 1798 and continued 
under family control for the next 90 years, was one of the more impor- 
tant American arms manufactories of the 1 9th century. Its products, 
accordingly, are eminently collectible. Moreover, during its 90 years of 
operation, the Whitney clan produced a number of unusual arms, some 
exact copies of regulation U.S. martial longarms, others variations 
and derivatives of U.S. and foreign longarms, a variety of percussion 
revolvers, and finally a variety of single-shot and repeating breechload- 
ing rifles in an attempt to capture a portion of the burgeoning market 
in these cartridge arms during the post-Civil War period. Contrary to 
the prevailing myth, Eli Whitney, Sr., who also invented the cotton gin, 
did NOT perfect a system of interchangeability of parts in the arms 
industry. His contributions in this line were more as a propagandist 
for the concept that was brought to fruition by others, notably Simeon 
North and John Hall. 

Eli Whitney, Sr. Armory Muskets, 1798-1824. 
1798 U.S. Contract Muskets, Types I-IV 

On 14 January 1798, Eli Whitney, Sr., having convinced the U.S. 
War Department that he could mass-produce interchangeable parts 
muskets, was awarded a contract for 10,000 muskets following the 
"Charlesville" (French Ml 766) pattern, then also being copied at the 
newly opened Springfield Armory and most of the U.S. musket con- 
tractors. Whitney's 1798 contract muskets measure between 58-7/8" 
and 57-3/4" in overall length, with the longer arms delivered earlier. 
The ,69-caliber smoothbore barrels measure approximately 44", 
though most are shy of that length by anywhere from 1/16" to a maxi- 
mum of 1-1/4". Lockplates are flat with a beveled edge and are marked 
"U.STATES" in a curve on the pointed tail and with a perched eagle 
with down folded wings over "NEW HAVEN" forward of the cock. 
Four differences in the material and manner of attachment of the pan 
distinguish the subtypes. The first deliver of 500 muskets in September 
of 1801 had an integral, faceted iron pan (Type I); the second delivery 
of 500 muskets in June of 1802 also had faceted iron pans, but were de- 
tachable (Type II). The 1,000 muskets delivered in September of 1802 
and March of 1803 had faceted, detachable pans, but these were made 
of brass instead of iron (Type III). The final 8,000 muskets, delivered 
between 1803 and 1809, had detachable brass pans with a rounded 
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bottom that Whitney copied from the French Ml 777 musket (Type 
IV) and a rounded cock, also copied from the French Ml 777 musket. 
Generally speaking, due to the limited production of Types I - III, they 
should command a higher price; prices are given for the more com- 
mon Type IV 1798 contract musket. It should be noted however, that 
about 1804 Whitney delivered 1 12 Type IV muskets to Connecticut's 
"1st Company of Governor's Foot Guards." Although similar to the 
Type IV musket, these 112 arms are distinguished by the absence of 
the "U.STATES" on the tail of the lock and the addition of the name 
"CONNECTICUT" to the left side plate. Such an arm should demand 
a considerable premium over the usual Type IV musket.

Whitney Connecticut, New York, and U.S. 1812 Contract Muskets 

In 1808, Whitney received a contract from the state of New York for 
2,000 muskets. In 1810, he received a second contract from the same 
source for an additional 2,000 muskets, all of which were eventually 
delivered by mid-1813. In the interim, in 1809, the state of Connecticut 
contracted with Whitney to deliver 700 muskets per year over the next 
three years. With the outbreak of the War of 1812. in July of 1812, a 
contract was let to Eli Whitney for 15,000 muskets (later extended by 
another 3,000 muskets), conforming to the pattern he had made for 
the state of New York, but with 42"-long barrels. All of these contract 
muskets shared most of the same features. Overall length was 58". The 
.69-caliber smoothbore barrel was nominally 42". though the two state 
contracts did not rigidly enforce that dimension. The lockplate of these 
muskets bore the inscription "NEW HAVEN" within a curving scroll 
forward of the cock. Like the Type III 1798 U.S. contract muskets, the 
lockplates incorporated a detachable round-bottomed brass pan and a 
round faced cock. The stock was distinguished by having a low. virtu- 
ally nonexistent comb similar to that of the 1816 musket pattern. The 
New York state contract muskets are distinguished by having the state 
ownership mark "SNY" on the axis of the barrel near the breech. (It 
should be noted that the first 1,000 muskets delivered under the U.S. 
1812 contract were also delivered to New York, but these have the 
mark across the breech at right angles to the axis of the barrel.) The 
Connecticut contract muskets are distinguishable by having the state- 
ownership mark "S.C." (for "state of Connecticut" on the barrel and 
the top of the comb of the stock. On Connecticut muskets in better 
condition, the Connecticut coat of arms (a shield with three clusters 
of grape vines) should also be visible struck into the wood on the left 
side of the musket opposite the lock. Verifiable Connecticut and New 
York contract muskets should bring a premium over the U.S. contract 
muskets.

Whitney Armory Muskets, 1825-1842 

Eli Whitney died in 1825. Although he had a son destined to take 
over the family business, Eli Whitney, Jr. was only 5 years old when 
his father passed away and could not assume legal possession until he 
turned 21 in 1842. In the interim, the company was administered by the 
senior Whitney's trustees, Henry Edwards and James Goodrich, while 
the plant itself was run by Whitney's nephews, Philo and Eli Whit- 
ney Blake. During their control of the factory, three contracts were 
fulfilled for the U.S. government, one awarded in August of 1822 for 
15,000 muskets (delivered between 1826 and 1830), a second awarded 
in March of 1830 for 8,750 muskets (delivered between 1831 and 1836) 
and a final contract in January of 1840 for 3,000 muskets (delivered 
between 1840 and 1842). An additional 6,750 were delivered under 
annual allotments granted by the War Department between 1835 and 
1839 over and above the contracts for distribution to the states under 
the 1808 Militia Act. Although the 1840 contract had originally called 
for U.S. Ml 840 muskets, in April of that year, the contract was altered 
so that Whitney's plant could continue to deliver what it had delivered 
consistently from 1824, the U.S. M1816/1822 flintlock musket. 

Whitney (and P. & E.W. Blake) US. M1816/1822 Contract Muskets 

The U.S. Ml 816/1 822 muskets manufactured at Whitney's Armory 
were identical to those produced at the U.S. Armories at Springfield 
and Harpers Ferry. The overall length was 57-3/4". The 42"-long. .69- 
caliber smoothbore barrels were finished with a browning solution 
until 1831; after that date the metal was left in the polished "bright." 
The stock and the lock reflect Whitney's earlier attempts impart his 



design elements into the U.S. patterns. The stock had the low comb of 
his M 18 12 musket and the lock incorporated the rounded cock and 
round bottomed brass pan that he had championed from the French 
Ml 777 musket. The lock markings varied during the period that the 
arm was produced, though all were marked on the pointed tail with the 
vertical stamp: "NEW HAVEN" arced around the date ( 1 825- 1 830), 
or in three vertical lines: "NEW / HAVEN / (date: 1831-1842)." Those 
made between 1825 and 1830 under the direct supervision of Whitney's 
nephews bore the two line mark "U.S. / P. & E.W. BLAKE" forward 
of the cock; those made from 1830 to 1837 bear the "US" over "E. 
WHITNEY" with a crossed arrow and olive branch between; after 
1837 the crossed arrow and olive branch motif was eliminated in favor 
of the simple two lines. In addition to the Whitney Armory's federal 
contracts, Whitney executed at least one contract with the state of 
South Carolina in the mid- 1830s for an estimated 800 to 2,000 muskets. 
Basically identical in configuration to the federal contract muskets, 
the South Carolina muskets were distinguished by the substitution of 
"S.C." for "U.S." over the "E. WHITNEY" stamp of the lockplate. 
They also bear the state ownership mark "So. CAROLINA" on the top 
of the barrel. Due to their relative rarity and Confederate usage (espe- 
cially if altered to percussion by means of a brazed bolster), the South 
Carolina contract arms should bring a considerable premium.

Whitney Armory US. M1816/M1822 Muskets, Altered to Percussion 

From 1850 through 1856. many of the contract muskets in store at the 
U.S. arsenals were altered from flintlock to percussion by means of 
the "Belgian" or "cone-in barrel" method. The system of alteration 
involved the removal of the flintlock battery from the lock, filing in 
the screw holes from those parts, substituting a percussion hammer for 
the cock, plugging the vent, removing the breech plug so as to "upset" 
the upper, right-hand side top of the barrel, drilling and threading the 
"upset" section for a cone, reinserting the breech plug, and screwing in 
a new percussion cone. The percussioned musket was effective but the 
barrel was considerably weakened by the process, and while some were 
rifled during the American Civil War, most saw service in that conflict 
as smoothbores. As a general rule, the muskets so altered generally 
command about one-third the price of the arm in original flintlock. 
Exceptions are those with state ownership marks (eg. "OHIO" in the 
stock), with regimental marks, or with the so-called "Sea Fencible" 
buttplate. 

Whitney Armory US. M1816/M1822 Muskets, Flintlock or Altered to 
Percussion and Adapted with "Sea Fencible" Heavy Buttplates 

A number of the Whitney U.S. M1816/M1822 muskets were delivered 
to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts under the terms of the 1808 
Militia Act. Many of these were subsequently altered to percussion at 
the Watertown Arsenal near Boston for the state after 1850. At some 
time in their career both some of the flintlock arms and those that had 
been altered to percussion were adapted to a heavy brass buttplate with 
a peculiar knob at its heel. In the process the buttstock was usually 
narrowed to conform to the width of the new buttplate. Because many 
of the muskets encountered with this buttplate bore the inspection 
mark of Samuel Fuller ("SF/V" within a lozenge), these arms were 
initially considered to have been made for the Massachusetts "Sea Fen- 
cible" organizations formed during and after the War of 1812. That ap- 
pellation, however, has been dismissed, although the exact purpose of 
the new buttplate and the date of its application are not known. These 
butt-plates are usually (but not necessarily) found on Whitney contract 
muskets and invariably are marked with the Massachusetts state own- 
ership mark "MS" on the barrel as well as rack numbers on the tang of 
the buttplate itself. Despite the unknown purpose of these arms, they 
command a considerable premium over standard flintlock or altered to 
percussion Whitney muskets.

Eli Whitney Jr. Armory Rifles and Rifle-Muskets, 1842-1865 

Upon reaching the age of 21 in 1842, Eli Whitney, Jr. assumed com- 
mand of his late father's gun making empire. Although he realized that 
the armory required updating to meet the improved tolerances adopted 
by the U.S. War Department, he also realized that a profit might be 
made in turning out arms of lesser standards for independent sale to 
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the militia or the states. As a result, the younger Whitney's product line 
included not only several of the regulation U.S. longarms, but also a 
number of "good and serviceable" militia arms, including: 

Whitney U.S. M1841 Contract Rifle (unaltered) 

Between 1842 and 1855 Eli Whitney, Jr. received five contracts from the 
U.S. War Department to manufacture the newly adopted U.S. M1841 
percussion rifle: 7,500 on October of 1842 (delivered between 1844 
and 1847), 7,500 in March of 1848, subsequently extended to 10,000 in 
January of 1849 (delivered between 1849 and 1853) 5,000 (previously 
contracted for by Edward K. Tryon) in October of 1848 (delivered 
contiguous with the 1848 contract for 10,000), 5,000 in 1853 (delivered 
between 1853 and 1855). and 100 in 1855 (delivered that year). All 
except the final 1,100 delivered in 1855 conformed to the model made 
at Harpers Ferry, and of those 1,100, the only difference of 500 of 
them was the ramrod. This rifle was 49" in length, overall, having a 33" 
long browned barrel with .54 caliber rifled (7 groove) bore. The barrel 
bears the stamp of inspection at the breech, usually "U S /(inspec- 
tors' initials) / P", while the left flat (after mid- 1848 for Whitney rifles) 
should also bear the stamping "STEEL" to indicate that the barrel had 
been rolled from "cast steel." Furniture is brass, the buttplate bearing 
the stamped letters, "U S." The lockplate is flat with a beveled edge 
and bears the horizontal two line inscription "E. WHITNEY" / "U 
S" forward of the hammer and the vertical, two line inscription "N. 
HAVEN" / (date) on the tail. (The date also appears on the breech plug 
tang). As originally made, the Ml 841 rifle was not adapted for a bayo- 
net, though several modifications were made to the rifle between 1855 
and 1 862 to effect that adaptation.

Whitney U.S. M1841/1855 Contract Rifle, Adapted to Saber Bayonet and 
Long Range Sights 

Before the final 600 rifles (of the 2,600 made in 1855) left the factory, 
the U.S. War Department contracted with Whitney to bring them up 
to the standards of the modified U.S. Ml 841 rifle then being produced 
or adapted at the Harpers Ferry Armory. The adaptation was two fold. 
First, a long range rear "ladder" style rear sight, having a 2-1/4" base 
was soldered to the top of the barrel; then a 1/2" long bayonet lug with 
1" guide was brazed to the right side of the barrel, 2-1/2" from the 
muzzle. To permit disassembly, the old front band was removed and 
replaced with a shortened version. A new ramrod (also applied to 500 
rifles without this adaptation), having an integral iron head cupped for 
the newly adopted "Minie ball" replaced the flat brass headed ramrod 
to complete the process; the rifle remained in .54 caliber with 7 grooves. 
Neither was the front sight modified. Bayonets were furnished by 
the Ames Manufacturing Company on a separate contract. Rifles so 
adapted at the Whitney Armory are among the rarer variants of the 
U.S. Ml 841 line and prices reflect that rarity.

Whitney U.S. M1841 Contract Rifles, Adapted to Saber Bayonets and 
Long Range Rear Sights (Colt 1862 Adaptation) 

A large number of unaltered U.S. Ml 841 rifles remained on hand 
in U.S. Arsenals when the Civil War broke out, primarily those of 
Whitney's and Robbins & Lawrence's manufacture. To upgrade these 
rifles, revolver maker, Samuel Colt arranged to purchase 10,500 and 
adapt them to bayonets and long-range sights. The sight that he affixed 
consisted of the two leaf rear sight he had been using on his revolving 
rifles, with one leaf flopping forward and one flopping backward from 
the 100 yard block. The saber bayonet lug he attached consisted of a 
blued clamping ring with integral l/2"-long lug attached that could 
fastened to the barrel so that the lug projected from the right side. 
These lugs were numbered both to the bayonet and the rifle's barrel, 
the number appearing on the lower surface of the barrel just behind 
the location of the clamping ring. Colt also bored the rifles up to .58 
caliber, leaving some with 7 grooves but rerifling others with 3 wide 
grooves. An estimated half of the 10,200 rifles so modified by Colt 
were of Whitney's earlier production. Due to the Colt association, 
rifles so modified usually command slightly higher prices than other 
Civil War adaptations for saber or socket bayonets.

Whitney South Carolina Contract M1841 Rifle 

To meet the perceived needs of South Carolina during the anti-slavery 
debates following the Mexican War Annexation, Whitney produced 
a variant of the U.S. M1841 rifle for that state, delivering only 274 in 
1849. The marking of this rifle differed only in having the letters "S C" 
on the plate beneath the "E. WHITNEY" stamp. Because South Caro- 
lina had previously contracted for 1,000 variant Ml 841 rifles from Wil- 
liam Glaze & Co. in 1853 which accepted a socket bayonet, Whitney 
provided the 274 1849 dated rifles with that provision also, although 
the lug was located under the barrel instead of atop it. Because the 
socket bayonet dominated the forward 3" of the barrel, the front sight 
was relocated to the top of the upper strap of the front band. Rifles 
from this contract are exceedingly rare.

Whitney "Good & Serviceable" M1841 Derivatives 

From parts or entire rifles rejected for his federal contracts for U.S. 
Ml 841 rifles, between 1848 and I860, Eli Whitney, Jr. assembled a 
number of rifles similar in overall characteristics to the federal contract 
rifles but differing both in quality and in a number of minor details. At 
least four variants were produced between 1855 and 1862 and sold to 
various states or independent militia companies. Distinguishing char- 
acteristics of these four are: 

Type I. Ml 841 rifle adapted to saber bayonet but not to long range 
sights. 

A l/2"-long saber bayonet lug (either with or without the 1" guide) 
brazed to the right side of the barrel; long front band replaced with 
short double strapped band left over from 1855 contract. Some of 
this type (without 1 " guide) are known with "OHIO" state ownership 
marks and are thought to be from among the 420 purchased by the 
state in 1861 from Schuyler, Hartley & Graham. Examples are known 
with the lockplate dated 1855 and without any date or "US" stamp 
below "E. WHITNEY." 

Type II. M1841 rifle adapted to saber bayonet and Sharps long range 
sight. 

These rifles also bear the 1/2" brazed saber bayonet lug (with the 1" 
guide) and the short front band, but they also have a Sharps Ml 853 
"ladder" rear sight added in lieu of the standard notched iron block. 
Moreover, rifles in this configuration lack the brass patchbox lid and its 
underlying cavity for implements and greased patches. 
Type III. Ml 841 rifle adapted to socket bayonet and Sharps long-range 
sight. 

These late-production (1859-1860) derivatives of the M1841 rifle 
are adapted to the Sharps long-range sight used on the Type II. rifles 
but have a patch box. Unlike standard production, however, it is cov- 
ered with an iron lid and hingle. The trigger guard strap is also iron. 
Lock plates delete both the date from the tail and the "US" under "E. 
WHITNEY." An iron stud is added below the barrel near the muzzle 
for a socket bayonet, necessitating the relocation of the brass blade 
front sight to the upper strap of the forward band. Probably fewer than 
100 of this configuration were made, making it the most desirable of 
the derivative Ml 841 rifles. 
Type IV. Ml 841 rifle unadapted using modified parts. 

Rifles of this configuration use the same markings as the type III 
rifles but delete entirely the patch box and its lid (like the type II rifles). 
The trigger guard strap is iron and the lock screws seem to be the same 
as Whitney used for his Whitney short Enfield derivative rifles. It is sus- 
pected that these rifles were purchased from New York dealers and sold 
to Georgia during the secession crisis of 1860-1861, thereby enhancing 
their collector's value, though in general Whitney M 1 84 1 derivative 
rifles are equal in pricing:

Whitney Ml 842 Rifled Musket Derivative 

Using rejected U.S. Ml 842 barrels sold at auction by the Springfield 
Armory, Whitney assembled approximately 2,000 .69 caliber rifled 
muskets that he exchanged with the state of New Hampshire in 1858 
for a number of old flintlock muskets owned by that state. These rifled 
muskets exhibit a number of anomalies from the U.S. Ml 842 musket, 
although overall length (57-3/4") and the barrel length (42") remain 
the same as that musket, the bores are rifles with 7 narrow grooves, 
and in addition to the dates and inspection marks placed at Springfield 
usually bear the state ownership mark "NEW HAMPSHIRE" on the 
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top of the barrel. In finishing these rifled muskets, Whitney utilized 
a number of parts from other gun makers, including Sharps Ml 853 
"ladder" style carbine rear sights, bands from the Robbins & Lawrence 
PI 853 Enfield rifle-musket contract, and internal lock parts remaining 
from his Ml 841 rifles. Parts that are unique to these arms include the 
iron nosecap and the flat lockplate. The lockplates are unmarked, but 
the barrels usually show a letter/number code common to Whitney's 
production during this period. Despite a production of approximately 
2,000 muskets, the survival rate for this type of arm is quite low.

Whitney PI 853 "Long Enfield" Rifle-Musket Derivative 

Having secured a number of bands and other furniture from the Rob- 
bins & Lawrence contract for P1853 Enfield rifle-muskets, about 1859 
Whitney developed a derivative of that arm that combined those 
bands with a 40"-barrel .58 caliber, rifled with 7 grooves that basically 
resembled the configuration of the U.S. Ml 855 rifle-musket, a copy 
of which Whitney was also making. The 56"-long rifle-musket that 
resulted was sold to state militia companies and two states, Maryland 
purchasing 2,000 and Georgia contracting for 1,700 (of which 1,225 
were delivered). Although several of the components of the furniture 
were from the Robbins & Lawrence contract, the nosecap was pewter 
(Enfield style), and the iron buttplate and brass trigger guard bow/iron 
strap were of a style peculiar to Whitney' Enfield series. The rear sight 
resembled the ladder pattern of the U.S. M 1 855 rifle musket. The 
unique flat, unbeveled lockplate simply bears the one line stamp, "E. 
WHITNEY" forward of the hammer.

Whitney P1853 "Short Enfield" Rifle Derivative 

At the same time that Whitney developed his "Long Enfield" Deriva- 
tive Rifle-Musket, he also prepared a short version of it similar to the 
British P1856 sergeant's rifle. Having an overall length of 49", the rifle 
version had a 33"-long barrel in .58 caliber and rifled with 7 grooves 
like the rifle-musket. The furniture was basically the same as the rifle- 
musket as well, with a pewter nosecap, iron buttplate, and combination 
brass bow and iron strap trigger guard (although some variants are 
known with all brass PI 853 trigger guards). The two iron bands were 
from the Robbins & Lawrence contract salvage, as were the brass lock 
screw washers. The flat, unbeveled lockplate is the same style as used 
in the Long Enfield derivative rifle-muskets and is similarly marked "E. 
WHITNEY" forward of the hammer. In the manufacture of the rifle, 
four variants evolved. 

Type I. Buttstock incorporated an oval iron patch box; front and rear 
sights were of standard U.S. Ml 841 configuration and no provision 
was made for a saber bayonet. 

Type II. Buttstock continued to incorporate an oval iron patch box; 
rear sight was now the long range "ladder" type on a 25/16" base as 
used on the long Enfield rifle-musket derivative. Front sight was an 
iron block with integral blade. A 1/2" long saber bayonet lug was added 
to the right side of the barrel. 

Type III. The oval iron patchbox was deleted from the buttstock. Front 
and rear sights remain as in Type II, as does bayonet lug. 
Type IV. Identical to Type III but with a new single leaf rear sight on a 
1-1/4" long base. 

Total production of these rifles is estimated to have been between 800 
and 1 ,000, with approximately half of the number going to southern 
states. Prices should not vary between the four types; however, con- 
firmed Confederate usage will increase the value significantly.

Whitney M1855 Rifle Derivative 

At the same time that Whitney advertised his Enfield derivative series 
of rifle-muskets and rifles, he also indicated the availability of a short 
rifle with saber bayonet. This rifle combined rejected barrels made at 
Harpers Ferry in 1858 for the U.S. M1855 rifles with rejected, unmilled 



Maynard tape primer lockplates that had been shaved of their top 
"hump", marked forward of the hammer with the single line stamp. 
"E. WHITNEY." The buttplate and the trigger guard also conform 
to that of the U.S. Ml 855 rifle, but the bands are brass, remaining 
from Whitney's M1841/1855 rifle contract. Early in production these 
rifles used round brass lock screw washers following the Ml 855 pat- 
tern; later production used the winged brass lock screw washers that 
Whitney inherited from the Robbins & Lawrence PI 853 rifle-musket 
contract and which he used on his Enfield series derivatives. At least 
two patterns of saber bayonet were used on this rifle.

Whitney Ml 855 Rifle-Musket Derivative 

In 1861, Whitney accepted a U.S. contract to produce 40,000 U.S. 
"Ml 855" rifle-muskets. What Whitney had in mind under this contract 
and what the War Department demanded were two different arms. 
Whitney's product was similar to the U.S. Ml 855 rifle-musket but dif- 
fered in a number of respects. The 40" barrel was .58 caliber but was 
rifled with 7 rather than 3 grooves and was adapted to the English 
PI 853 socket bayonet he had been using on his Enfield derivative 
rifle-muskets. The initial rear sight, while similar to the U.S. Ml 855 
type, was slightly shorter, having a 2-5/16" base. (On later production, 
Whitney substituted a shorter, l-l/4"-long base with a single, pierced 
leaf sight.) The nosecap, moreover, was made of pewter and followed 
the Enfield pattern rather than being malleable iron of the U.S. M1855 
pattern. On later production, Whitney also substituted brass winged 
lock screw washers from his Enfield derivative series. The lockplates 
for these arms were drawn from complete Maynard locks made at the 
federal armories in 1858 and 1859 but later rejected for flaws. Upon 
these plates Whitney stamped "E. WHITNEY / N HAVEN," as on his 
early Connecticut contract Ml 861 derivative rifle-muskets. Except for 
the letter/number code, the barrels are unmarked. Examples are known 
whose stocks bear indications of issue to the 8th Connecticut Infantry 
during the Civil War, suggesting Whitney may have sold the few made 
to Connecticut under his first state contract. Arms with these regimen- 
tal marks should command a premium over unmarked arms.

Whitney M1861 Connecticut Contract Rifle-Musket Derivative 

In 1861 and 1862, Eli Whitney, Jr. entered into two contracts with his 
home state of Connecticut for respectively 6,000 and 8,000 rifle-mus- 
kets generally conforming to the U.S. M1861 rifle musket. A number 
of exceptions to the U.S. model, however, were permitted. On the 
first contract, the 40" barrels were in .58 caliber but were made with 
7 groove rifling instead of 3 groove; on the second contract, the arms 
were made with 3-groove rifling. Nosecaps for both contracts were of 
the U.S. M1855/1861 pattern but were cast in pewter instead of mal- 
leable iron. An exception was also permitted in the rear sights, which 
initially were the same 1-1/4" long base with pierced single leaf that 
Whitney had used on his Type IV short Enfield derivative rifles, though 
later the base was changed to conform to the pattern adopted for the 
U.S. M1861 rifle-musket but still retaining the single leaf. Lockplates 
were Ml 861 -style, marked forward of the hammer "E. WHITNEY 
/ N. HAVEN" on early production and with an eagle surmounting a 
panoply of flags and trophies over "WHITNEYVILLE" on later pro- 
duction. The barrels bore the typical Whitney letter/number code and 
were adapted to the Enfield pattern socket bayonets rather than the 
U.S. Ml 855 socket bayonets. Later production occasionally bears the 
inspection letters "G.W.Q."

Whitney "High Humpback" Lockplate M1861 Rifle-Musket Derivative 

With the completion of his Connecticut contracts, Whitney combined 
the excess parts from its production with some of the unmilled and 
unshaved lockplates that he still had on hand from his Ml 855 Rifle 
Derivatives. The 56"-long rifle-muskets that resulted have 40" barrels 
in .58 caliber with 3-groove rifling and a rear sight that conforms to 
the U.S. M1861 pattern that Whitney began making in 1863. The flat, 
beveled unmilled lockplates bear the two line stamp "E. WHITNEY / 
N. HAVEN" that Whitney had used on his Ml 855 rifle-musket deriva- 
tive and on the early Ml 861 Connecticut contract rifle-muskets, but 
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showing considerable wear, to the extent that the second line is often 
incomplete or missing entirely. Photograph evidence indicates that the 
21st Connecticut Infantry received some of these rifle-muskets. They 
are often mistaken as a southern purchase, which artificially raises the 
asking prices.

Whitney "Manton" M1861 Rifle-Musket Derivative 

In order to dispose of some of his inferior arms from the second Con- 
necticut state contract, Whitney assembled at least 1,300 bearing a 
fictitious Old English lock stamp "Manton" forward of the hammer 
and the date "1862" on its tail. In most respects this arm resembled 
the US. M1861 rifle musket, complete with 3-groove rifling in its .58- 
caliber, 40" barrel with typical Whitney letter/number code near the 
muzzle (and often also marked "G.W.Q. on its left flat). Nosecaps, in 
typical Whitney style, were case from pewter instead of being formed 
from malleable iron. The rear sight closely follows the Ml 86 1 pattern 
but lacks the step on its side walls since it utilized a simple pierced leaf 
instead of the compound double leaf of the Ml 861 rifle-musket. These 
arms were disposed of in the New York City market after the 1863 
Draft Riot and issued to the New York National Guard.

Whitney "Direct Vent" M1861 Rifle-Musket Derivatives 

In his continued efforts to dispose of surplus and rejected parts from 
his Connecticut and federal contracts, Whitney devised in 1863 a rifle- 
musket generally conforming to the M 1861 rifle-musket except in two 
notable features. The bolster, instead of projecting considerably away 
from the barrel and having a clean-out screw was relatively short and 
flat faced. The process of making this bolster eliminated one produc- 
tion sequence, since it was not possible to drill the hole for the cone 
directly to the barrel. To accommodate the new cone position, the 
lockplates were made flat, without the bevel, and inletted flush with the 
stock. Lockplates bear the eagle surmounting the panoply of flags and 
trophies over "WHITNEYVILLE" stamp forward of the hammer, and 
are known with " 1 863" on the tail or without any date. The rear sight 
is the same as used on the "Manton" rifle-musket derivative. Arms 
with barrels than 40", 39", and 30" exist, all in .58 caliber with 3-groove 
rifling; however, the shortest of these may be postwar modifications 
for cadet use. Quantities made are not known, but surviving examples 
suggest limited production, probably to use faulty parts from the 1 863 
federal contract.

Whitney U.S. M1861 Contract Rifle-Musket 

In October of 1863, Whitney secured a contract with the U.S. War De- 
partment to produce 15,000 U.S. M1861 rifle-muskets. The arms manu- 
factured under this contract conform in all respects to the Springfield 
Model adopted in 1 861 . The 40" barrel is in .58 caliber and rifled with 
3 grooves; its rear sight conforms to the two-leaf model with stepped 
side walls. Nosecap is M1861 style and made of malleable iron. Socket 
bayonets furnished with them conform to the U.S. M 1 855/M 1 86 1 pat- 
tern. Marks include "US" on buttplate and standard inspection marks 
on barrel and stock. Lockplate marked with eagle surmounting letters 
"US" forward of the hammer and "WHITNEYVILLE" on the for- 
ward projection of the plate; date, "1863" or "1864" stamped on tail of 
the plate.

Whitney U.S. Navy Contract Rifle 

In July of 1861, Whitney entered a contact with the U.S. Navy to pro- 
duce 10,000 rifles of the "Plymouth Pattern." So called after the U.S. 
Navy warship whereupon the first Harpers Ferry trial rifles had been 
developed, the new Navy rifle borrowed many of its characteristics 
from the French Ml 846 "carbine a tige." Overall length was 50" with 
a 34"-long barrel bearing a saber bayonet lug with guide extending 
nearly to the muzzle on its right side. The bore was .69 caliber, rifled 
with three broad lands and grooves. The rear sight copied the French 
M 1 846 and M 1 859 styles, i.e. it has an elevating ladder but no side- 
walls. On early production the sights are serially numbered to the rifle's 
serial number (appearing on the breech plug tang). Barrels bear the 



standard U.S. inspection marks on the left quarter flat and the produc- 
tion date ("1863" or "1864") on the top of the barrel near the breech. 
Two lock markings have been encountered. The earlier production uses 
flat beveled plate marked with the date "1863" on its tail and an eagle 
surmounting a panoply of flags and trophies over the name "WHIT- 
NEYVILLE." In later (after serial no. 3,000) the lock's tail is marked 
"1864" and the stamping forward of the hammer matches that on the 
U.S. M 1 86 1 Whitney contract rifle-muskets, i.e. a small eagle over "U 
S" and "WHITNEYVILLE" in the forward projection of the plate. 
Inspector's initials (F.C.W) appear on the barrel and in a cartouche on 
the stock.

The Whitney Arms Company, 1865-1888 

With the close of the American Civil War, Eli Whitney, Jr. again turned 
his eyes to the manufacture of inexpensive arms from parts remain- 
ing on hand from his Civil War contracts. Extra barrels were turned 
into inexpensive muzzleloading shotguns, and a few breechloading 
designs were toyed with. Following Remington's example, Whitney 
soon realized that a substantial profit could be made in the production 
of single-shot martial arms for foreign governments. The result was 
a series of breechloading arms that copied many salient features of 
the Remington line, including a direct copy after the expiration of the 
Remington patent for the "rolling block" mechanism. Not until the late 
1870s did Whitney acquire the rights to several patents that led to the 
production of a lever-action repeating rifle. During the postwar period, 
revolver production, which had begun with evasions of Colt's patents 
in the decade prior to the Civil War, mushroomed with the production 
of small spur-trigger rimfire cartridge revolvers. Despite the variety of 
arms produced, by 1883 Whitney was considering the sale of his com- 
pany. Business reverses over the next five years necessitated the sale of 
the firm to Winchester in 1888. Primarily interested securing in the pat- 
ent rights for Whitney's lever-action series of rifles, Winchester closed 
the plant and moved its machinery to New Haven. After 90 years of 
production, the Whitneyville Armory ceased to exist. 

Single Barreled Percussion Shotgun 

This firearm was manufactured by Whitney out of surplus .58 caliber 
rifle barrels that were opened up and converted to smoothbore .60- 
caliber shotgun barrels. They are offered in lengths of 28" to 36" and 
are marked "Whitney Arms Co., Whitneyville, Conn. Homogeneous 
Wrought Steel." The finish is blued, with varnished walnut stocks that 
are crudely checkered. There were approximately 2,000 manufactured 
between 1866 and 1869. These guns are rarely encountered on today's 
market.

This is a single-shot breechloading carbine chambered for the .46-cali- 
ber rimfire cartridge.

This is a single-shot breechloading carbine chambered for the .44 
rimfire cartridge.

Whitney Phoenix 

There is little known about the origin of this model. It is built on a pat- 
ent issued to Whitney in 1874. There are a number of variations that 
are all marked "Phoenix, Patent May 24, 74." The Whitney name is not 
marked on any of the versions.

WINCHESTER REPEATING ARMS 
COMPANY 

New Haven, Connecticut 

Winchester is a name that is identified with the Old West and the fron- 
tier days of America. Winchester rifles and shotguns are prized for 
their historical significance as well as their collectiblity. The Winchester 
Repeating Arms Company was formally established by Oliver F. Win- 
chester on February 20, 1866, and the first model to bear the name of 
the company was the Model 1866 lever-action rifle chambered for the 
.44 caliber rimfire cartridge. As with any enterprise it is helpful to study 
the background and beginnings of the Winchester company so as to 
better understand the chronological sequence of various rifles and 
pistols that preceded the Winchester Model 1866. 

The story begins with Walter Hunt of New York City who, in 1848, 
developed the Rocket Ball and Volition Repeater, a unique lever-ac- ' 
tion, breechloading, under barrel magazine tube repeater. This rifle 
was the origin for future concepts. Hunt's business partner, George 
Arrowsmith, had as his machinist a man named Lewis Jennings, who 
improved and simplified Walter Hunt's original concept. Jennings' im- 
provements were granted a U.S. patent in 1849. 



The prices given here are for the most part standard guns without 
optional features that were so often furnished by the factory. These 
optional or extra-cost features are too numerous to list and can affect 
the price of a shotgun or rifle to an enormous degree. In some cases 
these options are one of a kind. Collectors and those interested in 
Winchester firearms have the benefit of some of the original factory 
records. These records are now stored in the Cody Firearms Museum, 
Buffalo Bill Historical Center, P.O. Box 1000, Cody, Wyoming (307) 
587-4771 . For a $25 fee the museum will provide factory letters con- 
taining the original specifications of certain Winchester models using 
the original factory records. 

CAUTION: Buyers should confirm by Cody letter any special-order 
feature on any Winchester within the Cody record range before paying 
a premium for a scarce feature. 

Hunt Repeating Rifle 

Walter Hunt described his repeating rifle as the Volition Repeater. 
Hunt was granted U.S. patent number 6663 in August 1849 for his 
repeating rifle that was to pave the way for future generations of Win- 
chester repeating rifles. Hunt's rifle design was unique and innovative 
as was his patent number 5701 for a conical lead bullet that was to be 
fired in his rifle. This ingenious bullet had a hole in its base filled with 
powder and closed by a disc with an opening in the middle to expel the 
ignition from an independent priming source that used priming pellets 
made of fulminate of mercury. The rifle actually worked but only the 
patent model was built; it is now in the Cody Firearms Museum. 

Jennings 

Second in the evolutionary line of Winchester rifles is the Jennings. 
Made by Robbins & Lawrence of Windsor, Vermont, this rifle incorpo- 
rated the original concept of the Hunt design with the additional im- 
provements utilized by Lewis Jennings. The Jennings rifle is important 
not only as a link in the chain of repeating-rifle development but also 
because it introduced Benjamin Henry Tyler to the concept of the tu- 
bular magazine lever-action repeating rifle. The Jennings rifle was built 
in three separate and distinct models. While total production of the 
three types was contracted for 5,000 guns, it is probable that only about 
1,000 were actually produced. 

First Model 

The First Model Jennings was built in a .54 caliber, breech-loading, 
single-shot configuration with a ring trigger, oval trigger guard, and 
26" barrel. A ramrod was fixed to the underside of the barrel as well. 
This variation was made from 1850 to 1851.

The Second Model Jennings was produced adopting the improve- 
ments made by Horace Smith. This Second Model is a breech-loading 
repeating rifle with an under barrel magazine tube and a 26" barrel. 
The frame is sculptured, unlike the First Model. The ring trigger is 
still present, but the trigger guard was removed as part of the design 
change. The caliber remained a .54, and the rifle was fitted with a 25" 
barrel. The Second Model was produced in 1851 and 1852.

Third Model 

The Third Model represents an attempt by investors to use the remain- 
ing parts and close out production. The .54 caliber Third Model was a 
muzzleloading rifle with a ramrod mounted under the barrel and a 26-

but the trigger was more of the conventional type. The trigger guard 
had a bow in the middle giving this model a distinctive appearance.

Smith & Wesson Volcanic Firearms 

An interesting connection in the evolution of the lever-action repeating 
firearm is found in the production of a small group of pistols and rifles 
built in Norwich, Connecticut, by Horace Smith and Daniel Wesson 
under the firm name of Smith & Wesson. The company built two types 
of Volcanic pistols. One was a large-frame model with an 8" barrel 
and chambered in .41 caliber. About 500 of these large frames were 
produced. The other pistol was a small-frame version with a 4" barrel 
chambered in .31 caliber. Slightly more of these small-frame pistols 
were built, about 700, than the large-frame version. In both variations 
the barrel, magazine, and frame were blued. Smith & Wesson also 
produced a lever-action repeating rifle. These rifles are exceedingly rare 
with fewer than 10 having been built. They were chambered for the 
.528 caliber and were fitted with 23" barrels. Because of the small num- 
ber of rifles built, no value is offered.

Volcanic Firearms (Volcanic Repeating Arms Company) 

With the incorporation of the Volcanic Repeating Arms Company, 
a new and important individual was introduced who would have an 
impact on the American arms industry for the next 100 years: Oliver 
F. Winchester. This new company introduced the Volcanic pistol using 
the improvements made by Horace Smith and Daniel Wesson. Volcanic 
firearms are marked on the barrel, "THE VOLCANIC REPEATING 
ARMS CO. PATENT NEW HAVEN, CONN. FEB. 14, 1854." The 
Volcanic was offered as a .38 caliber breechloading tubular magazine 
repeater with blued barrel and bronze frame. These pistols were avail- 
able in three barrel lengths.

Volcanic Firearms (New Haven Arms Company) 

In 1857 the New Haven Arms Company was formed to continue the 
production of the former Volcanic Repeating Arms Company. Volca- 
nic firearms continued to be built but were now marked on the barrel, 
"NEW HAVEN, CONN. PATENT FEB. 14, 1854." The Volcanic 
pistols produced by the New Haven Arms Company were built in .30 
caliber and used the same basic frame as the original Volcanic. These 
pistols were produced in 3-1/2" and 6" barrel lengths.

Henry Rifle 

With the development of B. Tyler Henry's improvements in the metal- 
lic rimfire cartridge and his additional improvements in the Volcanic 
frame, the direct predecessor to the Winchester lever-action repeater 
was born. The new cartridge was the .44 caliber rimfire, and the Henry 
rifle featured a 24" octagon barrel with a tubular magazine holding 
15 shells. The rifle had no forearm, but was furnished with a walnut 
buttstock with two styles of buttplates: an early rounded heel crescent 
shape seen on guns produced from 1860 to 1862 and the later sharper 
heel crescent butt found on guns built from 1863 to 1866. The early 
models, produced from 1860 to 1861, were fitted with an iron frame, 
and the later models, built from 1861 to 1866, were fitted with brass 
frames. About 14,000 Henry rifles were made during the entire produc- 
tion period; only about 300 were iron frame rifles.

Martially Inspected Henry Rifles 

Beginning in 1863 the Federal Government ordered 1,730 Henry Rifles 
for use in the Civil War. Most of these government-inspected rifles 
fall into serial number range 3000 to 4000 while the balance are close 
to this serial-number range. They are marked "C.G.C." for Charles 
G. Chapman, the government inspector. These Henry rifles were used 
under actual combat conditions and for that reason it is doubtful that 
there are any rifles that would fall into the excellent condition category. 
Therefore no price is given.

Model 1866 

In 1866 the New Haven Arms Company changed its name to the 
Winchester Repeating Arms Company. The first firearm to be built 
under the Winchester name was the Model 1866. This first Winchester 
was a much-improved version of the Henry. A new magazine tube 
developed by Nelson King, Winchester's plant superintendent, was a 
vast improvement over the slotted magazine tube used on the Henry 
and its predecessor. The old tube allowed dirt to enter through the slots 
and was weakened because of it. King's patent, assigned to Winchester, 
featured a solid tube that was much stronger and reliable. His patent 
also dealt with an improved loading system for the rifle. The rifle now 
featured a loading port on the right side of the receiver with a spring- 
loaded cover. The frame continued to be made from brass. The Model 
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1866 was chambered for the .44 caliber Flat Rimfire or the .44 caliber 
Pointed Rimfire. Both cartridges could be used interchangeably. 
The barrel on the Model 1866 was marked with two different markings. 
The first, which is seen on early guns up to serial number 23000, reads 
"HENRY'S PATENT-OCT 16, 1860 KING'S PATENT-MARCH 29, 
1866."The second marking reads, "WINCHESTER'S-REPEATING- 
ARMS.NEW HAVEN, CT. KING'S-IMPROVEMENT-PATENTED 
MARCH 29, 1866 OCTOBER 16, 1860." There are three basic 
variations of the Model 1 866: 

1 . Sporting Rifle round or octagon barrel. Approximately 28,000 
were produced. 

2. Carbine round barrel. Approximately 127,000 were produced. 

3. Musket round barrel. Approximately 14,000 were produced. 
The rifle and musket held 1 7 cartridges, and the carbine had a 

capacity of 13 cartridges. Unlike the Henry, Model 1866s were fitted 
with a walnut forearm. The Model 1866 was discontinued in 1898 with 
approximately 170,000 guns produced. The Model 1866 was sold in 
various special order configurations, such as barrels longer or shorter 
than standard, including engraved guns. The prices listed represent 
only standard-model 1866s. For guns with special-order features, an 
independent appraisal from an expert is highly recommended. 

First Model 

This first style has both the Henry and King patent dates stamped 
on the barrel, a flat-loading port cover, and a two-screw upper tang. 
Perhaps the most distinctive feature of the First Model is the rapid 
drop at the top rear of the receiver near the hammer. This is often 
referred to as the "Henry Drop," a reference to the same receiver drop 
found on the Henry rifle. First Models will be seen up through the 
1 5000 serial number range.

Second Model 

The second style differs from the first most noticeably in its single 
screw upper tang and a flare at the front of the receiver to meet the 
forearm. The Second Model also has a more gradual drop at the rear 
of the receiver than the First Model. The Second Style Model 1866 
appears through serial number 25000. 
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Third Model 

The third style's most noticeable characteristic is the more moderately 
curved receiver shape at the rear of the frame. The serial number is 
now stamped in block numerals behind the trigger, thus allowing the 
numbers to be seen for the first time without removing the stock. The 
barrel marking is stamped with the Winchester address. The Third 
Model is found between serial numbers 25000 and 149000. For the first 
time, a musket version was produced in this serial-number range.

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Fourth Model 

The fourth style has an even less pronounced drop at the top rear of 
the frame, and the serial number is stamped in script on the lower 
tang under the lever.

Marked Weber 
Ruesch, Zurich on the barrel and serial numbered externally. Ap- 
proximately 400 to 450 manufactured in 1866 and 1867. Prospective 
purchasers are strongly advised to secure an expert appraisal prior 
to acquisition. Due to the recent identification of this model pricing 
schedules have yet to be established. 

Model 1867 Iron Frame Carbine 

Overall length 39-1/4"; barrel length 20"; caliber .44 rimfire. Walnut 
stock with case hardened furniture; the barrel and magazine tube 
blued; the receiver case hardened. The finger lever catch mounted 
within the rear curl of the lever. Unmarked except for serial numbers 
that appear externally on the receiver and often the buttplate tang. 
Approximately 20 manufactured. Prospective purchasers are strongly 
advised to secure an expert appraisal prior to acquisition. Due to the 
recent identification of this model pricing schedules have yet to be 
established. 

Model 1868 Iron Frame Rifle Musket 

Overall length 49-1/2" (.455 cal.), 50-1/2" or 53" (.45 and .47 cal.); 
barrel length 29-1/2" (.455 cal.) and 30-1/4" or 33" (.45 and .47 cal.); 
calibers .45, .455, and .47 centerfire. Walnut stock with case hardened 
or burnished bright (.45 and .47 cal.) furniture; the barrel burnished 
bright; the receiver case hardened or burnished bright (.45 and .47 
cal.). The finger lever catch mounted on the lower receiver tang. The 
rear of the finger lever machined with a long flat extension on its 
upper surface. Unmarked except for serial number. Approximately 
30 examples made in .45 and .455 caliber and 250 in .47 caliber. 
Prospective purchasers are strongly advised to secure an expert 
appraisal prior to acquisition. Due to the recent identification of this 
model pricing schedules have yet to be established. 

Model 1868 Iron Frame Carbine 

Overall length 40"; barrel length 20"; caliber .44 centerfire. Walnut 
stock with case hardened furniture; barrel and magazine tube blued; 
the receiver case hardened. The finger lever catch as above. Unmarked 
except for serial numbers (receiver and buttplate tang). Approximately 
25 manufactured. Prospective purchasers are strongly advised to secure 
an expert appraisal prior to acquisition. Due to the recent identifica- 
tion of this model pricing schedules have yet to be established. 
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Model 1873 

This Winchester rifle was one of the most popular lever-actions the 
company ever produced. This is the "gun that won the West" and with 
good reason. It was chambered for the more powerful centerfire car- 
tridge, the .44-40. Compared to the .44 Henry, this cartridge was twice 
as good. With the introduction of the single-action Colt pistol in 1878, 
chambered for the same cartridge, the individual had the convenience 
of a pistol for protection and the accuracy of the Winchester for food 
and protection. The .44-40 was the standard cartridge for the Model 
1873. Three additional cartridges were offered but were not as popu- 
lar as the .44. The .38-40 was first offered in 1879 and the.32-20 was 
introduced in 1882. In 1884 the Model 1873 was offered in .22 caliber 
rimfire, with a few special order guns built in .22 extra long rimfire. Ap- 
proximately 19,552 .22 caliber Model 1873s were produced. 

Early Model 1873s were fitted with an iron receiver until 1884, when 
a steel receiver was introduced. The Model 1873 was offered in three 
styles: 

1 . Sporting Rifle, 24" round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel. 
Equipped standard with a crescent iron buttplate, straight-grip 
stock and capped forearm. 

2. Carbine, 20" round barrel. Furnished standard with a rounded iron 
buttplate, straight-grip stock, and carbine style forend fastened to 
the barrel with a single barrel band. 

3. Musket. 30" round barrel. Standard musket is furnished with a 
nearly full-length forearm fastened to the barrel with three barrel 
bands. The buttstock has a rounded buttplate. 

The upper tang was marked with the model designation and the se- 
rial number was stamped on the lower tang. Caliber stampings on the 
Model 1873 are found on the bottom of the frame and on the breech 
end of the barrel. Winchester discontinued the Model 1873 in 1919, 
after producing about 720,000 guns.

The Winchester Model 1873 was offered with a large number of ex- 
tra-cost options that greatly affect the value of the gun. For example, 
Winchester built two sets of special Model 1873s: the l-of-100 and the 
1 -of- 1000. Winchester sold only eight l-of-100 Model 1873s. and 136 
of the l-of-1000 guns that were built. In 1991 a few of these special 
guns were sold at auction and brought prices exceeding $75,000. The 
prices listed here are for standard guns only. For Model 1873 with spe- 
cial features, it is best to secure an expert appraisal. Model 1873s with 
case colored receivers will bring a premium. 

First Model 

The primary difference between the various styles of the Model 1873 is 
found in the appearance and construction of the dust cover. The First 
Model has a dust cover held in place with grooved guides on either 
side. A checkered oval finger grip is found on top of the dust cover. 
The latch that holds the lever firmly in place is anchored into the lower 
tang with visible threads. On later First Models, these threads are not 
visible. First Models appear from serial number 1 to about 31000. 
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Second Model 

The dust cover on the Second Model operates on one central guide 
secured to the receiver with two screws. The checkered oval finger grip 
is still used, but on later Second Models this is changed to a serrated 
finger grip on the rear of the dust cover. Second Models are found in 
the 31000 to 90000 serial number range.

Third Model 

The central guide rail is still present on the Third Model, but it is now 
integrally machined as part of the receiver. The serrated rear edges of 
the dust cover are still present on the Third Model. 
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Model 1873 .22 Rimfire Rifle 

Winchester's first .22 caliber rifle and the first .22 caliber repeating rifle 

made in America was introduced in 1884 and discontinued in 1904. 

Its drawback was the small caliber. The general preference during this 

period of time was for the larger-caliber rifles. Winchester sold a little 

more than 19,000 .22 caliber Model 1873s. 
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Model 1876 

Winchester's Model 1876, sometimes referred to as the Centennial 
Model, was the company's response to the public's demand for a re- 
peater rifle capable of handling larger and more potent calibers. Many 
single-shot rifles were available at this time to shoot more powerful 
cartridges, and Winchester redesigned the earlier Model 1873 to an- 
swer this need. The principal changes made to the Model 1873 were a 
larger and stronger receiver to handle more powerful cartridges. Both 
the carbine and the musket had their forearms extended to cover the 
full length of the magazine tube. The carbine barrel was increased in 
length from 20" to 22", and the musket barrel length was increased 
from 30 to 32". The Model 1876 was the first Winchester to be offered 
with a pistol-grip stock on its special Sporting Rifle. The Model 1876 
was available in the following calibers: .45-77 W.C.F., .50-95 Express, 
.45-60 W.C.F., .40-60 W.C.F. The Model 1876 was offered in four dif- 
ferent styles: 

1 . Sporting Rifle, 28" round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel. This 
rifle was fitted with a straight-grip stock with crescent iron 
buttplate. A special sporting rifle was offered with a pistol-grip 
stock. 

2. Express Rifle, 26" round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel. 
The same sporting rifle stock was used. 

3. Carbine, 22" round barrel with full length forearm secured by one 
barrel band and straight-grip stock. 

4. Musket, 32" round barrel with full-length forearm secured by 
one barrel band and straight-grip stock. Stamped on the barrel is 
the Winchester address with King's patent date. The caliber 
marking is stamped on the bottom of the receiver near the 
magazine tube and the breech end of the barrel. Winchester also 
furnished the Model 1876 in l-of-100 and l-of-1000 special guns. 
Only 8 l-of-100 Model 1876s were built and 54 l-of-1000 76s 
were built. As with their Model 1873 counterparts, these rare guns 
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often sell in the $75,000 range or more. Approximately 64,000 
Model 1876s were built by Winchester between 1876 and 1897. 
As with other Winchesters, the prices given are for standard guns. 

First Model 

As with the Model 1873, the primary difference in model types lies in 
the dust cover. The First Model has no dust cover and is seen between 
serial number 1 and 3000. 
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Second Model 

The Second Model has a dust cover with guide rail attached to the 
receiver with two screws. On the early Second Model an oval finger 
guide is stamped on top of the dust cover while later models have a ser- 
rated finger guide along the rear edge of the dust cover. Second Models 
range from serial numbers 3000 to 30000.

Third Model 

The dust cover guide rail on Third Model 76s is integrally machined as 
part of the receiver with a serrated rear edge on the dust cover. Third 
Model will be seen from serial numbers 30000 to 64000. 
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Model 1885 (Single-Shot) 

The Model 1885 marks an important development between Winchester 
and John M. Browning. The Single-Shot rifle was the first of many 
Browning patents that Winchester would purchase and provided the 
company with the opportunity to diversify its firearms line. The Model 
1885 was the first single-shot rifle built by Winchester. The company 
offered more calibers in this model than any other. A total of 45 
centerfire calibers were offered from the .22 extra long to the 50-1 10 
Express, as well as 14 rimfire caliber from .22 B.B. cap to the .44 Flat 
Henry. Numerous barrel lengths, shapes, and weights were available as 
were stock configurations, sights, and finishes. These rifles were also 
available in solid frame and takedown styles. One could almost argue 
that each of the 139,725 Model 1885s built are unique. Many collectors 
of the Winchester Single-Shot specialize in nothing else. For this rea- 
son it is difficult to provide pricing that will cover most of the Model 
1885s that the collector will encounter. However the prices given here 
are for standard guns in standard configurations. 
The Model 1 885 was offered in two basic frame types: 

A. The High Wall was the first frame type produced and is so called 
because the frame covers the breech and hammer except 

for the hammer spur. 

B. The breech and hammer are visible on the Low Wall frame with 
its low sides. This frame type was first introduced around the 
5000 serial number range. 

Both the High Wall and the Low Wall were available in two type 
frame profiles; the Thickside and the Thinside. The Thickside frame 
has flat sides that do not widen out to meet the stock. The Thickside is 
more common on the low wall rifle and rare on the High Walls. 

The Thinside frame has shallow milled sides that widen out to meet 
the stock. Thinside frames are common on High Wall guns and rare on 
Low Wall rifles. 

1 . The standard High Wall rifle was available with octagon or round 
barrel with length determined by caliber. The butt stock and 
forearm were plain walnut with crescent buttplate and blued frame. 

2. The standard Low Wall featured a round or octagon barrel 
with length determined by caliber and a plain walnut stock and 
forearm with crescent buttplate. 

3. The High Wall musket most often had a 26" round barrel 
chambered for the .22 caliber cartridge. Larger calibers were 
available as were different barrel lengths. The High Wall Musket 
featured an almost full length forearm fastened to the barrel 
with a single barrel band and rounded buttplate. 

4. The Low Wall musket is most often referred to as the Winder 
Musket named after the distinguished marksman. Colonel C.B. 
Winder. This model features a Lyman receiver sight and was 
made in .22 caliber. 

5. The High Wall Schuetzen rifle was designed for serious target 
shooting and was available with numerous extras including a 30" 
octagon barrel medium weight without rear sight seat; fancy 
walnut checkered pistol grip Schuetzen-style cheekpiece; 
Schuetzen-style buttplate; checkered forearm; double set triggers: 
spur finger lever, and adjustable palm rest. 

6. The Low Wall carbine was available in 15", 16", 18", and 20" 
round barrels. The carbine featured a saddle ring on the left side 
of the frame and a rounded buttplate. 

7. The Model 1885 was also available in a High Wall shotgun in 20 
gauge with 26" round barrel and straight-grip stock with shotgun 
style rubber buttplate. The Model 1885 was manufactured between 
1885 and 1920 with a total production of about 140.000 guns. 
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High Wall Shotgun 
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NOTE: Model 1885s with case colored frames bring a premium of 
25 percent over guns with blued frames. Model 1885s in calibers 
.50-1 10 and .50-100 will bring a premium depending on style and 
configuration. 

Model 1886 

Based on a John Browning patent, the Model 1886 was one of the fin- 
est and strongest lever-actions ever utilized in a Winchester rifle. Win- 
chester introduced the Model 1886 in order to take advantage of the 
more powerful centerfire cartridges of the time. 

Model 1886 rifles and carbines were furnished with walnut stocks, 
case hardened frames, and blued barrels and magazine tubes. In 1901 
Winchester discontinued the use of case hardened frames on all its 
rifles and used blued frames instead. For this reason, case hardened 
Model 1886 rifles will bring a premium. Winchester provided a large 
selection of extra cost options on the Model 1886. and for rifles with 
these options, a separate valuation should be made by a reliable source. 
The Model 1886 was produced from 1886 to 1935 with about 160,000 
in production. 

The rifle was available in 10 different chambers:

Model 71 

When Winchester dropped the Model 1886 from its line in 1935. the 
company replaced its large-bore lever-action rifle with the Model 71 
chambered for the .348 caliber. The Model 71 is similar in appearance 
to the Model 1886 with some internal parts strengthened to handle the 
powerful .348 cartridge. The rifle was available in three basic configura- 
tions: 

1. Standard Rifle, 24" round barrel, 3/4 magazine, plain walnut 
pistol-grip stock and semi-beavertail forearm. 

2. Standard Rifle (Carbine), 20" round barrel, 3/4 magazine, 
plain walnut pistol-grip stock and semi-beavertail forearm.

The Model 1892 was an updated successor to the Model 1873 using 
a scaled down version of the Model 1886 action.

The rifle was available in 
several different configurations: 

1 . Sporting Rifle, solid frame or takedown (worth an extra 
premium of about 20 percent), 24" round, octagon, or half-octagon 
barrel with 1/2, 2/3, or full magazines. Plain straight-grip walnut 
stock with capped forearm. 

2. Fancy Sporting Rifle, solid frame or takedown (worth 20 percent 
premium), 24" round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel with 

1/2, 2/3, or full magazine. Checkered walnut pistol-grip stock 
with checkered capped forearm. 

3. Carbine, 20" round barrel, full or half magazine, plain walnut 
straight-grip stock with one barrel band forearm. Carbines 
were offered only with solid frames. 

4. Trapper's Carbine, 18", 16", 15", or 14" round barrel with 
the same dimensions of standard carbine. Federal law 
prohibits the possession of rifles with barrel lengths shorter 
than 16". The Model 1892 Trapper's Carbine can be exempted 
from this law as a curio and relic with a federal permit providing 
the trapper is an original trapper and left the factory with 

the short trapper barrel. 

5. Musket, 30" round barrel with full magazine. Almost full-length 
forearm held by two barrel bands. Buttstock is plain walnut with 
straight grip. 

The Model 1892 was built between 1892 and 1932 with slightly more 
than 1 million sold. The Model 1892 carbine continued to be offered 
for sale until 1941.

Model 1894 

Based on a John M. Browning patent, the Model 1894 was the most 
successful centerfire rifle Winchester ever produced. This model is still 
in production, and the values given here reflect those rifles produced 
before 1964, or around serial number 2550000. The Model 1894 was 
the first Winchester developed especially for smokeless powder and 
was chambered for the following cartridges: .32-40, .38-55. .25-35 Win- 
chester, .30-30 Winchester, and the .32 Winchester Special. The rifle 
was available in several different configurations: 

1 . Sporting Rifle, 26" round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel, 
in solid frame or takedown. Full, 2/3 or 1/2 magazines were 
available. Plain walnut straight or pistol-grip stock with crescent 
buttplate and plain capped forearm. 

2. Fancy Sporting Rifle, 26" round, octagon, or half-octagon 
barrel, in solid frame or takedown. Full, 2/3, or 1/2 magazines 
were available. Fancy walnut checkered straight or pistol-grip 
stock with crescent buttplate and checkered fancy capped forearm. 

3. Extra lightweight Rifle, 22" or 26" round barrel with half 
magazine. Plain walnut straight-grip stock with shotgun 
buttplate and plain capped forearm. 

4. Carbine, 20" round barrel, plain walnut straight-grip stock with 
carbine style buttplate. Forearm was plain walnut uncapped 
with one barrel band. Carbines were available with solid frame 
only. Carbines made prior to 1925 were fitted with a saddle ring 
on the left side of receiver and worth a premium over carbines 
without saddle ring. 

5. Trapper's Carbine, 18", 16", 15", or 14". Buttstock, forearm, 
and saddle ring specifications same as standard carbine. 

All Model 1894s were furnished with blued frames and barrels, 
although case hardened frames were available as an extra-cost 
option. Case colored Model 1894s are rare and worth a 
considerable premium, perhaps as much as 1,000 percent. 
Guns with extra-cost options should be evaluated by an expert 
to determine proper value. Between 1894 and 1963, 
approximately 2,550,000 Model 1894s were sold. 
NOTE: Antique Winchester Model 1894s (pre- 1898 manufacture) will 
bring a premium of 10 percent. First year production guns, October 
1894 to December 1894, documented by the Cody Museum will com- 
mand a 100 percent premium.

Model 1895 

The Model 1895 was the first nondetachable box magazine rifle of- 
fered by Winchester. Built on a John M. Browning patent, this rifle was 
introduced by Winchester to meet the demand for a rifle that could 
handle the new high-power, smokeless hunting cartridges of the period. 
The Model 1895 was available in the following calibers: .30-40 Krag, 
.38-72 Winchester, .40-72 Winchester, .303 British, .35 Winchester, 
.405 Government, 7.62 Russian, .30-03, and .30-06. The rifle gained 
fame as a favorite hunting rifle of Theodore Roosevelt. Because of 
its box magazine, the Model 1 895 has a distinctive look like no other 
Winchester lever-action rifle. The rifle was available in several different 
configurations: 

1 . Sporting Rifle, 28" or 24" (depending on caliber) round barrel, 
plain walnut straight-grip stock with plain forend. The first 5,000 
rifles were manufactured with flat-sided receivers, and the balance 
of production were built with the receiver sides contoured. 
After serial-number 60000, a takedown version was available. 

2. Fancy Sporting Rifle, 28" round barrel, fancy walnut checkered 
straight-grip stock and fancy walnut checkered forearm.

Breechloading Double-Barrel Shotgun 

Winchester imported an English-made shotgun sold under the Win- 
chester name between 1879 and 1884. The gun was available in 10 and 
12 gauge with 30" or 32" Damascus barrels. It was sold in five separate 
grades referred to as "classes." The lowest grade was the "D" and the 
best grade was called the "Match Grade." These were marked on the 
sidelocks. The center rib was stamped "Winchester Repeating Arms 
Co., New Haven, Connecticut, U.S.A." About 10,000 of these guns 
were imported by Winchester.

Model 1887 Shotgun 

Winchester enjoyed a great deal of success with its imported English 
shotgun, and the company decided to manufacture a shotgun of its 
own. In 1885 it purchased the patent for a lever-action shotgun de- 
signed by John M. Browning. By 1887 Winchester had delivered the 
first model 1887 in 12 gauge and shortly after offered the gun in 10 
gauge. Both gauges were offered with 30" or 32" Full choked barrels, 
with the 30" standard on the 12 gauge and 32" standard on the 10 



gauge. A Riot Gun was offered in 1 898 both in 10, and 12 gauge with 
20" barrels choked cylinder. Both variations of the Model 1887 were 
offered with plain walnut pistol-grip stocks with plain forend. The 
frame was case hardened and the barrel blued. Between 1887 and 1901 
Winchester sold approximately 65,000 Model 1887 shotguns.

Model 1893 

This was the first slide-action repeating shotgun built by Winchester. 
It featured an exposed hammer and side ejection. Based on a John M. 
Browning patent, this model was not altogether satisfactory. The ac- 
tion proved to be too weak to handle smokeless loads, even though the 
gun was designed for black powder. The gun was offered in 12 gauge 
with 30" or 32" barrels choked Full.

Model 1897 

The Model 1897 replaced the Model 1893, and while similar to the 
Model 1893. the new model had several improvements such as a stron- 
ger frame, chamber made longer to handle 2-3/4" shells, frame top was 
covered to force complete side ejection, the stock was made longer 
and with less drop. The Model 1897 was available in 12 or 16 gauge 
with the 12 gauge offered either in solid or takedown styles and the 16 
gauge available in takedown only. The Model 1897 was available with 
barrel lengths of 20", 26", 28", 30". and 32" and in practically all choke 
options from full to cylinder. The shotgun could be ordered in several 
different configurations: 
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1. Standard Gun, 12 or 16 gauge, 30" barrel in 12 gauge and 28" 
barrel in 16 gauge, with plain walnut modified pistol-grip stock 
and grooved slide handle. Steel buttplate standard. 

2. Trap Gun 12 or 16 gauge, 30" barrel in 12 gauge and 28" barrel 
in 16 gauge, fancy walnut stock with oil finish checkered 
pistol-grip or straight-grip stock with checkered slide handle. 
Marked "TRAP" on bottom of frame. 

3. Pigeon Gun, 12 or 16 gauge, 28" barrel on both 12 and 16 gauge, 
straight- or pistol-grip stock same as Trap gun, receiver hand 
engraved. 

4. Tournament Gun, 12 gauge only with 30" barrel, select walnut 
checkered straight-grip stock and checkered slide handle, 

top of receiver is matted to reduce glare. 

5. Brush Gun, 12 or 16 gauge, 26" barrel, Cylinder choke, has a 
slightly shorter magazine tube than standard gun, plain walnut 
modified pistol-grip stock with grooved slide handle. 

6. Brush Gun, Takedown, same as above with takedown feature 
and standard length magazine tube. 

7. Riot Gun, 12 gauge, 20" barrel bored to shoot buckshot, 

plain walnut modified pistol-grip stock with grooved slide handle. 
Solid frame or takedown. 

8. Trench Gun, same as Riot Gun but fitted with barrel hand guard 
and bayonet. 

The Winchester Model 1897 was a great seller for Winchester. During 
its 60-year production span, 1.025,000 guns were sold.

Model 21 

The Model 21 was Winchester's finest effort with regard to quality, 
reliability, and strength. Developed in the late 1920s the introduction 
of this fine side-by-side shotgun was delayed by the company's finan- 
cial troubles. When Winchester was purchased by the Olin family, the 
Model 21 was assured the attention it richly deserved due to John M. 
Olin's love for the gun. Despite the Model 21 being offered as a pro- 
duction gun it was, in fact, a hand-built custom-made shotgun. Almost 
each Model 21 built has a personality of its own because each shotgun 
is slightly different with regard to chokes, barrel lengths, stock dimen- 
sions, and embellishments. The gun was introduced in 193 1 . From 
1931 to 1959 the Model 21 was considered a production line gun and 
about 30.000 were sold. In 1960, when the Custom Shop was opened, 
the Model 21 was built there using the same procedures. Sales dur- 



ing the Custom Shop era were about 1,000 guns. Winchester changed 
the name of some of the Model 21 styles but the production methods 
stayed the same. In 1981 Winchester sold its firearms division to U.S. 
Repeating Arms Company including the right to build the Model 21. 
Again the production procedures stayed the same as did many of the 
former employees. U.S. Repeating Arms expanded and changed some 
of the style designations for the Model 21. Production was discontin- 
ued in about 1991. No sales figures are available for this time period. 
Collectors and shooters will be given the price breakdown for all three 
eras of production separately. 




Model 21—1931 to 1959 

The Model 21 was available in several different styles and configura- 
tions: 

1 . Standard Grade, chambered in 12, 16, and 20 gauge with barrel 
length from 26", 28", 30", and 32" with matted rib or ventilated 
rib, select walnut checkered pistol- or straight-grip stock with 
checkered beavertail forend. Built from 1931 to 1959. 

2. Tournament Grade, same as above with special dimension stock. 
Marked "TOURNAMENT" on bottom of trigger plate. 

Built from 1933 to 1934. 

3. Trap Grade, same as above with slightly better-grade wood and 
stock made to customers' dimensions. Marked "TRAP" on 
trigger plate. Built from 1932 to 1959. 

4. Skeet Grade, same as above with the addition of the 28 gauge, 
stock furnished with checkered butt. Marked "SKEET" on 
trigger plate. Built from 1936 to 1959. 

5. Duck Gun. chambered for 12 gauge 3" magnum shells, 30" or 
32" barrels. Standard Grade stock except for shorter 
length of pull. Marked "DUCK" on trigger plate. 

Built from 1940 to 1952.

Winchester catalogued a number of special-order engraving patterns 
which ranged from a small amount of scroll (#1 ) to full-coverage game 
scene and scroll (#6). In addition, there were a few guns engraved on 
special order to the customer's request. Engraved guns are extremely 
rare, and the value added will vary with the rarity of the gauge and the 
date of manufacture. The following table represents the value added 



for various standard engraving patterns on 12 gauge guns for the "Cus- 
tom Shop" (1960-1982) and "Pre-Custom Shop" (1932-1959) periods. 
However, it is advisable to seek the opinion of an authorative collector 
or dealer prior to a sale.

Custom Shop Model 21s— 1982 to Present 

When U.S. Repeating Arms Company took over the production of the 
Model 21, the Pigeon Grade was dropped from the line. The Grand 
American Grade was retained with all the features of its predecessor 
but with the addition of a small-bore set featuring a 28 gauge and .410 
bore set of barrels. Two new grades were introduced in 1983: the Stan- 
dard Custom Grade and the Special Custom Built. In addition to these 
grades, the factory would undertake to build for its customers whatever 
was desired. Due to the unique nature of these guns, it is advised that 
an expert appraisal be sought to establish a value. While the change- 
over from Winchester to U.S. Repeating Arms was a transfer of busi- 
ness assets and the craftsmen and personnel remained the same, col- 
lectors are reluctant to assign the same values to U.S. Repeating Arms 
Model 21s as those produced by Winchester. No official production 
figures are available for U.S.R.A. Model 21s, but the number is most 
likely small; perhaps around 200 guns.

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WINCHESTER COMMEMORATIVE RIFLES 

Since the early 1960s, Winchester has produced a number of special 
Model 1894 rifles and carbines that commemorated certain historic 
events, places, or individuals. In some cases they are slightly embel- 
lished and in others are quite ornate. The general liquidity of these 
commemoratives has not been as good as would be expected. In some 
cases they were produced in excessive amounts and could not, in all 
honesty, be considered limited-production items. In any case, in our 
opinion one should purchase weapons of this nature for their enjoy- 
ment factor as the investment potential is not sufficient reason for their 
purchase. As with all commemoratives. in order to realize the collector 
potential they must be NIB with all supplied materials including, in the 
case of Winchester, the colorful outer sleeve that encased the factory 
carton. If a Winchester commemorative rifle has been cocked leaving a 
line on the hammer or the lever, many collectors will show little or no 
interest in its acquisition. If they have been fired, they will realize little 
premium over a standard. Post- 1964 Model 94. A number of com- 
memoratives have been ordered by outside concerns and are technically 
not factory issues. Most have less collectibility than the factory-issued 
models. There are a number of concerns that specialize in marketing 
the total range of Winchester commmemorative rifles. We list the fac- 
tory-issue commemoratives with their current value, their issue price, 
and the number manufactured.
